PATTI AND MAPLESON—CARD-PLAYING IN 
THE ROYAL PALACE—ADVICE TO IRVING

Loxpon, Oct. 13.—Mme. Patti will surely 
gail for New-York early in November to join 


Mr. Mapleson’s company at the Academy 
_of Music. The trouble which arose between 


the Gyes and Maupleson in consequence of 
his making a contract with the great 
singer for America, agreeing to pay 
her $5,000 a night, at one time 
threatened to deprive the Academy stock- 
holders of her services. Strenuous eftorts 
were made to prevent her singing in America, 
and for along time the probable course that 
Mme. Patti would pursue was in doubt. Mr. 
Mapleson, however, was enabled to secure the 
necessary fidancial backing, and he will not 
only have the prima donna in America, but 
will give opera in London without the assist- 
ance of, and in opposition to, the Gyes. When 
Mr. Mapleson demonstrated that he couid 


carry out the contract he bad entered into 
with Mme. Patti she rejected all inducements 
to desert him anc will carry out ber share of 
the ent. 

Walton’s heavy backing of Giroflé last week 
induced a number of Americans to put money 
on him in London, and they were heavy losers 
by the failure, which swept away Walton's gains 
for the previous week. It was reported at 
Newmarket that Girofié had been poisoned. 
Walton’s languace imputed at least neglect to 
Day, the trainer. Mr. Day at once chalienged 
an examination by Mr. Gresswell, the veteri- 
nary surgeon, who certifies that be found no 
evidence of poison, but that the mare’s musct- 
Jar system wanted tone. The Jockey Club re- 
fused to interfere. Walton has transferred 
his horses from Day to Sherwood, a trainer at 
Epsom. Foxhall is on sale as a stud horse. 

‘George Augustus Sala, in his notes of the 
week, recommends Mr. Irving to give to 
American interviewers the fullest scope possi- 
ble, and recommends his own simple plan, 
which was to always ask his first interviewer 
as many questions as he con!d touching 
men and affairs, and, having obtained these 
views, to pass them on as his own im answer to 
the questions of all subsequent interviewers. 
This systemjof decanting different interview- 
ers often got mixed, but, on the whole, an- 
swered admirably. 

Humphrev Ward, the author of ‘‘ The Eng- 
lish Poets,” exhibits in the Athenwum two 
columns of parallel passages plagiarized in 
Alfred Welch’s ‘‘Developments of English 
Literature and Language.” The publishers. 
Greggs & Co., of Chicago, also accuse Welch 
ef plagiarism from Green’s History and 
other works. 

Leopold Lewis, the author of ‘‘ The Bells,’ 
denies his intention to annoy Irving by lectur- 
ing in the United States showing that Irving 
owes his rise to that play. 

A private memorandum from the Queen has 
been issued forbidding the privileged occu- 
pants of the royal palaces from indulging in 
excessive card-claying arid gambling. The 
Queen has made this order on learning that 
the practice of card-playing at Kensington 
Palace, which took place during the residence 
of the Duke of Teck, often continued all Sun- 
day and all night. Enormous sums were fre- 
quently lost. The royal memorandum recom- 
mends a correction and reformation of man- 
ners and an entire abstention from these ex- 
cesses. 

The Queen will provide a large dowry for 
her granddaughter Princess Victoria of Hesse, 
who is about to‘marry Prince Louis of Bat- 
tenburg, who has no fortune. She will give 
them rooms at Kensington. the bas also ap- 
pointed Prince Louis Captain of the royal 
yacht Victoria Albert, which position is a 
sinecure. The radical members will protest 
in Parliament against the appointment as a 
scandalous waste of publicmoney. There will 
be a general gathering of the royal family in 
London next week to bid good-bye to the 
Duke and Duchess of Connaught, who are go- 
ing to Meegut. 

Mme. Ristori is making a tour of England 
with a special company. She has had only 
meagre audiences, and in the Gloucester The- 
atre only 100. 

Delibes, the composer of “‘ Lakme,” charges 
Ditson, of New-York, with pirating the opera 
and inserting scenes not in the eriginal and 
omitting others. 

Oscar Wilde’s lecture at Manchester was a 
dead failure. Most of the audience walked out. 

Gounod has finished a new opera, ‘‘ Mors et 
Vita,” for the Birmingham Festival. It bas 
been heard by a select band of privileged audi- 
tors, who declare that the work is the greatest 
composition of the author. 

Sarah Bernhardt is studying the part of 
Rosalind in ‘‘As You Like It;’’ also that of 
Lady Macbeth. She p'ays Lady Macbeth first 
at the Porte St. Martin. Sarah is writing her 
memoirs, and also intends to play a drama il- 
lustrating incidents in her own career. 

Froude has completed the final volumes of 
the life of Carlyle. 

Tennyson’s contract with Keegan Paul & 
Do. for £4,000 yearly for the right to publish 
his works has been transferred to Macmillan. 

Five thousand copies of the Duke of Argyll’s 
* Unity of Nature” are in the press. 

At the International Geodetic Conference 
which will open at Rome on Monday official 
felegates will be present from Washineton. 
All the European States will also be repre- 
sented, and the Spanish General, Ibanez, will 
preside. The congress will unanimously adopt 
Greenwich as the first common meridian, a 
concession which will be due to the maritime 
supremacy of England. 

On the Grand Jury returning a true bill 
against O’Donnell at the Central Criminal 
Court on Tuesday the Public Prosecutor will 
ask that the trial may proceed on Wednesday. 
Mr. Sullivan, member of Parliament, counsel 
for O'Donnell, will demand a postponement 
till Nov. 9 on the ground that witnesses from 
the Cape for the defense have not yet arrived 
here; aiso that evidence from America freein 
O'Donnell from suspicion as an emissary 0 
the Fenian organization is not yet ready, and 
that counsel are not fully advised. The con- 
sent of the court is doubtful. It will de- 
pe on the nature of the affidavits lodged 

y Mr. Guy that the evidence proposed 
is material and essential to the prisoner’s de- 
fense. Should this be shown, the trial will no 
doubt be postponed. The American Embassy 
in London have instructed a solicitor to watch 
the proceedings. The Daily “Velegraph says 
the police have failed to obtain any evidence 
showing connection between O’Donnell, the 
slayer of James Carey, and the Irish Invinci- 
bles. The defense which will be set up on the 
trial (which begins before the Criminal Court 
next Monday) will be that of self-defense and 
a positive denial that O'Donnell was actuated 
by any political motives in shooting Carey. 
itis reported that the Government will op- 
pose the postponement of the trial. 

Gen. Roger A. Pryor, the American counsel 
pf O’Donnell, has arrived here and will hold a 
ponsultation with Mr. Guy, O’Donnell’s so- 
licitor. O'Donnell demands that a medical in- 
guiry shall be made in regard to his health, 
which, he alleges, is fast breaking un. 

The suspension of negotiations between 
France and China is complete. The Govern- 
ment at Pekin have instructed Tseng to hold 
aloof tintil the French Ministry is more con- 
polidate!. Th-«ir policy isto keep the matter 
jn statu quointl the Chambers meet, under 
the impression tnat the determination of the 
Deputies to cut down all foreign expenses will 
make it much easier for the Chinese to nego- 
tiate. Meantime Mr. Challemel-Lacour has 
instructed M. Patenotre, the new Envoy to 
China, to hasten his departure and to resume 
negotiations at Pekin, where the Chinese Gov- 
srnment are absolutely refusing to carry on 
any further negotiations with M. Tricou. 

War preparations all along the Prussian 
frontier are incessant. The Germans are work- 
ing on the lines of defense day and night. A 
number of iron-clad turret ships are being 
constructed. It is said that the fortifications 
when completed will be greater than those of 
Metz. Gun-boat stations on the Vistula have 
been increased, Gen. Gourko began this week 
a fresh military inspection of the Russian 
lines for the defense of the Vistula, In the 
interviews which recently took place between 

Prince Bismarck and Ghazi Mukbtar Pasha 
at Fredericksruhe it was reported that he per- 
suaded Mukhtar to advise the Porte that the 
Sultan should enter tae German alitance. 

The position of the French Government 
Soward foreign powers is much more har- 


monious, The p meow of M. Ferry dominates 
that of M. Challemel-Lacour at the French 
Foreign Office, and Lord Granville has been as- 
sured that ample compensation to English sub- 
jects in r for trade damages will be 
made. M. Ferry also communicated through 
Lord Lyons to the British Government the 
draft of the treaty prepared for presentation to 
the Hovas, which is scated to bein a form that 
England can recommend the acceptance of. M. 
Challemel-Lacour has offered his resignation 
to M. Grévy, which the latter bas postponed 
accepting until after the Chambers meet. M. 
Ferry is expected to make a Mae eT 
speech at Rouen to-morrow. Admira) Gali- 
bert, who sailed from Toulon Aug. 15 with the 
transports Boston City and Naiade with 
troops, has arrived at Tamatave, Madagascar. 
Admiral] Galibert succeeds the late Admiral 
Pierre in command of the French forces in 
Madagascar. 

London remains very empty, and the papers 
are ee with forecasting the com- 
ing poli l events. The conference of the 
Liberal associations at Leeds on Oct. 27 has 

ain brought into ae the causes 
which threaten the a, of the party. 
The meeting will most likely resolvé itself 
into two camps. The majority will be radi- 
cal, and will be led by Mr. Bright and 
Mr. Jobn Morley. They propose to declare 
for an equalization of the county and bur- 
rough franchise as the principal measure of 
the next session, leaving the question of the 
distribution of seats and the county and lo- 
cal government reform bills to the re- 
form Parliament. The other camp, which 
will be in the minority, proposes to give pre- 
cedence to the County Government bill and 
such local os questions as liquor prohibi- 
tion; also the London Municipal Reform 
bill. The Cabinet is divided between the two 
sections. Sir Vernon Harcourt, Lords Gran- 
ville, Kimberly, and Hartington prefer to 

tpone electeral reform,while Mr. Chamber- 
ain, Sir Charles Dilke, and Mr. Childers sup- 
port the proposal to deal at once with the 
franchise and follow the measure by imme- 
diate dissolution. 

Mr. Gladstone is again believed to contem- 
plate retirement from office after carrying the 
county suffrage and redistribution of seats bill. 


THE NEW SPANISH MINISTRY. 
THE MEMBERS SWORN IN AND THE ORGAN- 
IZATION COMPLETED. 

Lonpon, Oct. 18.—A Madrid dispatch to 
Reuter’s Telegram Company says that 
the following Cabinet has been formed: Sefior 
Posada-Herrera, President of the Council; 
Sefier Ruiz Gomez, Minister of Foreign Affairs ; 
Sefior Gallostra, Minister of Finamce; Sefior 
Moret, Minister of the Interior ; Sefior Linares- 
Rivas, Minister of Justice; Sefior Sardoal, 


Minister of Commerce; Gen. Lopez- 
Dominguez, Minister of War;  Sefior 
Valcarcel, Minister of Marine, and Sefior 
Suarez-Inclan, Minister of the Colonies. 
The members of the new Cabinet took the oath 
of office this afternoon. Itis considered doubt- 
ful whether a majority of the members of the 
Cortes will unconditionally support the new 
Cabinet, especially in its policy on the ques- 
tions of universal suffrage and constitutional 
reform. Sefior Moret’s organ asserts that the 
aspirations of the Left will receive satisfac- 
tion in the programme of the new Ministry, 
whose mission, it claims, is based chiefly 
upon the fact of the formation of the 
Liberal Party. The organ of Sefior Martos 
urges the Cabinet to conclude treaties of com- 
merce with England, Portugal, and the South 
American republics. 

The appointment of Sefior Valcarcel as Min- 
ister of Marine has been confirmed despite the 
efforts of Sefior Sagasta. Many Liberals, 
especially that section known as ‘“* Central- 
ists,’ who have no representation in the Cabi- 
net, will oppose the new Ministry. 


Jesé de Posada Herrera, the President of the 
new Cabinet, is 68 years of age, having been born 
ig Liares in 1815. He was eleoted a Deputy 


to the Cortes im 1840, and distinguished 
himself by his liberal principles tn that body. 
In 1848 he retired to priva life, but 
10 years later he was again elec to the Cor- 
tes, of which he was made Vice-President. He 
has acted as Minister of Finance and Minister 
of the Interior in different Cabinets, and. after 
the revolution of 1868, he was made Ambassador 
to Rome. In 1869 he was again elected to the 
Cortes, resigning his position as Ambassador to 
acoept the seat. He was made President of the 
Chamber in 1877, and eince then has been a premi- 
nert figure in Spanish polities. 

Don Gervande Reiz Gomez, the new Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, is a jeurnalist and editor, who 
held the office of Director of Stamps under the 
Ministry of Figuerola. He is 62 years old.

CURRENT FOREIGN NEWS. 


Lonpon, Oct. 13.—A few gentlemen have 
contributed £6,000 to pay the preliminary ex- 
penses of the approaching six months’ mission at 
Islington of Messrs. Moody and Sankey. 

The British delegates are leaving here for Paris 
to attend the conference ‘there relative to sub- 
marine cables. Sir Charlies Tupper will represent 
Canada at the conference. 

The Paris correspondent of the Times says the 


Cabinet has resolved to appoint M. Poubelle, now 
Exsteat of Bouches-du-Rhone, Prefect of the 
Seine. 

Jobn Watters, the broker of George Warden, the 
defaulting manager of the London and River Plate 
Bank, has failed. His liabilities are £40,000. 

A dispatch to Reuter’s Telegram Company from 
Canton saysthe depression in trade there is in- 
creasing, owing to fears that the French fleet will 
blockade Canton. 

The municipal authorities of Folkestone to-day 
presented an address of welcome to the Marquis 
Tseng, the Chinese Ambassador, who is visiting 
this place. The members of the Chinese Legation 
in London were present, Inthe eourse of his re- 
marks in response to the address the Marauis 
Tseng said he earnestly desired that the pending 
dispute between France and China upon the Ton- 
quin question would end peacefully. A dispatch 
to the /imes from Vienna states that an official 
dispatch received at Pesth says that after the 
Roumanian soidiers who crossed the frontier 
and took possession of the Austrian bar- 
racks commanding the Vulcan Pass in the 
Sonthern Carpathians were driven off by 
Austrian ay. a body of Roumanian frontier 
guards returned in large numbers and destroyed 
the barracks. The Roumansians claim that the bar- 
racks were on their territory. 


Vienna, Oct. 13.—At an interview between 
the King of Greece and Cuunt Kalnoky, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian Minister of Foreign Affairs, the lat- 
ter declared that the only objects of the Austrian 
policy relative to Greece, the Danubian Kingdoms, 
Montenegro, and the Balken States were to secure 
the friendsnip of those States and fester the com- 
mercial developments of Austria. 


BERLIN, Oet. 18.—Herr von Pfaff, a Na- 
tional Liberal, has been elected to the Landtag, 
vice Herr von Bennigsen, resigned. Prince Bis- 
marck has submitted to the Bundesrath a bill ex- 
tending to Italy the reductions of duties aceorded 
to Spain by the new commercial treaty which was 
adopted in September. 

Romer, Oct. 13.—The Moniteur de Rome 
says the Propaganda have sent the Cistercian 
Father Smeider to Canada as Commissary Apos- 
tolic to arrange certain diffeuities in eonnection 
with the Catholie university at Quebec. 

DvuBLin, Oct. 13.—Sir Stafford Northcote 
arrived at Larne to-day in continuance of his po- 
litical tourin Ulster. He was presented with an 
address and entertained at a luncheon. Triumphal 
arches have been erected in his honor. 

Pakis, Oct. 13,—The proprietors of the jour- 
nal Anti- Prussian, an issue ef whieh was recently 
seized by the authorities, threaten to sue the po- 
lice for the seizure, which, they declare, was illegal.

THE LESSON FROM OHIO 


THE VUTURE OF PROHIBITION IN 
NATIONAL AFFAIRS. 

WHAT THE MOVEMENT COST THE REPUBLI- 

CANS IN THE RECENT ELECTIONS AND 


WHAT MAY RESULT. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 13.—The result of 
the election in Ohlo was something of a surprise 
here, and to none more completely than to our 
Demooratic statesmen. From the first ‘the 
big three” have been remarkably coy of 
Ohio. Mr. Hendrivks oould go to Iowa, 
where there was no danger to himself in develop- 
ing a rival, but he could not possibly find time to 
help the brethren in Obio, though, in a public 
way, he announced his great regret and said, 
in his usual Pecksaiffian method, that he 
wished he could. Mr. Voorhees was blunter 
about it, and peremptorily declined. The Wabash 
statesman has been so keel-hanied because of his 
tariff position that he is inclined to let well enough 
alone for the present and allow the others to 


walk the floor awhile. Of all our great Demo- 
cratie aspirants, Mr. McDonald alone went across 
the border. He would not have gone, doubt- 
less, but for the fact that he was 
born in Ohio, and that he felt strong 
enough to risk the cast of the die. As it has 
turned out, he has builded better than he knew, 
while Mr. Hendricks gnasbes his teeth at home 
and wonders why be did so. The Obio 
election may make Hoadly a strong candidate be- 
fore the Democratic Convention next vear, but 
in apy event Mr. McDonald has obtained a re- 
versionary interest in the Ohio vote, and if 
that be worth nothing, he is certain of a high 
place on the Tiiden-Hoadly slate. He bas gone 
over to Hamilton to-day to assist in the jubilation 
there, it belng Mr. McDonald's birthplace. 

The result in Obio and the figure cut in the elee- 
tion by the ultra-Prohibitionists have had the effeot 
to develop a decided teeling among the Repub- 
lican political managers and press of this State 
that the temperance question in the phase it 
bas assumed for the past few years, both 
in this State and in Ohio, must be dropped 
from party polities if success is to be ex- 
pected. The identity of the contest in 
Ohio §with that waged In the State last year 
is almost complete. In 1880 the temperance 
people came before the Republicans here 
and asked the opportunity to vote upon a pro- 
hibition amendment against the almost solid op- 
position of the Democracy. The Republican 
Legislature proposed such a4 constitutional amend- 
ment in 1862, an amendment having to be agreed 
to by two successive General Assemblies, The 
temperance people cama before the couventions of 
the two parties with the same request, that 
the opportunity of a vote be aceorded them. The 
Democratic Convention slapped them full in the 
face by the passage of a resolution pledging the 
party to oppose prohibition at every stage, while 
Mr. English, the Chairman of the State Committee 
and the President of the convention, made a 
carefully prepared speech in which he delivered 
over the Democracy to the liquor interests bodi- 
ly. On the eontrary, the Republican Con- 
vention. in a plain, uneguivoeal resolution, 
declared the right of the people to vote on the 
question, and upon that issue went into the cam- 
prign. While there was no prohibition tieket in 
the field, the straight Democratic Prohipitionists 
could not be detached from their party allegiance, 
except possibly so far as the Legislative ticket was 
concerned, and the result was the defeat of 
the Republican Party, the Prohibitionists doing 
little or nothing to help it, except those Prohibi- 
tionists who were and are Republicans, and who 
felt that their party had takep the proper stand 
and all they could ask of it. 

In Ohio the Republicans granted the Prohibi- 
tionists what they asked, an opportunity to vote, 
and there the Probitionists openly, and, as 
it appears, successfully, exerted themselves 
to defeat the party which had proved 
itself at least courteous and fair to their 
demands. In politics wherever a cheek is 
slapped it is searcely to be expected that the 
other will be turned also. and so it is very 
natural that from one end of the State to the 
other the Ohie election has precipitated a 
very bitter criticlm of the ultra-Probibitionists, 
and a demand that the next campaign be not com- 
plicated with issues outside of national Repubii- 
ganism. The Temperance Council at its session 
last month resolved that the Prohibitionists 
would ageim ask the parties next year for 
@ vote on a constitutional amendment. Of course, 
the Demoeracy will do as they did before, and in 
the existing temper the Republican Party is likely 
to reply with silenre, or with an asser- 
tion for some further practical restrictions 
and regulations and taxation. This may re- 
sult in a third party, and the Prohibitionists 
say the Republicans cannot succeed withent them, 
but as they have never succeeded with them it 
will only be an even thing at the worst. 

The neoessity for the nomination of the very 
strongest possivle ticket has started a combination 
of Gen. Gresham for Governor and Col. Dudley for 
Lieutenant-Governor. Though that ticket between 
them has only two good legs, one being 
a limper and another a wooden one, its 
running qualities will not be questioned. 

The demand of the New’York World for the re- 
eall of Minister Wallace may have some relation 
to the rumor that he would sbortly resign and 
come bome and make the race for Governor. 
Should this report materialize in any way you see 
it would give the Professor of Western journal- 
ism another chance to whoop and display a phan- 
tom scalp. 

Is it possible to have it understood east of the 
Alleghanies that the mention of the name of Wil- 
liam 8. Holman in connection with the Presidency 
is the most dismal and most consumptive joke of 
theage’? It is really entitied now to rest. To 
any one who ever lived in Indiana, or to 
any’one who has ever been introduced to Indiana 
politics the parrot repetition of Holman is an exas- 
peration too great to be quietly berne. If the Kast 
must bave Holman for anything it can readily se- 
cure the unanimous consent evenof the Demo- 
oratic Party for the immediate transfer of his resi- 
dence to any district or State that may be in- 
dicated.

CHAIRMAN PAIGE ON THE RESULT. 

ATTRIBUTING THE DEMOCRATIC VICTORY TO 
THE WORK OF HIS COMMITTEE. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 13.—Congréssman 
David Paige, of Akron, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Central Committee, is at the Gibson. 
He had a talk with Durbin Ward, and heard 
from the old Roman that he was a candidate for 
United States Senator in earnest. Paige was met 
by a reporter and asked if the State Central Com- 
mittee met here to-day to prepare an address to 
the voters of Ohio. 

“No,” was hisreply. “That's another newspa- 
per lie. I’m here only on private business. We 


addressed the peopie of Ohio pretty thoroughiy 
last Tuesday. How is Hoadly?”’ 

The reporter replied that Juage Hoadly was 
better. 

“Iwas with bim in Cleveland,” said Paige. 
“His speech there was the finest effort 
of his life. Henry B. Payne read _ it 
over and made one or two. corrections 
on the liquor question. It did the business, 
wianing us many yotes. When in Clevelana 
Hoadly was 580 weak he eould hardly 
sit up, but when Chairman Bargar read him 
his eareful estimate of the probable vote he 
cheered up wonderfully. I tell vou it was 
a giorlous victory. How does Feraker 
feel? I’m sorry for him. He has made 
a@ brilliant fight, but Fosterism hurt him. Then Fos- 
ter claimed toe big a victory. John McLean wona 
big personal victory here in Hamilton County. 
I think he has done nobly. It was ali folly for the 
Republican Party to be shooting their wads at 
McLean. They made him the target instead of 
onr candidates, and thus helped us."’

SULLIVAN’S TRIUMPHANT MARCH. 


THE BOSTON PRIZE-FIGATER DISAPPOINTS A 
SCRANTON CROWB. 

ScRANTON, Penn., Oct. 13.—The John L. 
Sullivan pugilistic combination entered Seranton 
to-day and aroused all the dormant “ science”’ in 
the place inte fighting activity. The coming of this 
hard-fisted galaxy had been heralded for some time, 
and many of the miners and iron-workers who 
pride themselves on their hitting accomplishments 
actually expected to be able to put on the gloves 


with the Bostonian or the Maori. Great was the 
disappeintment therefore when it was announced 
that the armory of the Thirteenth Regiment, which 
had been secured for the fistic show, would not 
be opened for the exhibition, the proprietors of 
the building having reconsidered their action in 
letting the place as soon as they ascertained the 
nature of the entertainment. The Seranton Driv- 
ing Park was then secured foran afternoon exhi- 
bitien at 3 o'clock, and although it rained heavily 
thousands were there at the appoin.ed hour. The 
track upon which the sparring was to take place 
was muddy, and when the Sullivan party arrived 
in their carriage they were much disgusted, and 
contented themselves by driving around the 
course. There was great impatience to see them 
pummel each other, but they did not respond to 
ths loud and not over-polite invitation which they 
reeeived from the cr. wd to show themselves. 

Fearing an attack, the Sullivan party started off 
for the city on a sharp trot, and the mob madea 
tush for the men who were collecting the monsy 
at the gates. Ther a furious scuffle ensued, dur- 
ing which several persons were trampled under 
foot and badly bruised. The money-boxes were 
tossed about and snatched by one or another of the 
crowd, until they finally got into the possession of 
aman on horseback, wh. set spurs to his 
steed and rode away with the proceeds, 
amid a shower of stones and stieks. A large 
and noisy crowd surrounded the hotel as 
soon as Sullivan and his friends returned to Scran- 
ton, and there was great disappointment and dis- 
gust among the mob. Sullivan was followed about 
everywhere, and finally made his way intoa barber’s 
shop. As soon as his whereabouts was ascer- 
tained there wasa jam on the street in front of 
the place, and two policemen who attempted to 
clear the sidewalk were set upon and beaten sav- 
agely by the mob. Officer Lewis was knocked down 
and kicked im the face. and his companion 
was forced to run ior his life. It looked as if there 
would be a riot, and the joud and angry demand 
for the half-dollars paid at the park increased as 
the disappointed ones returned. Threats against 
Sullivan were freely. indulged in, and he was com- 
pelled to escape through a rear door of the barber's 
shop and hide himself in tbe hotel. The hotel 
proprietor, becoming alarmed, locked up his place, 
but tlie crowd surged about it ana cursed the slug- 
gers until noarly midnight.

POOL-SELLERS SWINDLED. 
PEL SES 
LARGE 8UMS PAID OUT ON BOGUS NEWS FROM 
THE JEROME PARK TRACK. 

The wires between Jerome Park and Coney 
Island were tampered with during the races yester- 
day afternoon, and three pool-rooms sustained 
losses aggregating over $25,000. The reports from 
the first ‘race came all right, but in the seeond race 
Eclat was substituted for the Britomarte colt as 
the winner. Voealic, who won second place, 
was properly credited. as soon as the news 
of the race was received the gambiers 


began paying their bets without a suspicion of the 
correctness of the reports. In the third race 
Aella, the winner, was given second place, and 
Bella, who came in second, announced as the win- 
ner, Bets were paid accordingly. In the fourth 
race General Monroe was given as the winner in- 
stead of Kole. The reports of the last two races 
were not meddled with. The fact that the wires 
were being tampered with was not discovered until 
the races were over. The Brighton Beach pool- 
rooms are said to have lost $18,000, Bauer’s Club- 
house $7,500, and the Jumbo pool-rocms $3,500. 
Heavy losses amounting probably to $100,000 were 
sustained by the gamblers in Baltimore, Philadel- 
phia, Chicago, and Boston. 


sr. Loutrs, Oct. 18.—The wires leading to the 
lecal pool-rooms were tapped somewhere between 
St. Louis and Jerome Park, New-York, to-day, and 
the names of bogus winners were sentout. The 
resuit was that Roche paid out about $8,000, while 
Baldwin got rid of about $1,000, before the 
trick was discovered. The proprietors of the 
local rooms are confident that their patrons 
bad no hand in the fraud, and that those who 
drew out the money will send it back as soon as 
they discover that it was paid them through the 
trickery of outsiders. The same scheme was 
worked successfully about four years ago, when 
all the local rooms lost considerab‘ie money. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 13.—The pool men in this 
city were victimized to-day by two men who 
bought combinations on the Jerome Park races. 
The snarpers bought their combinations on horses 
that did not win, but were telegraphed from New- 
York as winners. The statement is made here 
that the wire between Jerome Park and New- 
York was tapped and the false statement sent on. 
The swindlers gained $600 or $700, and when the 
fraud was discovered they had disappeared, and 
all efforts to find them failed.

THE FIGHT FOR THE CONTROL OF 
THE ROAD NOT SKTILED. 
A ROW OVER THE QUESTION OF RECEIVING 
THE REVOCATION OF PROXIES BY TELE- 
GRAPH. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Oct. 18.—The fight for 
the control of the Obio and Mississippi Railroad is 
still unsettled. Another adjournment was had 
this afternoon until Monday, pending a decision 
by the inspectors as to whether proxies re- 
ceived by telegraph can be legally yoted. Mr. 
Smith, representing the New-York and London in- 
terest, has a telegram from Mr. Green, of New- 
York, instructing him to vote his (Green's) proxies 
forthe Garrett ticket. This Mr. Smith refuses to 
do on the ground that a telegraphic order 
is not binding upon him. Smith also 
holds the proxies of MHaligarten & Co., 


of New-York, but the Baltimore and Ohio 
party object to his casting them for the reason 
that tbey have telegraphic information that prox- 
jes of a later date than those in the hands of Mr.

Wheat was 
at $114 then, and he said that there was 
more in it, though, as we all know, 
not haif a dozen YPhil Armours could have 
held itup. He bought 1,000 barrels of year pork 
from Frederick Layton at 318 on this floor. That 
was about as bigh as year pork went, and I guess 
he didn’t make much onit.

This had the effect of 
bringing the badger out of its hole, Mr, John 
Koenan got up and told the committee that his 
name had been mentioned as that of the 
member of the County Democracy who had 
conferred with Mr. Kelly. He admitted that he 
had had a conversation with gentlemen who were 
high up in the councils of Tammany, and also with 
some who were not so high up, but it 
was all of a purely infermal nature, He 
desired it to be understood,that he was in favor of 
a union on any reasonable basis that did not in- 
clude the indorsement and support of Senator 
Grady. Anybody, either in Tammany or out of 
Tammany.who said‘that he had attempted to barter 
away the rights of the County Demeoracy spoke 
an untruth. Nobody else in the committee any 
desire to speak out their minds because of their 
fear of encountering the wrath of Messrs. Cooper 
and Thompson, and the committee adjourned.

Some fear is exprossed that the 
act that bis firm are attorney for the New-York 
Central Ralizend will cost him some votes, 
but it is belleved the Demoerats are not in shape 
to push that ohjection. In a speech Mr. McMil- 
lan said: “I accept the nomination and 
if elected shall lay aside all the duties of my pro- 
fession and my retainers, and with an eye single to 
the interest of Erie County and the State of New- 
York shall endeavor to do my duty. 

The second nomination was for County Judge.

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DEPRESSION 1N MONTREAL.

RUMORS OF IMPENDING TROUBLE AMONG 
COTTON MANUFACTURERS, 

Montreat, Qct. 13.—Rumors of trouble, 
principally involving prominent cotton manu- 
facturing firms, haye caused great depression 
in the lecal stock market, and excite a great 
deal of speculative comment in commercial circles 
generally. It was openly asserted on the street, 
and off of it, that a serious collapse was all 
but pending in the cotton industry, which 
might entail a very heavy loss to a lead- 
ing bank, and more materially injure sev- 
eral smaller banks. It was freely stated that 


esterduy afternoon there was held a meet- 
ng of those directly interested, and 
again of several of the same parties at 
a banker's residence last evening. What decision 
was arrived at has not so far transpired. 

It is stated that the Exchange Bank, at the com 
mencement of its troubles, bad a very large 
amount of the commercial paper of eotton 
manufacturers. This paper is regarded as 
gilt-edged, but the largeness of the amount, 
alleged to be in the neighborhood of 
$600,000, makes it no easy matter to 
arrange for ite retirement or renewal at a limited 
notice. It is four mouths’ paper, and as it is said 
to be now falling due, or about to fall due, an 
arrangement is imperative. Five banking institu- 
tions—the Montreal, the Merchant's, Molson’s, the 
City and District, and the Federal—are said to 
haue made advanees upon certain quantities of the 


paper. 

he reports of these alleged arrangements 
took the form of most alarming reamers. 
Mr. Plommer, Assistant General Manager of 
the Merchants’ Bank, said that they were 
only interested in a comparatively small 
degree, even supposing the rumors 
to prove true. The amount of paper 
of the kind roferred to that was 
in the bands of his bank was not more than $20,000, 
and there had been no difficulty about the payment 
of such of it as had fallen due. 

Mr. Barbeau, General Manager of the City and 
District Savings Bank, said they had only had 
two of the notes described from the Exchange 
Bank, and that no difficulty had yet occurred in 
connection with them. One note had been fully 
met and the other was two-thirds paid. 

. W. Thomas, general manager of Mol- 
son’s Bank, was able to say that that in- 
stitution had not taken any paper from the 
Exehange Bank. The principal cotton manufac- 
— mentioned has no account with Molson’s 

ank. 

Mr. Clouston, local manager of the Bank of Mon- 
treal, stated that nopaper of the cotton manufac- 
turers due hela by the banks had not been met. The 
statement was made totwo managers of banks of 
this oity that the general manager of the 
Bank of Montreal had admitted that a prom 
inent cotton manufacturer bad stopped. Mr. 
Clonston was askedif this rumor was true. He 
replied: ** You can say that the report is incorrect.” 

Reports were also current concerning two 
Freach banks and their relations to the City and 
District Savings Institution, all of which were 
distinctly and authoritatively denied at the bank, 
while those who profess to know say the banks in 
question never were stronger. Anevyening paper 
has the following on the subject: 

For some time past the over-production of the cot- 
ton industries of this country has attracted 
a great deal of public attention. and it 
was hoped that after the conference of 
manufacturers had in this city some time ago the res 
olutions then adopted for curtailing the ount- 
put would have the effect of preventing impending 
difficulties. To-day, however, it is rumored thata 
house representing a large number of mills is embar- 
rassed, owing to the giut of overproduction and 
the enormous load which the company is 
obliged to carry. Thie has had the effect of 
demoralizing the stock market,the Bank of Mon 
treal having declined 2 per cent, but recov- 
ering One-half of 1 per cent. at the close. 
From inquiries made of the bankers of the 
firm in question, it is learmed that the firm shows a 
large surplus, but that some financial] troubles have 
arisen which might be overcome in the course 
of next week. It is understood that a meeting 
was heid yesterday, at which the Presiden} 
and the general manager of the Bank of Montreal 
and the memvers of the firm alluded to were present, 
when the situation was fully discussed. A visit was 
alfo made to several large stores which are 
filled with cotton from ceiling to cellar, but 
it has not transpired whatthe result of the confer- 
ence hasbeen. Itis aleo rumored that some mills are 
also financially embarrassed.

morning, but astutely managed to convey to 
the court jpat enough intelligence to give a clear 
insignt of the pardonable larceny witbout bringing 
himself into danger of commitment for contempt. 
Marehal McDonald, the Assistant Cironuit At- 
torney, sncknowledged that he had supplied 
the /ost-Dispatch with the testimony of 
Chief Oampbell and ex-Commissioners Ker- 
win and inkead, and stated that as the 
Ofrouit Attorney disapproved of the act, he had 
tendered him his resignation, which had been ac- 
cepted. The court said that he considered that the 
removal of the note-books was outrageous, and 
then went to pay a high comp!!ment to the retiring 
assistant Ciroult attorney, finally stating that the 
affair would have to be looked into by a future 
Grand Jury. 
The indignation meeting at the Merchants’ 
Exchange at 1 P. .M. was attended 
by nearly 3,000 oitizens. It wan called to 
acy and presided over by Congressman 
. 0. Broadhead, who made a stirring speech, in 
which he sald that the people of St. Louis felt 
that a orisis had arrived, and that only 
the voice of pubife opinion could stand against 
the outrages performed and promised by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. Chief Campbell 
was then elected Chairman of the meeting, 
and spoke in denunolation of the gamblers 
ring commissloners, and loud applause. A oom- 
mittee on resolutions was appointed consist- 
jag of Messrs. J. O. Broudhead, S. M. Kennard, 
President of the Exposition Association: Ex-Gov. 
Stanard, George in, and D. P. Rowland, 
and a number of prominent oitizens were 
elected Vice-Presiaents. While the committee 
was at work several speeches were made, in 
which the gamblers’ ring, its heads, Bob Pate, 
Warren MeChesney, Edward Butler, Coal-sil 
Inspector, and Joe Mokntire, and its tools, 
Police Commissioners Lutz, Carruth, and Cleve- 
land, were handled mercilessly, to the great 
enjoyment of the assombiage, which shouted 
itself hoarse in commendation of the orators. 
The resolutions, five in number, were 
based upon a teamble stating that the 
recent action of the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners culminating in the removal of the 
Chief of Pollee because he refused to be 
made the tool of a corrupt combination. 
called for an indignant protest on the 
part of the citizens, They then recite that 
the Polloe Commsssioners had betrayed the 
trust confided to them, and become the 
tools of a band of conspirators organized 
for plunder, and had ge made their 
office a political machine. The third resolution 
declares that the good name and best interests 
of the City requires the prompt removal 
of Commissioners Lutz, Carruth, and Cleve- 
land, and calls upon the Governor to remove 
them, and fill their places with competent 
and trustworthy men. The fourth resolution 
call for the removal from office of Coal-oll 
Inspector Joe MoEntire, as intimately cen- 
nected with the corrupt combination, and 
the fifth suggests the ss of the 
resolutions and their transmission to the 
Governor, as soon as a suffieient sum- 
ber of signatures have been obtained 
to them. In the speeches which followed 
the name of Gov. Crittenden was freely 
coupled with those of the known mem- 
bers of the gamblers’ ring and came in 
for a no less severe denunelation. Among 
the late speakers was ex-Gov. Stanard, who, allud- 
ing to the removal of the Grand Jury rec- 
ords, said: “Jf an industrious J/vst-Disp re- 
porser had not fetched the testimony taken 
efore the Grand Jury, the citizens of St. Lonis 
would not have known to what a pass things 
had come. I do not encourage anything of 
this kind, but if I were on a y 
before which that person should be brought 
to answer for it. I would not condemn 
him, I would let him go because he had 
done good service. The committee was 
then made permanent as a Standing Committee 
with authority and instructions to carry out the 
full purposes of the resolutions, and to call another 
mass-meeting if necessary.

KILLED BY A MAG1O POWDER. 


A LABORER’S MISTAKEN CONFIDENCE IN AN 
ALLEGED SORCERER. 

Coroner Levy was yesterday notified to hold 
an inquest in the case of Clement Hengst, a Ger- 
man, who died suddenly under peculiar circum- 
stances at his house at Tenth-avenue and One 
Hundred and Thirtieth-street. Hengst was 33 years 
of age and leaves a widow and two children. 
He was employed asa blacksmith at Yuengling's 
brewery, in One Hundred and Twenty-eighth- 


street. For many months he had suffered from 
malaria, but was able to be about and attend to 
his work. He had no medical attendance. A 
comrade named John Mittach, 
works in the brewery, told him of 
the wonderful cures performed by one 
Quinze, a market gardener, who lives in a shanty 
at Seventh-avenue and One Hundred and Fif- 
teenth-street. This man claims to perform miracu- 
Jous cures by laying on of bands and by spells and 
incantations. any of the ignorant people in the 
neighborhood have the utmost confidence in the 
pretended magician’s supernatural powers and 
take his nostrums and quack medicines. 

Mittach told Hengst that Quinze had cured him 
of neuralgia. On Friday Hnegst went to the shanty 
inhabited by Quinze, which is situated in a sunken 
lot near Seventh-avenue. He explained the 
symptoms of his disease to the magician, 
who said that he could cure him. Quinze 
told Hengst that he was endowed with 
magical powers which he had received from 
a dyiog Egyptian, the secrets of which were con- 
tained in a volume written in blood. He, it is 
alleged, gave the sick blacksmith a brown powder 
whish he tola him to take the next day, and whieh 
would effect a certain cure. When Hnegst re- 
turned home on Friday night he related the particu 
lars of his interview with the quack to his wife, 
and told her that he woald follow his directions. 
At 9 o’cloek yesterday morning he took the magic 
powder, and soon after he was taken jill, and he 
died two hours afterward. Deputy Coroner Don- 
lin will make an autopsy in the case to-day to 
ascertain the cause Of death. Quinze has not been 
arrested.

In the discharge of the duty imposed by this reso- 
lution the committee bas already taken the oral 
testimony of many witnesses, all, or neariy all, of 
whom have been of high persenal character and un- 
usual intelligence, representing geographically ali 
sections and resident in 11 different States and the 
District of Columbia. Forty-seven representatives 
of working men, most of them practical mechanics 
and laborers in 22 of the trades and occupations, 
and at the same time delegates and officers of the 
various labor organizations in all parte of the 
United States, have been fully examined; also 20 
leading bankers, manufacturers, merchants, and 
representatives of various corporations; 15 editers 
ana writers; 2 lawyers, both of whom appeared 
by request in the interest of laboring men; 2 cler- 
xymen, and 18 women, who have testifiea chiefly 
to the peoullar disabilities and hardships which the 
most enlightened and Christian nation on earth in- 
filots upon women and children. 

Moat of these witnesses have testified in a dele- 
gated or representative capacity. They have, as a 
rule, been selected with great care. Although a 
large proportion have been poor in purse, yet they 
have been exceptionally intelligent and reliable, 
ner oan they be assailed without at the same time 
attacking numerous bodies of American citizens 
who believe and feel as they do themselves. 

Often the most valuable facts have been cem- 
municated by witnesses holding unusnal opinions, 
and sometimes in this world those in the minority 
have also been in the right. 

In addition to the testimony already taken orally 
many valuable written statements of facts and re- 
medial suggestions have been filed with the com- 
mittee whieh will receive due attention before 
their report is submitted to the Senate. The time 
that is available will be devoted to its accomplish- 
ment, but it is impossible to carry out the purpose 
of the resolution by hearing orally all the impor- 
tant witnesses who have manifested a desire to 
submit facts and oninidns to the committee. This 
is especially true of the great mass of the people 
of the country who are employed in agriculture 
andin the smaller centres of population. Yet 
upon their condition primarily rests that of all 
other members of society. 

The committee has therefore instrueted me to 
issue this circular inviting written communications 
from those who. may voluntarily favor us with 
matter pertinent to be considered in this investiga- 
tion. We shall especially value tersely stated and 
definite information, statistical in form when ap- 
propriate and convenient to make it so, touching 
the actual condition of the people in the respects 
covered by the resolution at the present time in ail 
parts of the country, and also that condition as 
compared with previous periods of our history and 
with the condition of the people of ether civilized 
countries. Communications from individuals, (who 
should give their residence, oceupation, and means 
of knowledge, so as to guarantee the authenticity 
and retiability of their statements,) reports of 
working organizations, of granges, and agrieul- 
tural, charitable, and other assoeiations, of ba- 
reaus of statistics, municipal and other corporate 
bodies, official documents, and carefully prepared 
matter of any description apprepriate to be 
considered the committee will be reeesived, 
filed, utilized in this investigation, and permanently 
preserved for reference in future, It is thought 
that such matter, much of which will be prepared 
with great labor and ability, may be valuable if 
thus preserved by one of the standing committees 
of the Senate, and it is hoped that a corresponding 
etfort will be made by all who communicate with 
the committee that.their contributions be worthy 
of preservation. This suggestion, however, must 
not be construed as indicating a desire that any 
one feeling a grievance or ha in mind a thought 
which ought to be considered by the committee 
should withhold it. Facets and opiniens from these 
in the common walks of life are often the most 
valuable, and in a free country nothing is more im- 
portant than that what all the people are thinking 
of should be generaliy made known. The only way 
to safely suppress wrong or dangerous ideas is to 
refute them. Thiscan be done neither by force 
nor ridicule. Reason and justice alone can pre- 
serve the Republie. 

The wide dissemination through the press of the 
testimony already taken, although the reports have 
been necessarily imperfect, has served to imdieate 
the general subject matter thought to be pertinent 
in this investigation. Without ignoring other topics 
embraced in the resolution, we would specially 
invite facts asto the numbers of our people who 
have homes of their own and description thereof, 
extent of liens, if any, and other ineumbrances 
upon houses and lands, with rates of interest and 
rents and taxes paid whieh constitute an annual 
charge upon the incomes and wages of those who 
own or occupy them; the amount of wages earned 
in all forms of labor, steadiness of employment, 
and frequency of payment of wages, and in what 
payment is made, and of groas and net incomes, 
with full particulars of retail cost and quality 
of shelter, food, clothing, and all necessaries of life, 
the sources, amount ef, distribution, and collection 
of taxation and public burdens of al! kinds among 
the people, hours of labor, employments, and, wages 
of women and children, sanitary cenditions of 
homes and me, and of shops, factories, and 
all premises where labor is performed, and provi- 
sions for the protection of health aud life in all 
places of abode and labor, including routes of 
transportation by land and water; forms of waste- 
ful and extravagant expendityre, including in- 
temperate and hurtful habits and practices of the 
people in foods, drinks, dress, fashion, personal 
habits, and in censtraction of public and 
private buildings, &u.. with suggestions of 
savings and economies which should be practiced 
for individual or the general good; the relations 
and duties of the Governments, both State and 
national, tothe subject matter of the resolution, 
questions of police administration and reform, 
convict labor, of the relations of producers to the 
deficient and delinquent classes, with suggestions'‘of 
remedies educational er otherwise for public evils. 

Written matter furnished the committee should 
be directed to the Chairman as below, and reach 
its destination as early after the opening of the 
session in December as possible. Communications 
of value will be preserved whenever received. The 
committee will thank the press for any courtesy 
extended by the general distribution of this circu- 
lar in every State and Territory.

WARD FOUND ‘GUILTY. 


THE FAIR PRISONER UNMOVED BY RECORDER 
SMYTH’S: SENTENCE OF THREE YEARS 
AND A HALF IN THE PENITENTIARY. 


The trial of Helyn Leonard was concluded 
yesterday in the General Sessions Court, and the 
young woman, declared by a jury to be of sound 
mind, was sentenced by Reeorder Smyth to the 
penitentiary for three years andsixmonths. There 
was the usual throng in attendance at the opening 
of the session of the court. Miss Leonard sat with 
her counsel and appeared to take no more interest 
in the proceedings than if she had been a casual 
visitor. Sbe made no manifestation of emo- 
tion of any kind, save that from the opening 
of the proceedings until the case was given to the 
jury she kept her foot swinging backward and for- 
ward violently. There was an almost heetic flush 
on her cheeks. Her lips were constantly parted so 
as to display two prominent front teeth. She plied 
her fan, blue on one side and black on the other, 
vigorously. : 

Mr. O'Byrne, the Assistant Distnet Attorney, fin- 
ished his argument becun late on Friday after- 
noon. He spoke only of the defense of insanity 
that had been set up, and brandea the conduct of 


the prisoner as that of a person simulating insani- 
was 
needed in bis opinion than her course durivg 
the progress of the trial where she had re- 
peatedly and with much acumen prompted her 
counsel. Mr. O'Byrne cited other acts as indica- 
tive of a perfectly sound mind, notably her asser- 
tion to Dr, McDonald that an acquittal on the 
ground of insanity would be followed by habeas 
corpus proceedings to prove her sanity. In closing, 
Mr. O’Byrne urged the jury to allow no maudlin 
sympathy for this modern Phryne to influence 
them in their judement. 

Recorder Smyth in his charge. after a recital of 
the facts in the case and a definition of tho differ- 
ent degrees of assauit. cautioned the jury against 
allowing any sympathy for either the prisoner or 
her victim to influence them in their decision. The 
fact that the prisoner was a woman should have 
no effect in their minds in lessening the degree of 
the crime. The question of intent was the only 
factor to be considered in determining the 
degree of assault. The defense interposed 
should be weighed carefully. To the legal effect 
of insanity upon the acts of a person, he devoted 
much time in his charge, dweliing upon the neces- 
sity of absoiute proof of a loss of will power before 
a verdict of acquittal on that ground should be 
given. 

The jury were given the use of the Grand Jury 
room tor their co. Itation. The reason for this 
was that the jury-room commonly used is 
separated from an adjoining room by only 
a thin partition. The boards forming this 
partitions have shrunk so that one oan readily hear 
what is in progress in the jury-room. The knowl- 
edge of this fact has been taken advantage of in 
previous trials to such an extent tnat the verdicts 
of juries have sometimes been made known to 
court attendants before being announced officially 
to the court. The hour at which the jury retired 
was 1 o'clock. 

At 2:20 the jurors filed into the conrt-room and 
took their seats. In less than a minute the Re- 
eorder and counsel were in their places. Every 
one showed an anxiety to know the result of the 
deliberations except Miss Leonard. The bit of 
color in her cheeks faded from sight for an instant, 
but it returned and she began to smile and chat 
pleasantly with Mr. Kintzing. 

Aa “sane you agreed upon a verdict?’ asked the 
clerk. 

“We have,”’ responded Foreman Henry Muller. 

“Guilty er not guilty?” mechanically asked the 


erk. 

“Guilty br assault in the second degree,” 
responded Foreman Muller. 

“Are you all agreed?” asked the clerk. 

“ We are,” came in chorus from the jurors. 

Helyn Leonard smiled. 

**Have you anything to interpose why judgment 
should not new be passed?” inquired Recorder 
Smyth of Miss Leonard’s counsel. 

“In order that the rights of our client may be 
maintained,”’ said Mr. Kintzing, ** we give notice 
of an appeal and move for a new trial, on the 
greund that the verdict is against the weight of 
evidence, and because your Honor refused to 
charge. as we had requested, that if at the time of 
the commission of the act éharged the accused 
was so frenzied because of her wrongs or imag- 
inary wroges as to have been irresponsible, 
her condition must be taken into consideration 
and be a mitigating circumstance to which due 
weight should be given by the jury.” 

Miss Leonard was asked if she had anything to 
say why the sentence of the court should not now 
be imposed. She rove, prepared to speak, and 
then turned and whispered to Mr. Kintzing, 
who stood beside her. Then she leaned over 
the table of the counsel and for a mo- 
ment engaged in rapid and earnest con- 
versation with both Messrs, Kintzing and McClel- 
land. This coneiuded, she straightened herself up 
and with flashing eyes assumed a defiant air. The 
question was repeated: “Have you anything to 
say why judgment should not now be passed upon 
you?” . 

“I have,” said Miss Leonard, in a voice musical. 
steady, and sufficiently loud tobe heard in all 
parts of the court-room. *'Mrsa. Clarence Smith 
took Callaghan from me and destroyed my life. I 
had witnesses to prove it, but my counsel sup- 

essed it. ‘That’s all... She looked defiantly at 

er counsel and glared at the Recorder as she re- 
sumed her seat. 

“The sentence of the court is that you be con- 
fined in the penitentiary forthree years and six 
months,” quietly remarked Reeorder Smyth. 
When the crowd had been forced out of the court- 
room a Times reporter hada short conversation 
with Miss Leonard, who was not at all depressed 
by the verdict and sentence. “ Was not the ver- 
dict more favorable to you than you had antici- 
pated?’ she was asked. 

“By no means,” she answered, with much 
spirit. “It surpasses my knowledge how any in- 
telligent jury could have agreed upon such a ver- 
dict. It was manifestly an improper one. because 
it was a compromise verdiet. I shot Mrs. Smith. 
I was therefore guilty of an assault in the first de- 
gree. I will brook no such verdict. I can and 
shall appeal from a compromise verdict, as I have 
the right todo. I was entitled to either a veraict 
of guilty of an assault in the first degree or of an 
acquittal on the ground of insanity. I did not 
commit an assault in the second degree, and a ver- 
dict of tnat kind is farcical.” 

Ten minutes after the verdict Miss Leonara 
walked in eharge of her keeper to the Tombs, 
being accompanied by Mrs. Caroline Dinkelspiel, 
of No. 117 East Seventeenth-street, with whom she 
boarded fora time, and who has been a constant 
attendant at the trial. The convicted woman will 
remain in the Tombs until her appeal and motion 
for a new trial is passed upon, as she is unable to 
get a bondsman.

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THE DIVIDED DEMOCRATS 
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JOHN KELLY’S ADDRESS 10 THE 
TAMMANY BRAVES. 

HE URGES HARMONY, NO ALLIANCE WITH 
REPUBLICANS OR CITIZENS, AND AP 
POINTS A COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE, 

Tammany’s delegates to der County Con- 
vention, whose object was to put in nomination 
eandidates on the County ticket, met in Tammany 

Hall yesterday afternoon. Mr. Kelly was greeted 

with applause when he mounted the platform and 

called the convention to order. He gave a tre- 
mendous blow to the table with his gavel 
and eut short the enthusiastic exhibition. 

Then he launched forth into one ef his 

characteristie speeches concerning the political 

situation, the necessity of harmony, the great 
grief to Democrats marhte. vty the Nation if the 
existing divisions resultea” in the defeat of the 
grand old ticket, and the wickedness of combina- 
tions with Republicans and Citizens’ Committees. 

“The pending politieal crisis,” he said, “is one 

which should enlist the services of evers Democrat 

in the State. The recezit Ohio election clearly and 


forcibly expressed the ovinion of the voters of that 
great State. Their verdiet was overwhelmingly in 
favor of a ehange In the Administration of the Na- 
tional Government. [A war-whoeop from_ the 
braves.] The Democratic success in that State 
should unite the Democratic forces in this great 
State. When our party is united in New-York 
victory is assured, and when it is disunited defeat 
comes upon us. 

“It is unfortunate,” said Mr. Kelly, “forthe Demo- 
cratic Party that the divisions in this County still 
continue. Can there not bea union of these di- 
visions? Why. of course, providing sound judg- 
ment takes the piace of passion. What are we to 
gain by divisions! Political results hitherto dem- 
onstrate beyond a doubt that when division 
exists the Republicans will elect their candl- 
dates. Is it a time, then, to make com- 
binations with Republicans or with the 
citizens? Well, I should say not.” Mr. Kelly then 
gave a very brief history of the citizens’ movement 
and its objects as reviewed from a Tammany 
stand-point. ‘Last Fall,” he said, “for purposes 
of their own, afew gentlemen got together and 
called a meeting to which they invited unthinking 
men for the = of helping elect candidates 
who would bring about a reformation of our mu- 
nicipal Government. Ifthere was any cause for 
any reformation of our municipal affairs last year 
there cannot be any now. The inward motives of 
those gentlemen in forming a citizens’ organiza- 
tion was to further the political aspirations of indl- 
vidual members. But the Democratic Party acted 
unitedly. There was no feeling among the leaders 
of the division, and notwithstanding the tremen- 
dous efforts made by the citizens’ organization we 
elected our candidates. Now, that Citizens’ Com- 
mittee, according to published reports, spent 
$60,000 last year, [the figures were $60,000.] 
Well, it is fair to say if they spent 
that amount of money the Republicans with 
whom they combined spent as much more. It is 
unfortunate that such eombinations should be 
made at all because the results are such as can 
have no real valuein reforming a city Government. 
and, of course, abuses always exist and always will 
exist in city Governments. I see by an interview 
with a prominent citizen that the citizens propose 
to present a ticket that will be acceptable to both 
the Ceunty Democrats and to the Kepubii- 
cans. 1 don’t know that the gentleman 
bad any authority for making such a dec- 
laration. But if there be any Democratic organ- 
zation, whether of County Democrats or of Irving 
Hall Democrats, who have in contemplation a 
union with the Republican Party, let me ask in all 
candor what is to become of the Democratic 
State tieket. I know [then correcting bimwself|—I 
belicve there is bettersense among the Republicans 
than to make aunion with outside organizations. 
But if by any bad adviceor unreasonable conclu- 
sions such combinations were formed by Demo- 
crats it would be well te say our candidates on the 
State ticket are beaten in advance.” 

Mr. Kelly sharpened the appetites of the braves 
for spoils by reminding them that the country was 
onthe eve of a Presidential election, and thata 
continuance of the local divisions in this City 
would create discouragement among Democrats 
all over the country. Then he smoothed them 
down by telling them how magnanimously they 
had acted all along, notwithstanding they had been 
declared irregular by a Democratic conveution, and 
reguiarity had been accorded to an organization 
fewer in numbers than Tammany Hall. Tammany, 
he added, expected that the State ticket would be 
elected, and no matter what the course of the 
County Democraey should beit expected to sup- 

ort the ticket in good faith. “ Now.” be said, “I 
cone our friends on the other side will view affairs 
in the same liberal_way we have, [applause,| and 
that there will be union on a County ticket.:So far as 
the Senatorial, the Assembly, and the Aldermanic 
neminations are concerned you have no power ex- 
cept to the extent of recommending a harmonious 
course. It would be the height of supererogation 
for you to say. for instance, to the people in 
the First District, yeu must nominate Jobn 
Brown for Senator and Richard Roe _ for 
Assemblyman and William Jones for Alder- 
man. The people in all the districts 
have their rights as well as we. Our power here 
to-day is limited to nominating those candidates 
designated in the call. Butit is proper to recom- 
mend to our people in the several districts that 
they form: a union with the members of the other 
two Democratic organizations. They will proba- 
bly do so because they can see the a“ riety of 
presenting to the people a united front. Would it 
not be one of the greatest misfortunes if divisions 
right here in the citadel of Democracy shouid be 
the means of defeating our State ticket, and thus 
affecting the prospects of the Democratic Party 
in the Nation? What claims would the 
Demecracy of this State have in a National 
Convention? We would be told that by 
our divisions we had imperilea the 
party’s welfare, that we were placed in the list of 
doubtful States, and bow could we present a Pres- 
idential candidate from this State who would re- 
ceive strength from the delegates of other States? 
This is a Democratic State, and if wisdom prevails 
in this County we cannot doubt our success. 
Therefore let me ask you in making your nomina- 
tions that you select such men as you ean stand by, 
men whose personal or political character eannot 
be criticised. Iknow from the conversations I 
have had with you that you agree with me that 
this oughtto be done. eae.) 

Mr. Kelly nominated Sidney P. Nichols for Chair- 
man of the convention, and when the Police Com- 
missioner limped to the chair, sti)! suffering from 
the effects of an injury to the heel received at 
Spuyten Duyvil, be, too. made a little speech, 
urging the braves to be wise as serpents and har- 
monious as lambs. For Secretaries, Thomas F. 
Gilroy, Joel O. Stevens, and William H. Maloney 
were selected. The Committees on Permanent 
Organization and Resolutions were appointed and 
retired to go through the farce of preparing mat- 
ters which had already been prepared by Mr. Kelly. 
In their absence speakers were trotted out to talk 
to the braves. The hoary-headed Samuel F. 
Cary, fresh from Objo, led the list, ana in the 
course of his speech he said that the German 
vote bad not much to do with the result 
in that State. Assemblyman George F. Koesch 
and Maurice F. Holahan also dilated up- 
on the great benefit to the Nation of a united 
Democracy in this State, and pointed to that great 
goal toward which the hungry eyes of all Demo- 
crats are now directed—the Presidential chair. 

When the committee returned the temporary 
officers were continued as the permanent officers 
of the convention, and Michael H. Sigerson read 
the resolutions, 15 in number. It was as if they 
had been resurrected from the remote past, so fa- 
millar were the platitudes which were announced 
as the “ principles’? of Tammany Hall. all sorts 
of reforms in every direction were demanded by 
them. They demanded the establishment of a 
postal telegraph and a five-cent fare on the ele- 
vated railroads. Spinola moved uneasily in his 
seat as the braveseyed him, recollecting how he be- 
trayed their interests by voting against such a bill 
last Winter. The enactment of ‘'a uniform Excise 
law protecting the gountry from the evils of inter- 
perance and fanaticism’’ was demanded. Mayor 
Edson was indorsed and applauded; Gov. Cleve- 
land was also indorsed, but there was only the 
faintest ripple of applause at the mention of his 
name. Several of the braves visited the tank 
on the platform and took long draughts of 
the invigorating ice water after the dry resolu- 
tions had been disposed of. A communication 
from the Working Men's Assembly, indorsing Sen- 
ators Beyd and Grady, and Assemblyman Roesch 
for renomination was referred to the Conference 
Committee. So, also, was one from the German 
Democratic organization in favor of harmony. 
The communication from the Anti-monopoly 
League urging the indorsement of Senator Jobn 
G, Boyd for Supreme Court Judge was received 
with laughter and hisses. Senator Boyd was former- 
lyamember of Tammany, but he abandoned it, 
unable longer to indorse its methods and its pe- 
culiar * principles.” ,

* Lonesome Piaces,”’ shouted a brave derisively. 
It was sent to the Conference Committee never 
again to be heard of.

“ ACCUSED OF EMBEZZLEMENT. 


_—_ 
EX-GOV. CONLEY, OF GEORGIA, INDICTED 
BY THE ATLANTA GRAND JURY. 

ATLANTA, Oct. 13.—The indictment against 
ex-Goyv. Conley in connection with late Money Or- 
der Clerk J, O. Nall, charging him with embezzle- 
mentof Post Office funds, bythe unanimous vote 
ef the Grand Jury, has created a genuine surprise. 
The first count in the indictment charges that the 
defendants having been Postmaster and Assistant 
Postmaster, and having custody of public money 
tothe amount of $802,257, unlawfully failed to 
deposit the same in the Sub-Treasury at 
New-York, as required by law. The second count 
charges them with conspiring to withhold pos- 
tal revenues of the United States. The third 
charge is that, being officers and agents 


of the Government, they unlawfully failed 
to render just and true accounts of the 
revenues 0 their office. The foreman of 
the Grand Jury is John O. Kilpatrick, a 
gentleman of integrity. The prosecutor is A. G. 
Sharp, Chief Inspector of the Department. 

Itis said that after ex-Gov. Conley found his 
cash accounts short he began to cover them up 
from fear of discovery. One of his methods 
of doing this was at the end of each 
quarter to bank bis personal note for a 
large amount, and with the preceeds make 
good his account. Having done this, 
he would wait until deposits of funds 
from other local offices warranted, and then 
draw bis check to meet the note. By 
this proeess, frequently repeated, he was en- 
abled to throw off suspicion and a rigid 
inquiry into the state of his  finanees 
as Postmaster. These papers were executed for 
large amounts and are in his undisputed hand- 
writing and cannot be denied. They are taken as 
vroot that Mr. Cenley knowingly engaged ip falsi- 
fying postal accounts, and violated the plain letter 
of the postal law. 

An instance is cited where the balance due 
the Government amounted to about $1,900. This 
should have been carried torward on the books and 
duly accounted for, but it was left at the foot of 
one page, where it was noted, and the next day’s 
accounts were started anew, without any ad- 
vancement of the balance. It is further stated 
that the cash-book, or book of entries covering 
checks made upon the postal funds by ex-Gov. 
Conley, was placed in hi@custody by the Inspector 
after the removal of Nall, and he was toldto keep 
them safely until they were needed. Now it is de- 
clared that while the book was in bis possession a 
number of its pages were badly torn or eut bodi- 
ly from the book, and have been concealed to pre- 
vent their ase as evidence before the Grand Jury 
and eourt. 

The District Attorney was asked whether there 
Was any proposition for Nall to become a Govern- 
ment witness and escape prosecution. He replied 
that nothing of the sort was contemplated. From 
other sources it was definitely ascertained that 
there weuld be no give-away testimony in the af- 
fair, but that the prosecution would be conducted 
squarely in the usual form as against both de- 
fendants. 

Sympathy is freely expressed for ex-Gov. Conley, 
and few who know him believe that he is guilty of 
criminality. When it became known that an in- 
dictment had been found word was at once con- 
veyed to Mr. Conley, who was at the office of his 
son, John L. Conley, on Marietta-street. Both 
gentlemen at once repaired to court, and Mr. John 
L. Conley arose, interrupting a case on trial, and 
addressed Judge McCoy. He said that he -had 
learned that an indictment had been found 
against his father for the embezzlement of 
$8,000 from the postal fund. His father 
Was present in court and desired that bail 
should be fixed at once. Judge McCoy said that 
he would consider the matter, and when the Dis- 
trict Attorney was present he would fix the 
amount of the bond that ex-Gov. Conley should give. 
Mr. John L. Conley then sought District Attorney 
Speer and desired to know when his father might 
have trial. He said that they desired a speedy hear- 
ing of the case. District Attorney Speer replied that 
he could not fix the day for trial until be could 
hear from Chief Inspector Sharp in Washington. 
He intimated that he would use his best efforts to 
procure a trial of the case during the present term 


of court.

DROWNING HERSELF IN DESPAIR. 


THE EVIL DONE BY AN INDECENT BALLAD 
IN A GIRLS’ SCHOOL, 

TRENTON, N. J., Oct. 13.—This forenoon the 
body ofa young colored girl, Mamie Gordon, age 
15, was found in the Delaware River, at the foot 
of Fall-street. There was at first suspicions that 
she had been the victim of an indecent assault 
and thrown into the river, but subsequent devel- 
opments lead to the belief that the girl had com- 
mitted suicide. It was ascertained that she at- 
tended the Centre-street public school, and that 
for seyeral days she had been in a state 


of trepidation, owing to a threat by the 
principal Professor, Thomas M. White, that he 
would inform the parents of several girls who were 
members of aclass in Mies Blair's room of their 
having had in their possession an indecent parody 
upon the song “ Over the Garden Wall.’’. On Tues- 
day the improperjsheet was found by the teacher, 
and she at once handed it to the Principal, who 
made inquiry, which resulted in the suspension of 
several of the class. It subsequently turned out 
that the suspended puplis were not the guilty ones, 
and athreat was made that unless the offender 
was informed on the parents of several girls who 
were suspected would be informed. 

Mamie Gordon, when she returned to ber home 
from school on Friday, was exceedingly nervous, 
and told her brother, a lad a year older than her- 
self, that if Mr. White informed her father she 
woulda commit suicide. She asked whether any 
letter had been sent to the house from the school, 
and after supper inquired of her brother if her 
father had received a note. He said he thqught 
not, and after a while she went out. anata: ne 
won't stand this any longer. I will drown my- 
selfor get out of the way.” Her brother did 
not heed the threat and thousht nothing of it 
until about 10 o'clock, when, finding that she did 
not come home, he told his parents or the trouble 
and the threat. The police were notified, and the 
Mmerning papers contained a report of the girl's 
disappearance. 

County Physician Laler, at the reauest of the par- 
ents, made an examination of the girl’s body when 
it was found, buat discovered no evidence of vio- 
lence, and he is satisfied that death resulted from 
drowning. The girl was a good-looking light mu- 
latto,and was an unusually intelligent and apt 
scholar. He father is one of the most respectable 
of the colored population of Trenton. The affair 
has created much excitement here, and every ef- 
fort is being made to disoover who introduced the 
indecent ballad into the schoo), with a view to 
tracing it to the publisher.

SPEED ON THE RACE-TRACK

ZULE WINS THE GREAT RACE AT 
JEROME PARK YHSTERDAY. 
8IX CONTESTS DECIDED IN WHICH ONLY 
TWO OF THE FAVORITES WIN--THE 
BETTING ON THE EVENTS. 

In rain and fog the Fall meeting of the 
American Jockey Club was brought to a close with 
a large number of spectators to witness the closing 
scenes. lt was decided by the Executive Commit- 
tee to race when the report was received 
that the track had not been materially in- 
jured by the light rain, and those who 
were present were agreeably surprised at 
its condition. The programme was the best that 
had been presented during the meeting, and the 
six races were all interesting, as only two of the 
favorites won. Eole redeemed his reputation in 
the mile and three-quarters, easily defeating his 
competitors with his impost of 130 pounds, and 
Jim McGowan once more gavea splendid exhibi- 
tion of his powers as a steeple-chaser. to the de- 
light of all present. Details follow: 

THE THREE-QUARTERS. 

The proceedings opened with a dash of three- 
quarters, with allowances, purse $500, which 
brought out astrong field, eomprising George L. 
Lorillard’s b. h. Greenland, 5 years, 104 pounds, 
(Brennan;) W. C. Daly’s b. g. Retort, 3 years, 103 
pounds, (Garrison;) D. D. Withers’s ch. g. Duplex, 
4 years, 119 pounds, (Hayward;) W. R. Babcock’s 
ch. g. Goldring, 4 years, 101 pounds, (Thayer:) L. C. 
Bruce's br. g. Vibrator, 2 years, 96 pounds, (Mc- 
Kenny;) Yonkers stables’ ch. h. Navarro, 


5 years, 118 pounds, (Fitzpatrick,) and Preak- 
ness stables’ b. f. Vintage, 3 years, 96 pounds, 
(Meaton.) The betting was even against Duplex, 
five to one against Greenland, five to one against 
Vintage, ten to one against Vibrator, eight to one 
against Navarro, fifteen to one against Retort, aud 
twenty-five to one against Goldring. There was a 
long and tedious delay, Vibrator running away 
over a quarter of a mile at each breakuway, which 
ruined whatever ebances he may have had.

THE COLD SPRING HATOHERY. 
-——e——— 

The visit recently made to Coid Spring, 
Long Island, by Messrs. R. B. Roosevelt, E. G. 
Blackford, and U. S. Gherman, the Fish Commis- 
sioners of the State of New-York, is likely to lead 
to important results. The hatchery at-Cold Spring 
has this decided advantage over all others in the 
country of being in proximity to the finest 
spring water and to the salt water of the Sound. 
Without any great expense, within the limits of the 
grounds adjacent to the hatchery, fish which be- 
long either to fresh or salt water can be grown. 
With the first, as the rearing of salmon, trout, 
shad, carp, &c., the problem has been already 
thoroughly solved. With salt-water fish, the cod 
notably, such experiments as have been made at 
Gloucester are quite convincing that there is but 
little difficulty attending it. 

As the trouble with cod-culture only arises from 
the uncertainty of obtaining the eggs or the milt 
of the ripe fish, this has been perfectly overcome 


by the fact that during the Winter: ripe cod are 
brought in “y= quantities alive to Fulton Market. 
In anything like a favorable season millions on 
millions of eggs, more numerous than figures could 
express, are obtainable. The process would be an 
exceédingly simple one as carried out under Mr. 
E. G. Black ford’s supervision in 1881. The eggs 
were fertilized, then immediately shipped in 
bulk in jars to points along the coast, where 
they were put directly into the sea. At 
Cold Spring, with a sufficient supply of sea water, 
the experiment could be carried further and cer- 
tain developments of the young fish be observed. 
Whether it would better insure the safety of the 
eod of the future if allowed to grow some months 
in confinement and then be placed in the open salt 
water remains to be seen. In all these matters of 
fish-culture the necessity of a piace where experi- 
ments can be carried out is obvious. Such tenta- 
tive efforts to increase our stock of fish are not 
expensive, and under Mr. Frederick Mather’s su- 
pervision, with a very little outlay of money, prac- 
tical results of the greatest importance are cer- 
tainly obtainable. 

In addition to fish-culture an effort will be made 
at Cold Spring to carry out Prof. Ryder’s newly 
discovered method of ostra-culture. There is 
nothing difficult or complex abont this. With 
Prof. H. J. Rice at the Fulton Market Biological 
Laboratory to study the conditions of the oysters, 
the eggs and milt of these mollusks can be ob- 
tained and small oyster parks be establishea in the 
salt marshes of the Sound contiguous to Cold 
Spring. New-York City and the whole southern 
and south-eastern part of the State consume suf- 
ficient of the products of the water, whether de- 
rivable from the river or the sea, to insist on the 
right of having a fish batchery near enough to 
meet all demands. The plans then submitted by 
the Superintendent, Mr. F. Mather, for introducing 
salt water into the Cold Spring hatchery were ap- 
proved of by the Commissioners, and the» work 
will begin at onee, so as to be in time for the 
spawning of codfish, which begins in December.

MR. SHEARMAN REMOVED.

THE MAYOR’S LETTER NOTIFYING HIM OF 
HIS DISMISSAL. 

Mayor Edson yesterday formally removed 
William Pitt Shearman from his office as one of 
the Commissioners of Accounts. Mr. Shearman 
had refused to resign when culled upon to do so 
by the Mayor. No successor to Mr. Shearman 
has yet been appointed. The ex-Commissioner re- 


ceived a salary of $3,000a year. His successor 
will be paid only $2,000, the law regulating 
the salary of the position having been changed 
while Mr. Shearman wasinoffice. The reasons for 
the Mayor’s action are understood to be that the 
ex-Commissioner had > much private business to 
attend to; that whilé he was in office giaring 
frauds went on in the Finance Department with- 
out detection, and that important secrets in the 
office of the Commissioners of Accounts were per- 
mitted to leak out. The Mayor’s letter to Mr. 
Shearman was as follows: 

William Pitt Shearman, Esq.: 

DEAR Sir: My secretary has communicated to me 
the substance of your verbal reply to my note of the 
10th inst., in which I requested your resignation as 
one of the Commissioners of Accounts or the City of 
New-York. It is always a source of regret to me to be 
obliged to perform the unpleasant duty of removing 
any one from a position of any Kind, but your reply 
to my request leaves me in this instance no other 
course to pursue. I therefore respectfully advise you 
that, in accordance with the powers vested in me by 
section 110 of the New-York City Consolidation act of 
1882, [ hereby remove you from the position of Com- 
missioner of Accounts of the City of New-York, and 
that your duties as such Commissioner will cease this 
day. In the performance of this duty I wish to say 
that I have no personai il}-feeling toward you; and as 
you have intimated to my secretary that you desire 
at some future time to converse with me, I would add 
that I shall be pleased to see you whenever you can 
make it convenient to callon me. Yours very truly,

RAILWAY PASSENGERS HURT.. 


SEVERAL INJURED IN A SMASH-UP NEAR 


UNIONTOWN, PENN. 

UNIONTOWN, Penn., Oct. 13,—This morning, 
as the 11 o’clock train on the South-west Road was 
approaching Lemont station, four miles north of 
Uniontown, it was run into hy an engine at a fur- 
nace siding with terrible effect. The regular en- 
gineer of the little fufnace dinky was not on duty, 
and the engine was manned by a young man who 


seems to have known} nothing about his business 
and who ran bis machine atarapid rate toward 
the crossing. When he saw tbat a collision was in 
evitable unless be checked up, instead of staying 
at his post and stopping his engine, as the passen- 
gers say be could have done, he reversed the brakes 
and leaped off and his engine crashed broadside 
into the middie of the passenger train. 

There were 18 persons in the car and few es- 
eaped being mangled, bruised, or scalded. The 
car took fire and was wrapped in flames almost be- 
fore the passengers could be gotten out. The car 
was entirely consumed. Most of the passen- 
gers were bespattered with blood and soot, but 
no one was killed. The worst injuries 
were sustained by Mrs. C. Knox, of Connellsville, 
and her two little children. Mrs. Knox was badly 
bruised, cut, and scaided. One of her children had 
its leg broken, and both the iittle ones were 
scalded about the face. J. K. Ritenour and his 
wife were burned and bruised. Their children 
were also in the car, but escaped serious injury.

Mr. and Mrs. Chew, of West Brownsville, were 
bruised and cut; J. L. Woods, of Uniontown. was 
cut on the head and hand, and about a dozen 
others received slight injuries.

The visitor paused on the threshold and 
gazed inquirinaly within. The room was largeand 
nearly square, its wails and ceilings delicately tint- 
ed with various shades of green. On the floor was 
a velvety carpet, with hues of drab and gold, 
which were perfectly matched by the upholstery 
patterns of several easy chairs and two inviting 
sofas. The silk plush window curtains were of a 
slightly darker shade. Foot-rests covered with 
raw silk were scattered about, and a silken screen 
stood near a diminutive fire-piace. A mass of 


"glowing coals in the brass-environed grate im- 


parted a cheerful warmth to the rich furnishings 
ofthe room. Tht mahogany library table was lit- 
tered with newsvapers, but from the disordered 
mass peeped a bouquet of fresh flowers. and lying 
on the floor undorneath, just as it had fallen, was 
the latest number of a popniar magazine. Two 
pretty bronze figures ornamented the little plush- 
covered mantel, and on carved brackets here and 
there were quaint statues in bisque and porcelain. 
Two or three oll-paintings adorred the walls, and 
in one corner was a mahogany book-case with sev- 
eral volumes behind its beveled glass doors. 

The general appearance of the apartment was 
that of adrawing-room in a private residence. 
and a puzzled look came over the visitor’s face as 
he looked about him. He had come to transact some 
business with 9 Wall-street broker, and was begin: 
ning to fear that he bad made a mistako in the 
place, when he observed that the ocoupante of the 
room wore their hats, smoked cigars, and bustled 
eageriy around a glass-covered apparatus which 
emitted a ticking sound and a long and narrow 
band of paper with letters and figures printed 
thereon. A momentary }ul] in the operations of 
the *‘ticker’’ enabled the visitor to put an inquiry 
which satisfied him that he had not made a mis- 


take. He was in the office of the broker he 
head come to see, and the unusual elegance 
of his ae was simply an element 
of the adroit roker’s enterprise. It is 
austomary with most all of the stoek brokers to 
fit up a room at their places of business for the ao- 
commodation of their patrons. ‘bis custom is an 
old one, but the degree of liberality in the fitting up 
of such rooms has advanced wonderfully in a few 
years. According to the old-fashioned notion a 
dingy room, with a long cable, several chairs, and 
perhaps a carpet-covered lounge, was thought to 
be good enough for the customers of any firm. The 
modern idea takes into consideration not only per- 
sonal comfort but the natural human appreciation 
of beautiful things. 

There are scores of brokers’ offices in the vicini- 
ty of Wall-street so elegantly fitted up that they 
would not be out of place in Fifth-avenue man- 
sions. Someof the prosperous brokerage firms 
take as much pride in the appearance of their re- 
ception-rooms asa laay does in that of her draw- 
ing-room. Mr. Henry Clews was one of the first 
of the Wall-stroet men to see the advantage of 
making his office attractive and luxurious. ‘I 
can’t do business without customers,” said he, 
**and I must make my place of bus'!ness so bright 
and cheerful that they will like to come here.” 
Mr. Clews has spent a great deal of money in fur- 
nishing his reception-room. It is carpeted with a 
light-eolored body Brussels, and decorated in 
bright and harmonious colors. The furniture is an 
assortment of tempting easy obairs and sofas. 
Some of the chairs are upholstered and others are 
of elaborately woven willow. Most of them are 
with rockers. The wallsare thickly covered with 
pietures selected with artistic discrimination, 
There are portraits and landscapes In oil, and two 
or three fine engravings. A large mirror reaches 
from ceiling to floor on one side of the room. Nu- 
merous plaques, images, and;brackets are scattered 
here and there. The “tlekerg”’ are placed on 
shelves covered with olive green velvet. A grate 
fire is usually kept burning in this office 
when the weather watrants it. Mr. ©. F, 
Woerishoffer and his partne receive their 
friends in a suite of rooms which are unsurpassed 
for elegance. The inner room jooks out upon a 
dismal area, but it is furniehed in a princely man- 
ner. The prevailing colors are maroon and gold, 
the carpet being a soft mpogeette. Draperies of ox- 
posting rich texture shade the windows, and a 
heavy lambrequin of similar material covers the 
mantel, beneath which is a broad fire-place. Upon 
the mantel is a superb bronze clock with side orna- 
ments to mateh. The furniture is of dark woods 
beautifally carved ant 4 holstered. A few large 
pictures hang on the 3. This office is a popular 
resort for a very jovial circle. The nine floors of 
the Mills Building contain several handsomely fur- 
nished bankers and brokers’ offices. That of J. & 
W. Seligman, on the first floor, is probably the most 
elaborate and costly tn its character, but the suite 
of rooms occupied by George 8. Scott & Co., on 
the third floor, are equally attractive to visitors. 
The effects produced here by colored stained giass 
are very pleasing. All of the rooms in the Mills 
Building are furhished to harmonize with the 
stained cherry wood-work which predominates. 
Mr. D. O. Mills, the owner of what is often called 
the * California Monument,” bas a yery plainiy 
furnished office on one of the upper floors. Mr. 
Cc. P. Huntington, the mild-mannered President of 
the Central Pacific and other railroad companies, 
attends to his multifarious duties in a cozy little 
corner room at the end of the long suite of Central 
Pacific cflices on the seventh floor, This !ittle cor- 
ner room contains but few articles of furniture, 
but they are penpeome and costly. The flat-topped 
desk at which the Oy ee magnate works fre- 
quently serves as his lunch table when he is too 
busy or too indolent to ascend te the elegantly fur- 
nished restaurant-rooms on the ninth floor. 

One of the most bondoir-like places of business 
to be found down town or anywhere else is a 
small room on the top floor of the Mills Building, 
occupied by lady operators on type-writers. The 
eye of a passer-by js at once attracted to this invit- 
ing little office by the biue curtains that partly 
close the doorway. A soft carpet of bright mixed 
colors covers the floor, and there are a few arti- 
oles of polished ebeny furniture scattered about in 
délightful disregard of order. Dainty ornaments 
and neatly framed engravings complete the orna- 
mentation of thercom. Usually a basket or bou- 
quet of flowers may be seen on the centre-table. 
‘(here are a few cozy apartments somewhat simi- 
lar to this above Twenty-third street, on Broad- 
way, which are used as branch offices for prosper- 
ous Wail-street brokerage firms. 

‘Where is Gen. Grant's office?” is a question 
often asked by sight-seers. Nearly every person 
famillar with Wall-street is competent to reply, 
**In the United Bank Building.” ‘This tall struct- 
ure, at the corner of Broadway and Wall-street, is 
generally known by the title of ‘‘ Fort Sherman.” 
in a0 by 12 room on the seventh floor the ex- 
President attends almost daily to his duties us 
President of the Mexican Southern Railroad. A 
new cireoular-top mabogany desk stands near a 
broad window which overlooks Broadway. From 
bis chair Gen. Grant has a magnificent view across 
Trinity churchyard, out into the Bay and over the 
river into New-Jersey. A dark-hued Axminster 
carpet covers the floor of this cozy office, ricoh ma- 
hogany wainscoting reaches half-way up to the 
cel'ing, and the intervening space is covered by a 
thick golden paver stamped in imitation of Aztec 
metal. The door frames and ceiling are of highly- 
polished Georgia pine. Along one side of the 
room are solid mahogany book-cases, and in 
one corner is an old-fashioned brick fire-place. 
The few pictures that ornament the walls 
all relate to Mexico, There is a_ fine 
large map of the City of Mexieo, and also a bird’s- 
eye view of the place. A large giaes box on the 
window-sill contains some cholce specimens of 
Mexican silver. For those who may come to see 
him, the General has provided three solid-looking 
cane-sexted arm-chairs of polished ash. The con- 
ductor of one of the smoothly running elevators 
in this building has been asked so often where Gen. 
Grant’s office was that in announcing the floors as 
he goes up or down he now calls out the seventh 
floor thus: 

“ Seventh—Gen. Grant’s office.” 

“How many persons that ioquire for Gen. 
Graut’s office really want to go there?’ asked the 
repcrter.

The offices of P. W. Gallaudet & Co., in the 
basement of ‘Fort Sherman," are frequently 
spoken of as the most oostly broker's 
otices down town. There are five rooms 
in all, four of which look out upon Broadway and 
Wall-street. Itis scarcely an exaggeration to say 
that they were tarnished regardiess of expense. 
The partitions and doors are ali of stained cherry, 
with ground and beveled giass movabie panels. 
The carpets are mouuettes of arich crimson color, 
the chairs and loungex are carved mahogany up- 
holstered in wine-colored leather. The desks are 
similar ip quality and style to the chairs, and a su- 
perb book-ckse of solid cherry is fastened to the 
wallof one of the rooms. Expensive brass cas- 
fixtures with cut-glass globes complete the outfit of 
these beantiful rooms. 

It is butafew steps from Gallaudet’s luxurious 
quarters to the offiee of Mr. Jay Gould, which is

r. Gould likes comfort, but 1s not given to dis- 
play. His office differs in no important respect 
from the offices of a majority of the well-to-do 
business men in Wall-street. It is furnished sub- 
stantially and conveniently. Mr. Gould occuplesa 
revolving cane seated chair and writes at an ordina- 
ry cabinet desk. Whou he feels like takinga lesson 
in econony he goes into Russel! Sage’s meagrely fur- 
nished office, which almost adjoins hisown. There 
he usually finds his friend seated in a well-worn 
leather-bottemed chair, making figures on smal) 
scraps of paper with a stump of alead-pencil. Mr. 
Sage smuses himself making figures even when not 
actually transacting business. A faded and rusty 
carpet covers the floor of bis uninviting office, and 
the small table desk at which he works looks 
shaky from old age. The three plain obairs evi- 
dently belong to the same family as the tabie. 
Almost as barren as Mr. Sage’s private room is the 
office of James R. Keene, farther down town. Mr. 

Keene is in the habit of doing his businessina 
yroood many different places, and he therefore has 
paid but little attention to the internal appearance 
of his offices. Among the brokers not previously 
mentioned who have provided attractive lounging 
places for their customers there deserve to be 
named Hotcbkiss, Burnham & Co., Prince & White- 
jy, Brayton Ives & Co., Charles J. Osborne, Earl & 
Dayton, and Lummis & Day. ‘The fun-loving, 
ease-taking ‘‘Uncio Rufus" Hatch also belongs in 
this category. Mis large, well-lighted reception- 
room is one of the most luxurious places of busi- 
ness down town, and nobody enjoys the easy

*An old writer tells us,’ observes the Pall 
Mati Gazette,“ that the most tragic spectacle on 
earth is to see a virtuous man fighting against an 
adverse fate. The case of William Banting may 
stand side by side with such, says a writer in the 
Neue Freie Presse, for he, unhappy mortal, had for 
above 30 years to fight without result against an 
overfreight of 50 pounds of fat. Trivial as this 
may appear to thin people, it is often a question of 
life and death to those victims of eorpulenece who, 
being pessessed of a sensitive mind and cheerful 
constitution, have to go through life bearing all 
the moral humiliations and other more material 


discomforts to which Pere of an excessive em- 
bonpoint are subjected by thelr unfeeling fellow- 
creatures. Mr. Banting could not find the strength 
to regard with Ye ee indifference the eneers 
and smiles which his unfortunate person attracted. 
He retired into solitude, and there for a long 
time made vain endeavors to rid himself of his 
diseage. For years this seemed impossible; he 
grew weaker and weaker by following the pre- 
scriptions of the physicians which all tended to 
the one point, that to become less corpulenta 
rigid diet must be kept. But suddenly a new 
method was invented by the hard pressed man; 
he tried it, and who could descripe the delight of 
the sufferer, when slowly but steadily his stout- 
ness, and with it all the other symptoms of dis- 
ease, began to disappear. Every one is acquainted 
with the principies of the ‘Banting system,’ 
which the happy inventor described for the geod 
of his fellow-men, in a publication where we often 
meet with bursts of enthusiasm, such as almost 
convert the book into a hymn of praise. In the 
German transiation som itherto unmentioned 
prescriptions have been afded; one of them, more 
curious than wise, but entirely harmless, is, ‘to al- 
low the mental powers to become more active'—a 
piece of advice which perhaps it would be difficult 
to follow by those who have not to compose a 
‘Divina Commedia,’ which, as Dante himself tells 
us, kept him thin. A new book of ‘Corvulence, 
and its Treatment,’ has lately been published in 
Germany by Prof. Ebstein, of Géttingen. He is 
not like the English ‘savior of the stout,’ full of 
overfiowing thankfulness for rellef from hisdisease ; 
probably he has not even suffered from it for cor- 
pulent men are rarely stern and strict. His meth- 
od also differs from that of Banting. Accord- 
ing to Ebstein the primary cause of corpulency is 
the want of sufficient energy to pe noes the so- 
called attractions of life. He firmly maintains that 
fat is proe ueed merely by over-eating and drink- 
ing. ater and drinking cures are altogether con- 
demned by Prof. Ebstein; and while the 
Banting system teaches that ‘fat makes fat,’ 
this doctrine is direct) opposed by Prof. 
Eostein, in whose deal of fare for 
those suffering from corpulency fat forms a 
areat feature. ‘The 250 grams of bacon,’ sa: 
Prof. Ebstein, ‘which our Emperor ordered to 
delivered daily to all soldiers taking part in the 
French campaign of 1870, are, so to speak, an 
official acknowledgment of the importance of fat 
in the rational nourlshmept of a hard-working 
man.’ The annexed bill of fare is that proposed 
by Prof. Ebstein for an average case Of corpu- 
leney, the invalid being supposed to be 41 years of 

and having suffered from increasing stoutness 
or 25 years. The disease is suppesed to be con- 
tracted by insufficient bodily exercise, a diet con- 
sisting of such things as are hurtful, amone which 
are named all sweet dishes and those containing 
much albumen and those devoid of a sufficient 
quantity of fat. 

“ Breakfast.—A large cup of black tea without 
milk or sugar, 50 grams of white bre or 
toasted brown bread, with plenty of butter. 

* Linner.—Soup (frequently and with bone-mar- 
row,) 120 to 180 grams meat, boiled or roasted, with 
fat zravy—fat meat being preferable—a small quan- 
tity of vegetables, particularly leguminous, but 
also, all kinds of cabbage. Turnips are excluded 
because of the sugar contained in tham; potatoes 
are altogether excluded. After dinner some fresh 
fruit, when in season, as dessert, a salad or baked 
fruit without sugar; two or three glasses of light 
wine. Soon after dinnér a large cup of black tea, 
without milk and sugar, 

* Supper,—In Winter regularly, in Summer o¢ca- 
sionally, a large coup of black tea, without milk 
and sngar; an egg or some fat roast meat, or both, 
sometimes fat ham, smoked or fresh fish, about 80 
grams of white bread, with plenty of butter, 
and occasionally a small quantity of cheese and 
some fresh fruit.”

Se eee, 
HOWELLS WRITES 
MORNING. 

From an Interview in the Ba'timore American. 

“T always keep my manuscript,” said 
Mr. Howells, “ six or seven months ahead of the 
time for publication. Being of a nervous disposi- 
tion, I could not rely on myself to furnish matter 
at short notice. When possibile, 1 complete the 
book before giving a page of it to a magazine,” 

“ About your methods of work, Mr. Howells, 
when do you find the best time for brain labor?’ 
“Inthe morning. The first half of the day is the 
best part of a man’s life, ana I always select it for 
my working hours. I usually begin at 9 and: stop 


at 1, and manage in that time to write about a 
dozen manuscript pages. After that I enjoy my 
leisure.” 

When his connection with journalism was men- 
tioned he replied: ‘I went on the Vhio Siale Jour- 
nai as news editor, and, of course, did all my work 
at night, I did not do any editorial work at first; 
put the head mau happening to be called away, is 
fell upon me to furnish the leaders for the paper. 
I can’t say that I liked journalism much, The lit- 
erary work I enjoyed, but for polities I had neither 
affection nor patience. When I went to Venice as 
the United States Consul I soon threw off the late 
hour habits of the newspaper office. There was so 
little to Keep one employed and the neighborhood 
was so quiet and delightful that I began doing my 
work in the morning, and have continued the habit 
ever since.” 

**T would imagine as much,” said the reporter, 
“from your exquisite descriptions in ‘A Foregone 
Conclusion.’ " 

“You have read it, have you?” “ Yes, 
think it the best of all your novels.” 

* That's remarkable,” said the author, ‘I, too, 
eam inclined to consider it the beat thing I have 
ever written. I think it is a little more artistio, 
and I am told that it enjoys a wider popularity in 
Europe than any other book of mine. I remember 
it well. It was one of my first novels. After I had 
completed it, I rewrote the whole story before any 
part of it was given ont for publication.”

A veritable old curiosity shop is an auction- 
eer’s room on the east side of town. The eye on 
entering strikes an odd display of antique furni- 
ture and articles of household use that have served 
the needs of a generation ortwo. Many of them 
are begrimed with dirt, and theirairy mantle of 
cobwebs is disturbed from time to time enly by 
the prying fingers of would-be purchasers. The 
walls are nearly hidden from view by bizarre 
prints and wood-cuts of various descriptions, and 
paintings by artists wi fondly wished their handi- 
work could be stolen for the sake of a first-class 
advertisement. Strange-looking lamps and twisted 
#as-fixtures hang from the ceiling, and on the walls 
are mottoes worked by gentle hands in silk and 
worsted invoking the Divine blessing on the do- 
mestic circle. Asinthe kome of Little Nell, there 
are ‘‘ suits of mail standing like ghosts in armor 
here and there, fantastic carvings brought from 
monkish cloisters, rusty weapons of various kinds, 
distorted figures in ‘ehina and wood and iron and 
ivory; tapestry, and strango furniture that might 
have been designed in dreams.”’ 

And yet the stock in trade of an auotioneer's 
shop is not all old-fashioned and time-worn, other- 
wise it might afford only dealers in curios an op- 
portunity to spend their money. The foods are 
often so well preserved as to pass for new, and 
plaques, brio-A-brac, mirrors, engravings, and even 
dresses appearin the uncertain light of the room 
and, by reason of the insinuating eloquence of the 
auctioneer, as fresh from the store or the factory. 
The many styles of nufacture are as the sands 
of the sea, and the frequenter of a large auction- 


room must have a very out-of-the-way taste if ina 
few visits to the place he cannot find something 
that strikes his faney. 

The average auction business in which the great 

ublic is interested, unlike the auction trade sales, 
# necessarily conducted on a cash basis. People 
who are compelled to part with household effects 
in this way want their money at once or within a 
very short time after theconsummation of the sale. 
Then, again, to run risks in extending credit to 
strangers is a policy which has never been consid- 
ered wise in leading mercantile circles. In the 
trade sales the auctioneer knows the commercial 
standing of his patrons. To a aale of household 
furniture the purchaser must come with money in 
his pocket and pay a deposit to insure bis taking 
the articles he has successfully bid for. This de- 
posit is forfeited, of course, if the purchaser 
changes his mind and does not want the goods or 
is unadie to pay for them. 

Before a sale begins, the auctioneer announces 
its character, whether it be an Assignee’s, mort- 
gagee’s, or Sheriff's sale, or what not, pnts in 
an opportune word about the deposit mentioned, 
and intimates that goods must be taken away af- 
ter the sale. These preliminaries disposed of, the 
characteristics of the auetioneer are soon seen to 
their best advantage. If he is master of his calling, 
he will be found to possess two qualities in par- 
tioular, quickness and intelligence. He must know 
when to let goods go and whea to hold on. His 
knowledge of humen nature will eome into excel- 
lent play as he notes the faces and manner of 
bidding of his patrons, and invites this one to in- 
crease his bid on an article that is sellimg painfully 
low, and urges that one to embrace the salvation of 
the last eall and defeat a weakening rival. Excita- 
ble bidders are apt to bid a od than those of 
steadier nerve, and how deftly does the zuctioneer 
take advantace of their ar ! 
exeltable man and wife will u 
onainet each other and run up Canton flannel 
worth ® cents a yard to 40 cents. Itiis proverbial 
that women are apt to pay more for goods at auc- 
tion than at private sales, unless they have had 
considerable experience in the former method of 
purchase. The auctioneer is usually trained from 
boyhood. He must have coolness and nerve. He 
must watoh closely for neds and winks and smiles 
on the part of his anditors, for speenlators have 
certain ways of eommunicating their 8s other 
than by word of moutb. One man puts-his peneil 
on a piece of paperin frent of him when he bids, 
another holds up a finger, and a third lays a finger 
on his nose. A middle-aged woman who haunts 
auction-rooms with unfailing roqulerity conveys a 
signal by putting her handkerchief to her lips. 

An atetioneer who has a hundred pergons be- 
fore him must see them all individually at a 

lance, and whehever boys is any advantage it is 
o his interest to throw it {nto the hands of the 
reguiar dealers where he can consistently do so. 
A good auctioneer can, of course, get higher prices 
for his wares than a poor one. It is estimated 
that onthe average two-thirds of the oost of ar- 
ticles sold are obtained. There are about 120 auc- 
tioneers in the Olty, and of this number 
many devote themselves to special sales. ‘An 
auctioneer’s activity and eloquence in many in- 
stanees gauge the financial results of a sale, ana 
246 per cent. is the legal commission he is al- 
lowed toearn. If the sale is large this percentage 
counts up handsomely, while on small sales he is 
given & ten-dollar bill. Out of this sum he must 
pay $3 toa clerk and spend $4or $5 for delivery 
purposes and advertising. For the largest kinds 
of sales, like real estate and big blocks of merchan- 
dise, special arrangements are made with auc- 
tioneers, 

An old-time swindle, which is not entirely rooted 
out, is mock auctions. A house ishired in a good 
neighborhood and elaborately fitted up, and then 
the red flag is hung out the window and’‘an adrer 
tisement appears to the effect that the family are 
going to Europe and wish to dispose of their prap- 
erty. “ ——— bid the goods up as high as 
patrons will go, and, on shipping the furniture, 
pa up perhaps half of what has been sold, or 
none of it at a!],and substitute poor stuff in its stead. 


Sometimes an 
wittingly bid 


bagh rugs, an uebak and Morona carpets, 
which they fondly imagined they were buying at 
ridiculously low prices, deluded victims discover 
when it is too late that they have thrown their 
money in the fire. This swindle used to flourish 
extensively im Now-York, but the exposures of 
Tux Times and the work of the police have 
broken into the thieves’ operations to a great 6x- 
tent. Mock auctions still flourish, however, and 
& popular shape in which they appear is in the 
sale of cigars. A man bids in a box fer $2, and 
when he steps up to pay for it, is told that he was 
bidding on a lot of five eortan boxes, aceording as 
the victim seems to have any money. The cigars 
are ofan inferior quality, of course, but the pur- 
chaser, imagining that he is getting fifteen-cent 
** straight” —— for a song, is not inclined to 
make much of a row at the unexpected namber of 
boxes that he must pay for, or get into trouble, as 
he is made to fear. 

A year ago in Canal-street, near West Broadway, 
& moek auetioneer opened a cigar auction-room, 
next to a reputable cigar store. fg habit was to 
buy a box of goed’eigars, worth $8 or $10, and pase 
it around among people who dropped In the place, 
and then auction off a lot of atrociously bad cigars 
at very low figures, under the representation that 
they were of the same brand. His sales were large, 
and among his eustomers was a carman who 
‘** blew in‘? $30 under the impression that he was 
buying goods worth $500,.So0 many people were 
swindled, however, thatthe place became notori- 
ous, and the police “ pniled” it. The bad cigars 
used —- this class of anctioneers are said to be 
specially manufactured for them for the purpose 
of hoodwinking the unwary, and on hasty inspeo- 
tion they have the appearance of a good article. A 
man named Schoonmaker made a fortune in Broad- 
way some timeago in mock auctien sales of ary 

oods, until he began to get notorious and then he 

isappeared. The sales of brass watches and 
jewelry to confiding countrymen for smal! sams of 
money were successful under the specious pretense 
that they were pawnbroxers’ goods. 

Capt. Steers, who has seen 26 years of police 
service in this City, assured a Timks reporter the 
other day that mock auction atjesies had been al- 
most entirely broken up in the Metropolis, He did 
not believe that there were three men engaged in 
the mock auction civar business. The Captain said, 
by the way. that there was nothing illegal in the 
latter method of earning money. The men had a 
license to sell cigars, and while the victims thought 
they were buying Reina Victorias for $1.50 a box 
when then they weré only getting bad cigars, stili, 
they probably recelyed the worth of their 
m . Every effort was made to keep the 
mock auctioneers out of work, and when 
Mayor Edson discover that a man was 
using his license wrongfully he revoked it. 
Nowadays auctioneers have to give two trust- 
worthy sureties that they will carry on their busi- 
ness in an honest manner. Formerlyan auctioneer 
could take his bond away with him from tne City 
Hall and have it filled out by anybody. Capt. 
Steers thought that the City was freer from auc 
tion swindles than ever before,

They will assuredly deserve credit for 
their enterprise, for it they succeed they will 
have done good service in widening the area of 


possible employment for women. It has often been 
matter for surprise that ladies did not select phar- 
macy as a fair fleld for the exercise of their talents 
in winning an honorable livelihoad. The trade isa 
profitable one; in fact, the old saying in the coun- 
try used to be that the druggist’s shop was the 
only one in the village where every shilling taken 
in the till earned 11d. for the master. The work of 
preparing and compounding medicines is also neat 
and delicate—indeed, the Americans have almost 
elevated pharmacy to the dignity of a fine art 
in these later dave. It is light, and cannot by 
any pretense be termed “‘ unwomaniy'’—so that 
there ought to be no social prejudice against It. 
The only possible objection to women as pharma- 
cists would rest on thelr implied inability to ac- 
quire the scientific knowledge necessary for safe 
practice. But that objection the six lady students 
who have stood so weil in their classes at the 
South London Sobool of Chemistry bave person- 
ally disproved; besides, it is not necessary to 
Jicense any woman as a druggist unless she has 
the reguisite seientific qualifications.

MATTERS OF CURRENT INTEREST GATHERED 
FROM VARIOUS SOURCES. 

The motto of the Pinkerton detectives is the 
curt and suggestive phrase, “We never sleep.” 
The remarkable work accomplished by this organ- 
ization during the last quarter of a century has 
mede this motto apprepriate enough, but the 
visitor to Graceland VUemetery, Chicago, is apt to 
leave that beautiful spot with the Pinkerton motto 
impressed upon his mind as a hollow and delusive 
boast. Detectives must die as well asailother 
creatures, and many of the*brave and wary mem- 
bers of this band have met with untimely and rio- 
lent deaths. A new grave was opened oaly the 
other day in the Pinkerton plot at Graceland for 
the body of poor George Bangs, Superintendent of 
the agencies in Chicago and tbis City. The plot 
adjoins the family lot of Allan Pinkerton, by 
whom it was purchased and laid out as u burial- 
place for his employes, and there are already 
may graves there, each marked by a plain white 
stone. Flowers bloom through the Summer, and 
the birds sing as sweetly among the trees here as 
they do about the graves of the wealthy, whose 
mausoleums and air-braving columns dot the sur- 
rounding —_ The story of the eventful 
career of George Bangs has been told so recently 
in these columns that there is no need to repeat it 
here, but among the many dead detectives who lle 
beneath the Graceland sod there are not a few 
whose histories, recently recalled by the Chi 
4imes, were full of interest. At one end of the lot 
ig the grave of Timothy Webster, detective and 
Union spy. Webster was sent to the front early in 
the war, and set to work, under orders, in Tennes- 
see and Arkansas. He was accepted among "the 
Southerners , a rebel of the most pronounced 
type, and it is asserted that he was even offered 
the Coloneley of an Arkansas regiment, which 
he declined. Onee, in a Memphis bar-room, 
a suspicions Tennessean accused him of 
“entertaining Union ideas;” but Timothy 
sunsequently slashed his adversary 60 artistically 
With the bowile-knife that his reputation asa true 
exponent of Southern ebivalry was preserved. He 
was esteemed highly by the Southern authorities, 
and was commissioned by the Confederate Govern- 
ment to smuggle through the lines a vast quantity 
of bank-note paper for the printing of rebel money, 
The peculiar advantage of Webster's positien made 
this task a mae epee | easy one, while his sno- 
cessful achievement of it greatly ——egues his 
position in the South. After many exciting adven- 
tures, however, Webster's real ter was final- 
ly diseovered, and he was hangéd as a spy in Rich- 
mond in 186%. His hody was afterward taken to 
Chicago. The grave of Price Lewis, also a Union 
spy, is near Webster's, and Robert Pinkerton, a 
brother of Allan, is buried in the same plot, as well 
as Joo Wicher, who was murdered by the James 
boys. The only female detective whage body lies 
there is Mrs. Angie Warn, who did good service to 
the Federal Government daring the rebellion. She 
died a natural death in 1868. 


There seems to be an unusually large stock 
of “ unpublished” anecdotes about Abraham Lin- 
coln. Mr. Herndon,a former partner of the war 
President in a Springfield (Tl.) law office, nas lately 
been accorded space in some of the newspapers to 
express his own opinion eoncerning Mr. Lincoln, 
which do not, however, appear to be sufficiently 
valuable to become a part of the Nation’s history. 
But a story whieb is floating about, eredited'to a 
San Francisco journal, is interesting, because it 
shows, if true, that Lincoln was averse to being 
swindled even for the sake of popularity among 
professional politicians, at the time of his first can- 


vass for the Presidency. Before the Ohio elec- 
tions in 1859 Mr. Lineoln went to Cineinnati 
to address a big Republican meeting. He oect- 
pied, with his wife and youngevt child, a parlor in 
the Burnet Heuse from a Saturday eve until 
the following Monday morning. e Repubdiican 
Reception Committee Ca re Room No, 15 in the 
same house. When Mr. Lincoln applied for his 
bill on Monday morning he was given to under- 
stand that it had been settled, and he heara no 
more from the Burnet House until June, 1860, after 
he had been nominated for the Presidency. At 
that time he received a polite note from the ovwn- 
ers of the hotel inelosing the following bill: 
BurNET Houss, CINCINNATI, Sept. 10, 1859, 
The Hon, A. Lincoim to Johnson, Sanders & Co., Dr: 
Board and perior, self and 
=e * sean $3 50; wines, liq: 
Ocecapancy of Room No, 14, eommitiee........... 


For a man of Mr. Lincoln’s simple habits this was 
an extraordinary hotel hill) He refused to pay it, 
and when its items had beeome public property 
the Republican Committee found money enough 
to settle for the whole account, including the extra 
suppers, the wines, liquors, and cigars, furnished 
not to Mr. Lincoln's parlor, but to Room No. 15. 


The people of Austin, Texas, and the neigh- 
borhood of that brisk town, like Mr. Dan Mulligan, 
will not have their pleasure interfered with. ‘he 
agricultural and mechanical fair in Austin this 
year promised to be remarkably successful. 
Crowds flocked from all directions to Austin, and 
the streets echoed with the noise of many foot- 
steps. Butin an evil hour, for them, the managers 
of the fair, encouraged by the abundant evidences 
of prosperity already at hand, determined that 
nothing that could bring the blush of shame to the 
cheek of cultureshoutd be permitted in their show. 
In other words, they decided to abolish the cock- 


fights which hitherto heave formed the prigcipal 
feature of the annual fair. Tne peopie protested, 
but ia vain, for the fair opened without a gamecock 
on the grounds. ‘Then the intelligent public of Austin 
retaliated upon the managere. The Opera-house 
was hired, a vit was construeted by removing 
some of the orchestra chairs, and the cock-fights 
banished from the fair ground, thrived in the 
temple of Thespis. The size of the “audiences,” 
té use that word asitisused in Toxas, was only 
limited by the dimensions of the building, and the 
assemblages included, it is safe to presume, the 
wit, manly vigor and oulture of the city, while at 
the fair grounds, alas. the atcendgnce was meagre, 
and the prize cattle, Le ga reapers and 
mowers, the latest im pistols and shet- 
guns, and the productions of the rich soil and 
giorieus climate of the Star State wasted 
their sweetness on the desert air. 


The recent excitement in Milwaukee, Wis., 
and Erie, Penn., about a suppressed Chartist life 
ef the last of the Georges was anticipated in vari- 
ous other American cities in the early part-of 1875. 
About that time mysterious asnouncements crept 
into the newspapers that the British Government 
was prepared to pay the sum of £1,600 for the only 
remaining copy ef the same unsavory volume, the 
discovery of which has lately been reported from 
the two towns already named.

mm INTERIOR ARRANGEMENTS AND DEOO- 

RATIONS OF THE NEW TBEATRE—THE 

LARGEST OPERA-HOUSE IN THE WORLD. 


There is apparently nothing except the 
‘Sunday law and public sentiment to prevent 


the performance of Italian opera in its new 
home at Thirty-ninth-street and Broadway 
this very evening. There is always hurry in 
the last days of a new building the opening of 
which has been set for a cartain day, but the 
' pew opera-house has been substantiairy com- 
pleted for many weeks, and for some days 
- has seamed to be complete in its appointments 
-/and aceessories. The seats of the parquet 
~ and baloony and “family circle” are all in, 
the earpets of the boxes down, the decoration 
completed, even the chairs of the orchestrat 
‘players in place. Nothing, indeed, looks un- 
finished about the house, except the sawdust 
and rubbish in the lobbies, and the absence of 
the hand-rail which is to cover the screens sep- 
arating the fronts of the boxes. 

One enters by any one of three ample vesti- 
dules. The main entrance on Broadway gives 
aceess to the principal staircase, the vestibule 
of which is a large room something like 40 feet 
by 60. The entrance on Thirty-ninth-street is a 
vestibule of nearly the samo size, communicat- 
ing with the winding staircase by which the 
boxes on the south side of the house are reached, 
and also with the separately inclosed stairway 
for the balcony and two stairways for the gal- 
lery. The vestibule on Fortieth-street, which, 
like that on Thirty-ninth-street, has a porte 


cochére in metal, has one stairway each for 
the balcony and gallery and one for the boxes 
of the north side. The great double stairway 
at the Broadway front rises through the three 
tiers off/boxes—three tiers and a haif count- 
ing the baignoir boxes—six on each side of 
the parquet—to the floor of the balcony. 
There are thus eight distinct ———. sa 
upper ery having two and no other 
part of = house less than three. If all the 

opera-goers take the most convenient exits, 
‘whieh of course they will not do, the house 
ean be emptied in a very brief space of time. 
-Bven with the usual, or more than the usual, 
proportion of biundering, the very great ad- 
vantage of a theatre free on all four sides will 
be felt in the ease of egress at every perform- 


ance. 
* The most striking thing in the interior is the 
vast size of the auditorium. The boxes, with 
the littie dressing-rooms which adjoin them, 
are like 15 feet deep, and there is a 
corridor, of course, behind them, and yet the 
clear central space looks enormous. In point 
of fact the auditorium is the 1 tin any 
opera-house, the parquet containing 400 
seats, and these unusually spacious and com- 
fortable seats, being arm-chairs 2 feet wide 
or fully 18 inches ‘*in the clear” between 
the arms. The boxes are intended to 
bold six persons each, and there being 
two tiers of 37 each and one of 56, their _seat- 
ps mapecty. with that of the 12 baignoirs, is 
seats, The two leries, the ‘* balcony,” 
and the “‘ family ci ” bring the whole seat- 
ing capacity of the house up to something 
over 3,000, 1,000 more than the number in the 
New Opera at Paris, and considerably greater 
than that of any opera-house in Italy. 

The construction of the building, as the pub- 
lic already know, is absoluteiy fire-proof, 
brick walls throughout, terra-cotta partitions 
framed in iron, iron beams and girders, iron 
staircases, a metal ceiling. The proscenium, 
or rather the frame of the curtain openin 
which represents the'proscenium, since there is 
no true nium, is entirely of metal. Even 
the supports of the stage, which are ordinarily 
movable constructions of timber, are here 
systems of light iron-work oneny movabie, 
30 that they may be removed from any por- 
tion of the stage that is required for scenic 


purposes. ? 

It will readily be understood that the 
ideal of theatrical architecture, ‘‘a house with- 
out a bad seat in it,” is very difficult of attain- 
ment, and needs not only very careful study be- 
forehand, but a constant modification and rec- 
enciliation of the different and equally imper- 
ative requirements during the construction. It 
is not premature to say that the efforts of the 
architect in this respect have been highly suc- 
cessful. There are no posts within the audito- 
rium, and no brackets, all the galleries being 
carried on iron beams bent to the slope of the 
floor, and anchored into the wall behind. So 
far as can be judged from taking sittings at 
random in each of the tiers, there is no seat 
which dees not command a view of considera- 
bly more than haifthestage, and the view is 
in every ease uninterrupted. 

Acoustically itis always unwise to predict 
the qualities of anew theatre in comparison 
with other theatres, though it can pretty cer- 
tainly be foretold that no theatre built on the 
established lines will be a downwright bad 
building to sing or to hearin, f&xperiments 
made in an empty house are also not decisive 
of the effect in a house filled with ple, but 
such experiments as there has hitherto n 
opportunity to make are reported to have 
been very satisfactory. One would expect 
that the fire-proof construction adopted here 
would increase the volume of tone so as to give 
a ter senority than the ordinary furring 
and plaster of American theatres. 

One device used here, partly, it may be pre- 
sumed, for acoustic purposes, is the inclosure 
of the orchestra in an inverted dome of mason- 
ry, which hides all of its members except the 
conductor from the view of most of the spec- 
tators in the parquet, the floor of this recep- 
tacle being sunk some feet below the level of 
the =e. _ Besides the resonance of this 
cup itself, arising from its being very care- 
fally built of brick-work, which has become 
virtually a homogeneous mas3, some reliance 
is placed upon a sounding-board under its 
floor. This is not the arrangement devised 
by Wagner for the theatre in Bayreuth, 
amd familiar to all readers of the 
reports of the performances given 
there, for the concealment of the play- 
ers is in that case much more complete. 
But this answers the same purpose of prevent- 
ing the obtrusien of the movements of the play- 
ers between the spectators and the speécta- 
cle. Wagner has maintained, with his usual 
vigor, this obtrusion is highly inartistic, as 
tending to dispel the illusion of the spectator 
at which every scenic performance aims, 
and which was so eminently attained 
at the performance of the Nibelun- 
ag pent and of ‘Parsifal.” This 

New-York, however, is the first attempt to 
adapt the contrivance to so largea theatre. 
All opera-goers must devoutly wish that the 
attempt may be successful, and the most con- 
scientious contra-bassist or trombane-player 
must be aware that he is most likely to be ad- 
mired when he is judged only by his musical 
results, and not by his gymnastic processes, 
Unlike little children, the instrumentalist 
should be heard and not seen. If the experi- 
ment ef making the orchestra innocuous to the 
eye without injuring its effect upon tie ear 

1 succeed here, we may gladly expect that 
ite success will compel the adoption of it 
every where. 

The auditorium is greatly impressive, not 
only by its magnitude, but by the graceful 
sweep of its bounding curves, although these 
have been determined by practical considera- 
tiens alone. One notable departure from the 
conventions of opera-houses is the form 
of the amphitheatre, whieh is not a 
horsesboe, but a horseshoe with the 
“corks” turned out, so as to flare out- 
ward. Another is the absence, aiready 
noted, of the proscenium. Thisis said to have 
been dictated by the fact that the cause of 
war in the Academy of Music has been a 
struggle for that kind of social precedence 
which is implied by the possession of a pxo- 
scepium box. If there be no proscenium chore 
e6u be no proscenium boxes. If there no 

nium boxes, it was fondly imagined 
that there could be no opera-house politics 
leading to civil strifeand the effusion of in- 
terviews. The assumption of these premises 
led naturally to the conclusion ‘ Let there be 
no proscenium,” and there is no proscenium. 
ith these exceptions the plan and general 
form of the house are nearly those of an ordi- 
nary theatre much enlarged. The decoration, 
however, is peculiar. It has not yet been full y 
lighte¢ so as to show what the effect will be 
even of an empty house, much less of a house 
full of brilliant and varicolored toilets glitter- 
ing above the white and gold railings. It is 
accepted almost as an axiom among archi- 
tects of theatres that the background for 
the display of toilets should be a solid red, 
Mr. Cady, the architect of the opera-house, has 
only recognized this axiom by a mixture of 
red threads with gold and neutral tints in the 
pattern of the siik upholstery, specially de- 
signed and woven for the purpose, with which 
the boxes are lined, so as to give the fabric a 
faintly rosy tinge. The iron frames of the 
boxes are white, perhaps slightly tinged with 
heya | and the metal fronts ef the galler- 
of pale buff with their minute and 
delicate but sparing detail out 


in gold. The effect aimed at for the whole 
Siete aclaen tint, and the decoration is in 
various tones of yellow, from a dull orange in 
the flank of wall visible above the stage end of 
the upper gallery to a very positive looking 
chrome, with a rather copious use of gold, in 
the frame of the curtain opening. The only 
strong color in the house is a rich brown-red, 
which is used in the carpets and in the up- 
holstery of the chairs in the uet, and 
which will count for very little when the house 
is filled. With this exception the whole is in an 
extremely light key of color, and the intention 
seems to have been to avoid emphasis of any 
lines and to keep the whole “all afloat,’’ so to 
say. In the crepuscular light of a theatre by 
day itis dangerous to speak confidently even 
of tints, and out of the question to foretell the 
effect of the decoration in a suitably lighted 
house, There is a frieze at the top of the 
bounding wall in darker tones than those of the 
wall itself, and the central dome of the ceiling 
is elaborately decorated with a concentric 
series of designs on a ground of blue green, the 
ceiling outside showing panels of deep metal- 
lic lustres on a buff ground, with a filigree 
of Renaissance ornament interspersed. The 
frame of the stage-picture is virtually of gold, 
its pilasters bearing panels in light, bright 
tints with figure subjects and rai ornament 
in meta). The wall above the opening is the 
culmination of the decorativescheme. A seg- 
mentai arch in the centre of this oblong space 
is filed with Mr. Francis Lathrop’s 
“Apollo Crowned by the Muses,” flanked 
on either side by three niched statyes, 
the artistic quality of which it “is 
impossible at present to makeout, This fre ne 
is withdrawn from the front of the s> xe 
wail by the deep splay which does duty for a 

oscenium. ‘The girder which carries this is 
indicated, unless, indeed, the indication be the 
girder itself, by an entablature richlv orna- 
mented, as, indeed, all this work is, with clas- 
sic detail,and, having its bearing diminished by 
very bold consoles projecting from the side 
walls, which at these points are modeled into 
pilasters, one bearing a figure of *‘ The Ballet” 
and one of “Tne Chorus,” painted by 
Mr. Maynard. Under the same reserves with 
while the rest of tie work has been comment- 
ed upon in its present condition of very par- 
tial visibility, it may be said that these figures 
seem really to *‘ float,” by their color at least, 
and apparently by their design also, It seems 
that Mr. Maynard has caught and aided the 
general scheme of the decoration more com- 
pletely than Mr. Lathrop, whose composition is 
not at all in the air, and whose figures are 
starkly and resolutely drawn, and strongly 
and vigorously colored; harshly colored, one 
may sayin reference to the genera) decora- 
tion, though it would be unjust to apply that 
epitket to bis work considered by itself. Taken 
alone, his allegory looks a vigorous, learned, 
and effective piece of work, having, as its pur- 
pose very likely renders appropriate, a dis- 
tinctly academicai air. 

The amplitude of the auditorium is not 
gained without some loss. ‘The architect of an 
opera-house, unless, like M. Garnier in the New 
Opera in Paris, he is unlimited both in space 
and in money, cannot design both his audito- 
rium and its accessories on a very liberal scale. 
Here the accessories are in some measure sac- 
rificed to the auditorium and to the foyer, a 
very large room on the south side over the 
vestibule. When the building at the south-west 
corner is compieted this foyer will be 
one of a connecting suite of rooms taking in 
two-thirds of the front on Thirty-ninth-street 
and two-thirds of the front on Broadway, by 
an average breadth of some 40 feet. In order 
to make this suite of apartments, really palatial 
in point of size, more thoroughly available, the 
fioor has been extended through to the front 
at the level of the first tier of boxes, thus clos- 
ing the well of the staircase and shutting off 
oor general view of that feature of the 
building. This is the economy which will 
be most deplored by opera-goers. The 
grand staircase is, next to the auditorium, the 
most conspicuous feature in an opera-house, 
Itis freer from practical restrictions and so 
more susceptible of a monumental treatment 
than the auditoriun. The view of the grand 
staircase, for example, is much the most 
noteworthy thing in the wmterior of 
the New Opera at Paris, and here, 
though the staircase is double, and 
each flight is very wide, there is no view of 
it. One flight at a time is all that can be 
seen. The only effects left possible are those 
of detail and decoration. The detail is delicate, 
as everywhere in the building, and the color- 
decoration is rich. It is the same monochrome 
of gold that is aimed at througeout the build- 
ing. The outer walls and the open arcades on 
the outside at each landing are in a strong 
reddish yellow. The metal posts at the angles 
of what would be the wall are cast with spiral 
moldings and solidly gilded. The delicate de- 
tail of the perforated railing is colored a light 
buff and picked out at all the angles with gold 
lines, giving as much richness and more play 
of tint than can be obtained by gold alone. 

The corridors seem narrow, not as places of 
passage, indeed, for which purpose their 
breadth is ample, but as areas for free circula- 
tion and exchanges of gossip between the acts, 
for which the opera-goer finds them so de- 
sirable. 

These, however, are the only points at which 
there seems to have been any cramping, and 
in these points we are certainly not comparing 
the Opera-house with any existing American 
theatre to its disadvantage, but only with 
what might have been expected of the largest 
opera-house in the world—for in size and ca- 
pacity of auditorium, at least, it yy) wy dis- 
tinction—and although very far fom the 
costliest, a very costly and very liberally con- 
structed building. 

In all other respects the arrangements are 
very generous. The vestibules are of a hospita- 
ble amplitude, and their dimensions, allowing 
free circulation, will add much to the attract- 
iveness of the house. They are tiled 
in rather pale red, and their walls 
give the first hint of the prevailing yel- 
low. The stairways are all wide,’ and 
easy, even the spiral bronzed staircases to the 
boxes, which are inserted in the angles of the 
amphitheatre, and its principal staircase de- 
serves by its size the much overworked epithet 
of a grand staircase. In all points of safety, 
convenience, and facility of entrance and exit, 
the new house seems to leave nothing to be 
desired.

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ITEMS ABOUT THE PRESIDENTS. 
Washington Correspondence of the Cleveland Leader. 

President Arthur was 53 years old last week. 
le was born Oct. 5, 1830. Ex-President Hayes was 
bern Oct. 4, 1822. The only other President born 
in Oetober was John Adams, who was born onthe 
19th, and was 62 years old when he was inaugurat- 
ed. Garfield, Pieroe, and Polk were born in No- 
vember; Andrew Johnson and Martin Van Buren 
in December; Millard Fillmore in January; Abra- 


ham Lineoln, William H. Uarrison, and George 
Washington in February; Jackson, Tyler, and Mad- 
ison in arch; Grant, Buchanan, Monroe, and 
Jefferson in April: John Quincy Adams in July; 
Zaebary Taylorin September. As to deaths, Gar- 
field died in September; Johnson, Van Buren, Tay- 
lor, Monroe, Jefferson, and John Adams in July: 
Lincoln and Harrison in April; Buchanan, Polk, 
Jaekson, and Madison in June; Pierce in October; 
Fillmore in March; Tylerin January; John Quinoy 
Adams in February, and George Washington tn 
December. Grant was our youngest President, 
having been 47 years old at the time he was inau- 
gurated. Frank Pierce came next, at the age of 49. 
Then came Garfield,. Fillmore, and Polk, each 50, 
Then Tvier and Arthur, both 51 years old, and 
both Vice-Presidents, succeeding to the Presidency 
by the death of Presidents. Abe Lincoln was ‘52 
when inaugurated, James Madison 54, Hayes ana 
Van Buren 55, Andy Johnson 57, Monroe, Jeffer- 
son, and John Quincy Adams 58, George Washing- 
ton 59, Andrew Jackson 62, Zachary Taylor 63, 
John Adams 65, James Buchanan 66. and 
William Harrison 68. Of these men Garfiela, 
Grant, Pierce, Taylor, Polk, Harrison, Jack- 
son, and Washington bore the title of Gen- 
eral and had _ military reputations. All of 
them had been in the Government employ in 
some capacity before their nomiuation, and some, 
puch as Van Buren, Jefferson, Monroe, and the 
two Adamses, had years of training in the Cabi- 
nets preceding them. John Quincy Adams re- 
ceived a salary from the United States Govern- 
ment for 69 years, and the sum total must have 
amounted to $500,000. At the close of his Prest- 
dential term he had had 52 years of office-holding, 
and his salary had aggregated $425,000; still, he 
had 17 vears of Congress after this, and died atthe 
Capitol at a Congressional session. At the age of 
i4he went to Russia as the private seeretary of

SPAIN AND THE SPANISH 


_—o———_ 
FRENOH SUSCEPTIBILI1Y WOUND- 
ED BY THE GERMAN EMPEROR. 
THE STATE OF FEELING IN PARIS ON THE 
EVE OF ALFONSO’S ARRIVAL—KING AND 
UHLAN—AN ENTERPRISING SON-IN-LAW. 
Panis, Sept. 28.—China and the Chinese 
have given place for the moment in the French 
mind to Spain and the Spanish. While await- 
ing the reply of the Chinese Government to 
what is called the Ferry memorandum the 
French press and people are discussing what 
they consider to be an affront to their na- 
tional pride. The dispute with China has 
given rise to no such bitter feeling as is mani- 
fested to-day in Paris because the German 
Emperor has made Alfonso XII. honorary 
Colonel of the Fifteenth Uhlans, and unless it 
sensibly calms down before to-morrow after- 
noon the young King of Spain will not have a 
very cordial welcome when he leaves the 
Northern Railway station. The cable will 
have told you long before this letter reaches 
New-York how the King was received, but it 
may be interesting to those who follow 
all the little incidents connected with 
French politics to know what the state of 
the public mind was on the eve of the young 
monarch’s arrival, The series of articles 
against France begun by the North German 
Gazette before the King of Spain started on 
his visit to Germany, and continued up to the 
present time, has not put the French public 
in astate of mind to endure any affronts 
coming from their conquerors, and when, @ 
few days ago, it was announced that the Em- 
peror William had appointed Alfonso XII. 
honorary Colonel of the Fifteenth Regiment of 
of Schleswig-Hoistein Uhlans, now in garrison 
at Strasbourg, it was the last straw that broke 


the camel’s back. While the provocative ar- 
ticles of the Berlin newspaper excited but 
little wrath, the news of Alfonso XII.’s nomi- 
nation has caused a very irritated feeling, and 
it is the young monarch who is catching it 
more than the Germans, although the ancient 
conquerors are not spared. It is in vain that 
the monarchical journals and some of the very 
moderate Republican organs try to soften the 
wrath of their countrymen by saying that the 
appointment is one of simple etiquette between 
sovereigns, and in no way intended as an in- 
sult to France, the other papers reply that a 
like mark of friendship and sympathy has 
never been shown to any of the direct prede- 
cessors of Alfonso XIL., and that the selection of 
a regiment doing duty in one of the conquered 
pores shows that the insult was intended. 
‘he appointment might have passed at oy 
other moment as a simple act of courtesy, fol- 
lowing a custom adopted in Germany and cer- 
tain otber countries, but now, while so many 
Frenchmen believe that the visit of the 
King of Spain has something to do 
with the reports of the entry of Spain 
into the alliance with Germany and Aus- 
tria, the act of the Emperor acquires an 
exceptional importance. Extensive fétes_ had 
been arranged in hovor of the young King. 
The President of the republic and all dis 
Ministers were to meet him at the railway sta- 
tion, a grand dinner at the Elysée, a review, a 
= representation at the opera and at the 
ancaise were among the things proposed and 
practically decided upon, when the news of 
Alfonso’s nomination fell like a bombshell in 
the French capital. The press at once began 
to protest against such honors toa young man 
who, on the eve of becoming the guest 
of France, had not had the good sense 
or the good taste to decline an appoint- 
ment which was an insult to his future 
entertainers. So strong was this concert 
of protestation that the Governmeént wisely 
concluded to modify its programme, and the 
reception honors will be confined to what is 
considered to be strictly necessary. To show 
how bitter the feeling is here 1 need only quote 
some of the expressions used by so moderate a 
journal as the, XLX. Siécle: “It might have 
been chivalrous on the part of the King of 
Spain, our guest of to-morrow, to have solicit- 
ed from the German Emperor some other regi- 
ment before this appointment was made pub- 
lic; but this idea probably never struck Al- 
fonso XII.’s mind. On the contrary, he was 
seen at the parade of the following day wheel- 
ing about in the fine new uniform of his 
grade. Afterall, perhaps he found that he 
could not shun this signal favor of the Em- 
2eror without showing a want of etiquette. 
ings have special ideas upon this sort of 
things and their skulls are not made like ours. 
We are tola that we ought not to be severe 
upon them for this. Very well. Only, the new 
Colonel will understand, without doubt, that 
he does not appear in this rdéle under a 
very favorable light to Frenchmen’s 
eyes. As for the official receptions, ex- 
cept the review, we hope they will 
take place. With regard to the Parisians, 
they are too civilized not to welcome the King 
with the politeness which is due to the head of 
a friendly nation; but they are also too patri- 
otic to show the King-Uhlan that they take 
much pleasuee in seeing him.’? The France is 
more severe: ‘* Let us leave to the Spaniards 
the care of giving to Don Alfonso the welcome 
that he merits upon his return to the Latin 
countries. if he passes through France on his 
way to Spain let emptiness and silence be the 
rule; let all the doors be closed to him!” “‘ We 
are convinced,” says the Justice, ** that his re- 
ception will be strictly official, and that no 
Frenchman will be found upon the passage of 
the commander of the Fifteenth Schleswig- 
Holstein regiment. The uprisings in Badajos, 
Seo d’Urgel, Barcelona, &c., sufficiently show 
that Isabella’s son represents Spain about as 
much as Napoleon LIL. represented the French 
people. The Spanish Kepublicans who have 
just tried to break down the throne of Alfonso 
X1L, and who are all ready to begin again, 
will thank us for leaving an empty space upon 
the passage of the Emperor William’s pro- 
tégé.” Even the /igaro thinks ** that Alfonso 
XiL. is in the right way to alienate the sym- 
pathies that the Parisiansasked nothing better 
than to show him as he passed through the 
French capital.” 

These extracts will serve to indicate how 
excited French feeling is at the present time, 
and the fact that many of the journals give to 
the people the wise counsel to abstain from all 
outward manifestation of their displeasure is 
a sure sign that the irritation is very strong. 
As no subject is too serious for a Frenchman 
to joke about, one of the chroniquers pretends 
that he has found the origin of the custotn of 
giving these honorary titles. It dates, he says, 
trom Krederick the Great, who was so poor 
that he never paid any of his tradespeople, 
and especially his tailor. This latter indi- 
vidual hit upon the following plan to get even 
with his Majesty: Hedemanded an audience 
of the King, and once in his presence he threw 
himself at his feet and said to him, “ Your 
Majesty is aware that he owes me a great 
deal of money, bet I[ appreciate too 
much the preference that he shows me 
to complain. However, there is a means 
of paving the account without it costing 
bis Majesty one cent. Many sovereigns, Grand 
Dukes, and reigning Princes come tv visit the 
most illustrious warrior of his time. They 
would all be happy of an honorary title which 
would attach them to the King of Prussia. 
If his Majesty wished he could give to these 
sovereigns some honorary tities of General or 
Colonel in his brilliant army. In letting me 
know in advance the grade and the regiment 
destined for one of these august guests I should 
know how to prepare myself to have his meas- 
ure, I should only have to give something 
to one of the valets attached to his person, 
and the very day when your Majesty gave 
him his honorary grade 1 should have the 
honor of calling upon him and of delivering 
the uniform that he would be so proud to 
wear during his stay here. Naturally, the 
bill of tailor in ordinary to his Majesty the 
King of Prussia would be pinned on to the 
uniform !” 

Some of the newspapers have not poured out 
ali their wrath on King Alfonso and the Ger- 
man Emperor. The monarchical organs and 
those republican journals which do not like 
the Elysée policy are crying out against the 
undue pretensions of M. Wilson, (Daniel for the 
ladies,) President Grévy’s son-in-law. Ever 
since M. Wilson married Mile. Alice Grévy he 
has occupied apartments at the Elys¢e Palace 
and taken a very active part in politics. He 
has been a sovpt of Warwick on a small scale. 
All the favors dispensed at the Elys¢e are pre- 
sumed to have the approval of M, Wilson first, 
and as he is very ambitious for political 
honors, he is supposed to neglect no opportu- 
nity of furthering his own interests and 
to sometimes go beyond the bounds dic- 
tated by good taste and even Jegulity. To 
inerease his influence M. Wilson established 
at Tours a few months ago a newspaper cailed 
La Petite Franee. A newspaper having an 
attachment so near the throne naturally 
passes as a semi-official organ, and is one that 
no man who wishes to be well informed as to 
what is going on in the political world can do 
without. Consequently La Petite France is 
widely is getting to be 


power, as is commonly.said. Unfortunately 
for the other French newspa they cannot 
all have a son-in-law of the Preslddut as their 
chief informant, and the result is that La 
Petite France has lately been getting a good 
deal of news ahead of its rivals; ahead of the 
Journal Officiel even. This was too much for 
the other newspapers, and they have opened a 
lively fire upon M. Wilson and M. Grévy. 
The owner of La Petite France is accused not 
only of sending his own letters stamped with 
the Presidential frank, but of opening those ad- 
dressed to his father-in-law and of telegraphing 
their contents to his newspaper. So great has 
this scandal become that some of the newspa- 
pers speak of an interpellation on the subject 
as soon asthe Chamber meets, M. Wilson is 
a man who has been a subject of public Rossip 
in various ways a great part of his life. Twen- 
ty years ago he was one of the most noted of 
the jeunesse dorée. He was of a fair com- 
plexion, remarkably elegant in his form and 
dress, and as he had plenty of money his dis- 
sipations at the Café Anglais became famous. 
His prodigality with his boon companions of 
both sexes was so great that his family was 
obliged to take legal means to prevent the utter 
waste of a very large fortune. After this ex- 
tensive sowing of wild oats M. Wilson sudden- 
ly turned about and began to take life serious- 
ly. Hehad a taste for financial and econom- 
ical subjects, and he applied himself so closely 
and successfully to the study of them that he 
has become one of the most prominent future 
Repubiican candidates for the post of Minister 
of Iinance; he has already occupied the posi- 
tions of Financial Under Scretery and Presi- 
dent of the Budget Committee of the Chamber 
of Deputies. M. Wilson entered political life 
in 1869 as one of the representatives of the 
Indre-et- Loire, in which department is situated 
his magnificent property of the celebrated 
Touranian chAteau of Chenarceau, built under 
Francois I. for Thomas Bohier. 

There is a dispute over ‘lurgenieff’s will, 
which has just been opened. For many years 
before his death Turgenieff lived with his 
friend Louis Viardot, husband of the cele- 
brated Pauline Garcia. The novelist had his 
own apartments in their hotel in the Rue de 
Douai, at Paris, and he had constructed a lit- 
tle summer-house in a corner of their park at 
Bougival, where he died. At his death seals 
were immediately placed upon his cottage at 
Bougival by the Russian Consul and the Jus- 
tice of the Peace at Marly, and upon his 
apartment at Paris by the Justice of the Ninth 
Arrondissement. It appears that Turgenieff 
left a natural daughter, whom he legally rec- 
ognized in 1865. This daughter married, some 
years ago, a M. Brtiére, the contestant, but 
she soon afterward disappeared. Shortly be- 
fore his death Turgenieff made a_ holo- 
graphic will in favor of Mme, Viardot, 
institiiting her his sole legates. In order 
that this will may be valid, it is neces- 
sary, according to Russian law, that’ it 
should at first be officially confirmed, by sight, 
before the Russian courts, As this formality 
has not yet been fulfilled the testament cannot 
be executed, Turgenieff left property iu 
Russia, composed of patrimonial goods, valued 
at $80,000; this property must, in any case, 
return to the Russian kindred of the writer. 
Besides this property he left hardly anything 
except the income from his works, his personal 
furniture, and small objects without special 
value. it is over the succession of this personal 
property that the struggle has bégun. Mme. 
Viardot demands that the seals be broken 
upon his rooms in her house at Paris. She is 
the proprietor of the house where Turgenieff 
resided simply asa guest during his life, and she 
claims that those who placed the seals had no 
right to do so, as the Russian law does not per- 
mit the recognition of a natural child, and that 
outside of legitimate children there can only 
exist an adoption by means of an imperial 
ukase. M. Bruére’s counsel claim that his 
client, represeating the only heir of M. Tur- 
genieff, ought alone to break the seals in pres- 
ence of the Russian Consul, who represents all 
the Russiap parties concerned, and that Mme. 
Viardot, on the contrary, has no right, since 
she only produces a will which before 1t has 
besn officially confirmed in Russia and pre- 
sented to the President of the French tribunal 
is without any value. The President of the 
court of reference has decided that upon the 
request of the Russian Consul the seals may 
be withdrawn and an inventory of the prop- 
erty made in presence of M. Bruére and Mme, 
Viardot. Itis not likely that the case will 
stop here, and we shall undoubtedly have the 
painful spectacle of seeing the novelist’s pri- 
vate affairs spread before a higher court. 

One of the first duties of the Chambers when 
they meet next month will be to vote the 
budget for 1884. Already a deficit is foreseen 
for the —_ and to meet it an increase in the 
tax on liquors is proposed. The gradual in- 
crease in the State budget comes in great part 
from the enormous and constantly growing 
number of public functionaries. The Govern- 
ment offices are overrun with employes, and 
Deputies and Senators still keep trying to 
“place their constituents.” The city re- 
ceipts since Jan. 1 are also below the es- 
timates, and the Municipal Council will 
next month be obliged on its part 
to vote an additional tax of some 
centimes to meet this deficit. ‘These are a few 
of the principal items of the next city budget, 
The total amount of the estimated expenses for 
1884 is $51,960,646, which is an increase of 
$1,227,977 80. The interest on the city debt 
absorbs $21,927,734. The expenses of the ew- 
ploves attached to the Préfecture, tho Mayors’ 
offices, and the municipal Treasury amount to 
$1,309,000, Keeping the public street in re- 
pair costs $4,205,834, while an additional sam 
of $1,367,030 is required for the various public 
gardens, trees, lighting, &c., and educational 
expenses take $4,761,643, public charities $4,- 
021,400, and the Préfecture of Police $4,790,366, 
an increase of $43,400, caused by the augmen- 
tation of the salaries of the secretaries of the 
Police Commissaries. 

The Metropolitan Museum is soon to receive 
a curious and interesting collection from 
Paris. Mr, William H. Huntington, who has 
lived here for the past 30 years, and who was, 
by the wav, the drst Parisian correspondent 
of THe Times, has collected during the past 
17 years a wonderful lot of portraits, medal- 
lions, engravings, &c., of Washington, Frank- 
lin, and Lafayette, which he has presented to 
the museum. There are about 1,600 pieces in 
the collection, of which nearly 1,400 are en- 
gravings. The artistic value of this collection 
is not great, bat it represents an amount of 
patient and faithful research which entitles 1ts 
collector to the gratitude of all the persons 
who take an interest in the three heroes so in- 
timately connected with our national inde- 
pendence. Amateurs will find, when the col- 
lection is placed on view, a greatmany curious 
likenesses that they never saw before. 

Sarah Bernhardt, who bas already promised 
to create the leading role in 48 dramas or com- 
edies at the Porte Saint-Martin Theatre this 
season, has just added another one to the lisi; 
it is a dramatization of Mme. George de Pey- 
rebrune’s novel, ‘* Gatierne,” made by Wil- 
liam Busnach.

MR. VILLARD’S GUESTS ON AN EX- 
CURSION OF THEIR OWN. 

A VISIT TO BRITISH COLUMBIA AND A BAN- 
QUET AT WHICH THE JOURNALISTS. 
ACTED AS HOSTS. 

Victorta, British Columbia, Sept. 17.— 
For the past few days the journalists and ar- 
tists of the Northern Pacific opening excursion 
have been ona junket of theirown. Detach- 
ing themselves from the main party, they 
were given, by the courtesy of Mr. Villard, 
special facilities of travel. With a special 
steamer on the Columbia, another on Puget 
Sound, and a special train from the river to the 
sound, we have managed to see a great deal of 
new country under the most favorable ana 
pléasant conditions, The distance from Ka- 
lama, on the Columbia, to Tacoma, Washing- 
ton Territory, on the sound, is a little over 100 
miles. Taking the steamer at Portland, we 
descended the river 42 miles, and crossed 
the intervening country by rail, reach- 
ing Tacoma about noon. Kalama was a 
place of great expectations, as it was 
at one time supposed that it would be the ter- 
minus of the Northern Pacific Railway sys- 
tem, ‘These expectations have not been real- 
ized. The railroad is not yet fully completed 
to a point opposite the town on the Oregon 
side, but soon will be, and meantime it has 
been pushed northward to Puget Sound, where 
the contest for terminal honors is carried on 
between several ambitious cities. Thé boom 
of Tacoma is wholly a railroad one. ‘he town 
has admirable shipping facilities, a deep and 
commodious harbor, and a fine site. But the 
natural resources of the surrounding country 
do not compare with those of Seattle, its near- 
est rival. At present one of'the chief prod- 
nets on which Tacoma relies is the hop har- 
vest of the Puyallup conntry, a fertile but 
limited valley from which have been gathered 
some of the most extraordinary crops ever 
known in any country. The town of Kalama 
is built at the lower and inner end of a bluff 
which pushes a bold front out into the waters 
ot thesound. The place, however, is growing 
so rapidly that the entire bluff will soon be 
covered with sibstantial and handsome houses. 

_The pilgrims were cdrdially received at 
Kalama ; an impromptu banquet was prepared 
in the public hall; speeches were made and 
toasts enthusiastically drunk, and then the 
party embarked on the steamer North Pacific 
for a cruise on the bright blue waters of Puget 
Sound. Seattle, situated beautifully on ‘the 
eastern shore of the sound, with a population 
of 10,000, next received us with music, illumina- 
tions and the inevitable banquet and speeches. 
Here is the great shipping point for the lum- 
ber, coal, timber, and other valuable products 
in which the Seattle country, 1s_ rich, 
The town is beautifally situated on Elliot’s 
Bay, and so surrounded on all sides by a chain 
of lakes and bays as to be almost completely 
islanded. Everybody is astonished to find in 
this wilderness so big and well built a city. 
Whirled through the place, although we were 
by the light of illuminations, and not by day, 
we could not help sharing in the usual surprise 
of the stranger. There are -costly dwellings 
and business blocks, well-built ana gas-lighted 
streets, and a busy and wide-awake peo- 
ple, where was lately a comparative solitude. 

Vhen Mr. Carl Schurz was here the other day 
he greatly offended the people by saying that 
he did not know that there was in the world 
suck a place as Seattle until just before he left 
New-York. Considering that Mr. Schurz was 
once Secretary of the Interior, and should 
have known all about his adopted country, 
the Seattle folks who fondly imagine that the 
fame of their city has gone throughout all the 
earth, have some reason or their resentment. 
But perhaps Mr. Schurz had read Edward Evy- 
erett Hale’s charming romance, ‘‘ Around the 
World in a Hack,” and took it for granted that 
the Seattle mentioned in the tale was only a 
figment of the author’s imagination. The fact 
is, however, that Seattle isa very much alive 
city, and, when we had taken in its beautiful 
situation on a hill overlooking Puget Sound, 
had been entertained with even effusive hospi- 
tality, and had been escorted to the steamer’s 
dock with cheers and music, we sailed forth 
into the silent night with a sense of relief. 
At last we were tree to digest our newly ac- 
quired stores of information, as well as our 
banquets. 

No more delightful cruising ground for pleas- 
ure craft can beimagined than that traversed 
by the North Pacific up the western coast of 
Puget Sound, threading among the islands, 
entering the mouth of the Strait of Georgia. 
and doubling backward through the Rosario 
Strait, and thence to Victoria. It is a roman- 
tic region, peopled with traditions of early 
maritime adventure. Hither came the navi- 
gators of the fifteenth and sixteenth centuries, 
leaving their names on headlands, islands, 
mountains, and bodies of water. The Eng- 
lish voyagers, Cook, Vancouver, and 
Meares; the Spanish explorers, De Haro, 
Perez, Heceta, and Quadra, and _ the 
American Captains Gray and Kendrick, and 
the surveyors, Lewis and Clark, all contribut- 
ed to the world’s knowledge of this wonderful 
archipelago. In our own time, the contest 
over the boundary between the United States 
and the British possessions has given special 
interest to the region through which our voy- 
age was projected. Passing northward through 
Rosario Strait, which was the channel through 
which the American line ran until, by the ar- 
bitration of the Emperor of Germany, it was 
shifted westward to ‘De Haro Strait, 
we wind our devious way among innu- 
merable islands of various size. These 
islands rise boldly from the depths, rocky and 
precipitous as to their shores, and crowned 
with pines, firs, hemlock, and spruce. At 
times it is not difficuit to imagine one’s self 
among the rock-bound shores of Maine. Again, 
the vista opens before us into long aisles of 
green, rock-ribbed but clad with verdure, and 
the blue sky is mirrored in the glassy floor. Then 
we may fancy that we are exploring the Thou- 
sand Islands of the'St. Lawrence. Nearly all 
of the islands are occupied by settlers under 
the pre-emption laws of the United States, al- 
though few of them show signs of actual habi- 
‘tation. On some of the smaller islets sheep 
are pastured with great profit and security. 
The settlers on the larger islands raise grain, 
wonderful vegetables, and various flocks and 
herds. They take their products to Seattle in 
their own boats, returning with the goods and 
supplies needed for their farms. Everywhere 
the water is deep enough to float the largest 
ships known to the commerce of the world. 
At points along our route we were surprised 
to see vessels of several hundred tons burden 
lying close up against the rocky shores, as 
craft might lie at the side of a great 
pier in New-York Harbor. In the hori- 
yon rise snow-clad peaks and lofty 
mountain ranges framing the picture, 
as it were, with scenery heroic and even colos- 
sal. No such panorama of sea, sky, moun- 
tain, and shore, I take it, can be found any- 
where else upon the globe. Much has been 
written about fhe wonders of Puget Sound. 
It seems to me that the chief charm of this now 
famous region lies in its infinite variety. ‘The 
voyage is full of surprises. Winding passages 
are disclosed where the rocky cliffs seem to 
bar all further progress. New vistas open on 
the right and on the left, when we seem to 
bave exhausted all the hidden resources of the 
region. And the passing ciouds or sudden 
sun-bursts give a perpetual and ever-changing 
variety of light and shade to the panorama. 

Entering the harbor of Victoria one may 
look out through the Strait of Juan de Fuca 
westward to the sea. To the southward rises 
the Olympian Range, in Washington Territory, 
the sharp peaks covered with snow, pale and 
rose-colored in the evening light, and violet 
aud purple in the shadows. The harbor is land- 
locked, and rounding a bold promoter the 
visitor is almost startled when he beholds 
a substantial English town standing on 
a noble declevity that slopes to the 
water’s edge. ‘The place is pervaded with a 
truly British air. Even the buildings have an 
aspect of hauteur and conservatism. The peo- 
ple are slow-going, dignified, and substantial. 
At the hotels you will find the bar-room and 
the office in one, and when you go to bec you 
will finda bedroom candie on the table, al- 
though gasis used in the house. Cleanliness, 
siugness, thrift, and dullness reign supreme. 
The Post Office sells no postage-stamps, as 
it is ‘too much bother,” but refers 
one to a stationer, who receives a 
commission for selling stamps to the 
public. Nobody isina hurry, and, although 
we find the people civil and obliging, we have 
a feeling that we are intruding on the rest and 
repose of a happy and contented community. 
They are a wholesome aad hearty looking lot, 
theee British colonists. The voung people es- 
pecially, they who are born on the soil, are 
ruddy-faced, handsome, and sturdy. The 
young fellows are vigorous and the girls are 
blooming as English roses. I am bound to 
say, however, that the fair creatures seen at 
church or on the streets are almost invariably 
badly dressed and far from sylph-like in their 
movements. But the solidity of the rising 
generation is.something greatly to be admired. 

The Parliamént Buildings and the naval sta- 
tion at Esquimalt are the principal show- 
places here. ther are worth any special 


admirable. The Dominion — 
building a dry-dock which is to cost amin 
money, and which is to be the 

and glory of British Columbia. — Inquiry 
among the citizens developed almost 
no sentiment in favor of annexation 
to the United States. The fact is that no 
Anglo-Saxon (possibly no civilized man) 
changes his nationality readily, although we 
sometimes talk lightly of annexing the terri- 
tory of our neighbors, with their consent. 
The people of Victoria have a stable and hon- 
est Government, a delightful abode, and possi- 
bilities in the future. They feel that their 
island is of inestimable value to the imperial 
Government, as their naval station is of prime 
importance in the maintenance of British na- 
vai strength in the PacificOcean. ‘The certain 
prospacs of the completion of the Canadian 

acific Railroad—an event now fixed for 1886 
—also serves to knit the people of British Co- 
lumbia more closely to the Dominion of which 
it forms an integral part. 

But the resources of the Province of British 
Columbia are barely equal to the government- 
al burden imposed upon them. There is some- 
thing almost ludicrous in contemplating the 
top-beaviness of the local provincial Govern- 
ment. The Lieutenant-General, who must 
needs be a high and mighty person, is appoint- 
ed by the Dominion Government, He selects 
his own Cabinet, the members of which are 
known as the Premier, (wno is also Chief Com- 
missioner of Lands and Works,) the Attorney- 
General, the Minister of Finance and Agricul- 
ture, and the President of the Council, 
This is a ‘responsible Ministry,” and 
when a Cabinet crisis happens, (as it 
seldom . does,) the Ministers may be 
dismissed and a new Cabinet formed, or the 
Legislative Assembly may be dissoived and an 
appeal to the constituencies be taken. As the 
Ministers are also members of the Assembly, 
which is the only legislative body in the Prov- 
ince, and has 25 seats, a determination of the 
matter is readily reached. The Government 
reminds one of the Grand Duchy of Gerolsteia, 
and Victoria, with its petty social details, is 
Little Pedlington. 

Asthe journalists had been so often ban- 
queted and dined by others during their vari- 
ous peregrinations, it was resolved that they 
should for once play the part of hosts. They 
accordingly invited the editors of the three 
Victoria papers, the Mayor, the Lientenant- 
Governor of the Province, the members of the 
Cabinet, and the American Consul to a lunch- 
eon on board the North Pacific. The Lieu- 
tenant-Governor was absent,on the mainland, 
but all the other guests responded in person to 
our friendly invitation, and we had a very 
jolly time. As one of the speakers semi- 
jocosely remarked, the party was a 
unique one, as it’ represented more brain 
power than had ever been imported to British 
Columbia in a single ship. There were men 
from editorial establishments in New-York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Louisville, Chicago, St. 
Paul, St. Louis, Baltimore, Minneapolis, and 
various other cities of note. The Minister of 
Finance, Mr. Robson, acknowledged that he 
spoke with much trepidation in such a com- 
pany of newspaper men, and he discreetly 
made his speech very short. The Premier, 
Mr. Smithe, was less disturbed, however, by 
the presence of the scribes, and he attacked the 
question of annexation with great boldness, 
not only asserting that the annexation 
of sritish Columbia to the United 
States was impossible, but that it was 
net improbable that in generations yet 
to come, the continent of North America 
would see two, if not three, confederations of 
the Anglo-Saxon race, the lower boundary 
line of the mest northerly beginning atthe 
mouth of the Columbia and running across 
the continent to the Atlantic Ocean. This 
gavea cue to the subsequent speakers, who 
discussed annexation and kindred topics with 
great animation, and the luncheon party be- 
came an international episode of great interest. 
Some of the visitors were disposed to regard 
the Premier's speech as in bad taste; but, as it 
is not often that a colonial Premier has an 
opportunity to advertise his country to 
40 keen-witted journalists, his zeal was 
commendable, even if his discretion 
lagged behind. One of the touching features 
of this notable gathering of Americans under 
the British flag was the eloquent speech of 

United States Consul Francis, who has faith- 
fully served on this distant and thankless post 
for 22 years. Mr. Francts is well stricken in 
years, and when he had gaid, in response to a 
call from the Chairman, that he was never so 
proud and happy in his life as now, his emo- 
tions overcame him and he sat down speech- 
less. So true is it that ‘Silence, though it 
has no tongue. speaks with most miraculons 
organ.” So, with cheers for our guests and 
for ‘the old flag’? we love so well, we make 
ready to sail away southward to American 
soil once more. N. B.

POSSESSION OF $30,000 WORTH OF LAND. 
Correspondence of the Kansas City Journal. 
INDEPENDENCE, Mo., Oct. 8.—The Jones 
case, from Lafayette, which has been on trial here, 
presents the present Democratic Governor ina 
new light. Itseems that Alfred Jones, who lived 
near Lexington at the commencement of the war, 
was one of the wealthy and substantial citizens of 


Lafayette, owning two fine farms, 20 or 40 slaves, 
and other property. On oneof these (the farm 
now in controversy) there was a most elegant resi- 
dence, within one mile of the eity limits, 
and, as the witnesses testified, the best house 
in the county with two exceptions. Jenes 
being a rampant and violent Southern man, 
had frequently to leave home. Before doing 
so he executed a deed of trust to secure, as he 
supposed, all of the debts he owed, but omitted, 
probably by oversight, several small debts, on 
somé of which he was merely security; but all 
of them amounted to only about $1,200, which he 
could have easily paid bat for the troubles of the 
war and his absenceffrom howe, It seems thata few 
parties having their eyes on Jones’s two tine farms, 
got control of these claims. ‘They then sued him 
during the warand while he was away, then put 
up and sold these two farms, one of 108 acres with 
a palatial residence thereon, and the other of 200 
acres. At this sale T. T. Crittenden anda few 
sharp land grabbers. under an agreement between 
them, bought these two farms for the very munifi- 
cent price of $7. On this sale they get and now 
own the farm of 200 acres said to be worth at a low 
estimate $15,000. By a legal quibble and suit they 
got possession of the other place with the fine house. 
The Supreme Court bas twice decided against the 
grasping Governorfas to the latter farm, yet he 
and his partners hold on, and have for the third 
time appealed to the Supreme Court from the 
judgment of Saturday. The object in view is to 
wear out and break down the old man, new 75 
years of age, and his son. This suit is to get Dack 
the place With the fine house from Crittenden & 
Co. From this farm they have eollected rents for 
11 years, and, knowing that in the end they must 
loge it, have permitted the house to go to rack and 
ruin. Gen. Shelby, who was a witness for Jones, 
stated on the stand that the house and surrounda- 
ings were most elegant, including 20 acres in fruits 
of all kinds, and that itis now a wreck. Oritten- 
agen & Co, put the old man and his family outin 
inclement weather in March, and for montns 
they camped out in an old and = aban- 
doned railroad shanty. The court on _ Sat- 
urday, under the law, was compelled to 
exclude from the consideration of the jury several 
years of reots and damages, owing to tbe fact that 
the tenant of Crittenden & Co., whom the law re- 
quired for form’s sake to be joined in the suit, had 
not been in possession for the first few years. It is 
understood that a suit for these years will be 
br ught against the Governor in another form, and 
be be made to disgorge. Strange to say the jury 
only found a verdiot for Jones for possession and 
$2,300 damages. It is thougit that political eonsid- 
erations influenced some of the jury, as the major- 
ity were for much larger damages. The court told 
the jury that Crittenden & Co. were wrongfully in 
possession, and that Jones had the right to the pos- 
session. 


AN ABSCONDER'S FORESIGHT.

The 
house occupied by Mr. Read’s family in this city 
stands in his wife’s name, and when sne left to 
join her husband arrangements were made to have 
the rent forwarded toher. Mr. Read has secured 
a situation in Leavenworth, Kan., but his creditors 
hereabouts Jearn that he has arranged matters so 
that they cannot touch his wages.

FOR MIDDAY LUNCHES. 

A tall, comfortably clad German, with a 
clean-shaven and benevolent face, stands cuard 
over a very large willow basket at the Mail-street 
entrance tothe Post Office for at least two hours 
every day except Sundays. He usually arrives 
there about 11 A, M., and goes away soon after 1. 
He sometimes wears an apron made of bed-ticking, 
which is tied around his neck and around bis waist 
and flaps loosely about his ankles. In this apron is 
a pocket, which contains a huge yellow silk band- 
kerchief. This silk handkerchief performs all of 
the legitimate duties of a handkerchief, and in ad- 
dition helps to give a lustre to the red apples 


that nestle invitingly in one coruer of the great 
basket. “Unele John,” as he is called, has sold 
apples and cakes to the employes of the Post 
Office and the drivers of the mail wagons for a 
long time. His obliging ways and the cheapness 
of his wares won for him a profitable patronage, 
which he enjoyed undisturbed for several months. 
His basket came tothe Post Office filled to the 
brim with tarts, cookies, apple turnovers, and red 
apples, and generally went away empty. 
“J made a bie tool of myself,” said Unele Jokn, 
a day or two ago, in reply to a casual inquiry as to 
how he was getting on. 
“What is the matter?” 
“ {trust toomuch. The men and the boys all 
paid me eash down when I first come, but after 
awhile they say, ‘John, trust me until to-morrow.’ 
I don't like to be mean, and I say ‘all right.’ But 
4hey would not all pay me the next day. They 
would come aud get 5 or 10 cents’ worth more and 
tell me to add it to what they owed me. Some of 
the boys around here owe meas mueh as 75 cents.” 
“You don’t think they will cheat you, do yeu?’ 
“T don’t care so much for that,” replied the 
mild old man, sorrowfally, ‘‘but 1 lose me my 
h customers.”

;*"fbis makes 17 cents that | owe you, Uncle Jobn,”’ 
calmly remarked the boy as be walked away. A 

| gentle look of surprise and a shrug of the shoulders 

‘was “ Uncle John’s” only response. 

The brisk young colored man when asked how 
business was replied with vivacity: ‘It’s tip top. 
I sell all that I can carry. I visit two other places 
‘besides this, and nearly all of the boys in Commis- 
sioner Fink's office buy their Imnchesof me. What 
do Isell? Well, you can see for yourself. In tbis 
basket I have got sandwiches made with ham, 
roast beef, chicken. cheese, sardines, and lobster 
‘salad. The lobster salad sandwiches come a little 
high, but a good many of my customers like them 
and they don't object to paying me 15 cents apiece 
‘for them. ln this other basket I carry doughnuts 
‘and apples, and in this little square box I have got 
different kinds of pie. Any cakes? Oh, no, sir. 
‘I don't carry anything of that kind. My custom- 
ers want something more substantial. That good 
natured German ever there sells cakes and sweet 
tarts, but I do not think that he is selling as many 
as he did at first. Men do not like to eat such 
sweet stuff all of the time.” 

‘The German says that you are taking his trade 


away from him.” 
“Does he? Well it is hisown fault and I have 


‘told him so. There is business enough for both of 


us, but he is determined to stick to his greasy apple 
turnovers and his sweet cakes. If he would sell 
he would 
have. no cause to complain. Eh, the white 
paper? Yes, that’s an idea of mine too. You 
see I supply a nice class of men and they ere 
ia iittle particular about baving what they eat 
‘handled, so 1 just wrap a nice clean piece of white 
{paver around each sandwich or piece of pie. The 
extra cost is only a trifie and it pleases my custom- 
ers. No, Sir, 1 do not trust. That is, I don't 
trust from day today. Some of my regular cus- 
tomers pay me by the week and others pay me 
every two weeks, but that is according to arrange- 
ment. I will not keep any open accounts of 5 cents 
‘bere 10 cents there, as some peddilersdo. It 
con't pay. A chap will get into you for more than 
he can pay and then he will gosomewhere else and 
spend his ready cash." 
“How much do you make a week at this busi- 
ness?” persisted the questioner. 
“From $16 to $18 I sell $8 or $9 worth of stuff 
every day, and about 30 per cent of my receipts is 
rofit. Yes, it takes pretty much all of my time. 
buy and cook all of my meats, make my own 
pies and select my bread or biseuits for my sand- 
wiches. I buy my apples by the barrel. I generally 
t home about 3 o’clock every afternoon and 
pend the rest of the day 1m getting ready for the 
next day’s business. How much does * Honest 
dJobn’ make? Well, Ican’t tellexactiy. He surely 
earns a comfortable living and lays by something 
besides. I understanas that he owns two houses.”’

* Skimeree—soup or stew, I s’pose you'd call it,” 
replied the white-haired Airican, as he removed 
the steaming kettle from over the fire and dumped 
seme potatoes, cut tomatoes, onions, celery, smal! 
pieces of bacon or fat pork. turnips, and other in- 
gredients into a pot with the minced reptiles. Then 
he stirred the whole up together with his knife, 
poured boiling water into the pot, pluced it over 
the fire, and added fresh wood to the fire.

gal anywhar, until one day the mistress happened

Then 
you : ‘It is quite possible, in view of the 
speed &ttained by the Aarania previous to the ac- 
cident to her machinery, that she is as fast as, if 
not faster than, the Alaska and Rome.” We oan- 
not understand how the Aurania is as fast as the 
Alaska, ber best day’s run being 429 knots, and 
that of the Alaska being 447 knots. Then you 
say: “ Thenew National Line steamer America is 
buildingin the same yard in which the Alaska, 
Arizona, and Oregon were built.”’ This is also in- 
correct, asthe three steamers named were built 
by John Elder & Co, at Govan, and the America 
is building by J. & G. Thomson at Glasgow. 
Then you say: “Hitherto the National Steam- 
ship Company, which can boast of never having 
lost a passenger during the sixteen years of its ex- 
istence—a boast which no other company can 
make except the Cunard Company.” ‘This is also 
a mistake, as the Guion Line have so far been just 
as fortunate and can likewise boast that it has 
never lost a passenger. I regret that our favorite 
Times should have fallen unto so many errors in 
one article and thus caused us to drop this friendly 
note of correction, trusting that it will find place 
in your columns and that it will not again fali into 
such grievous errors of faet.

AN OLD CAR-GRIP. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your correspondent, A. W. Hall, claims the 
invention of a traction puley-grip and he may 
bave designed the grip he claims, but I think Col. 
Paine would be saving a great deal of money and 
more valuable time, if he were simply to adopt the 
plan of grip that was used for years with every 
success on the Blackwall Railway in London, Eng- 


land, befdre the introduction of the modern loco- 
motive, This line of railway ran from Fenchurch- 
street Station, London. to Blackwall, a distance of 
some miies, and was entirely operated by a trac- 
tion rope, which was gripped and let loose as the 
stations (of which there were séverail) were ap- 
proached or left. There were always many cars at 
intervals on both the up and down tracks, and the 
line was operated precisely as the line of railway 
on the Brooklyn Bridge, by a stationary engine at 
either end. I have traveled dozens of times by 
this railway, and on no occasion was there the 
slightest hitch or delay; consequently I feel justi- 
fied in recommending the adoption of the grip 
therein use. The last time I traveled with the 
**traction” on said line was In 1847—36 years ago— 
in which year, I think, the more powerful modern

BRAVE CAVALRY REGIMENTS. 


THE SECOND NEW-YORK’S. RECORD. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

**A Former Officer of the Fifth New-York 
Cavalry,” in Tux Times of Oct. 7, challenges my 
remark, in a previous issue, that the Second New- 
York Cavalry was engaged in more contests with 
the enemy than any other regiment in the late war, 


and aeserts that his regiment participated in 171 
engagements. I most willingly admit that the 
Fifth New-York was one of the grardest and 
bravest regiments that this country ever produced. 
No cavalry regiment surpassed it in hard fighting 
and heavy casualties. Its officers were very 
able. Its Colonel, John Hammond, was one 
of the noblest characters I ever. met. 
The iargest part of its history was made side by 


side with the Second New-York, in the First Bri- 
gade of the Third Cavalry Division, and the two 
regiments fared much alike therein as to the num- 
ber of conflicts with the Confederates. But pre- 
vious to that period the list of actions conuted up 


faster in the Second New-York, for the following 
reasons: The record of the Second New-York be- 
gan earlier than the date mentioned as the begin- 
ning of the Fifth’s bloody history. /n the Fall of 
1861 a part of the Second New-York seryed 
with Gen. E. D. Baker in the Bali’s Bluff 
campaign. From April to November, in 1862, four 
companies, on duty at head-quarters, First Army 
Corps, were called upon by Gens, McDowell and 
Pope, and later, by Gens. Meade and Reynolds, 
for almost daily scouts, reconnoissaneea, and 
picket, in which many encounters were had with 
the Confederates, while, during the same period, 
the eight companies remaining with the main body 
of the cavalry were in action as often as any other 
regiment. ‘hus, the Second New-York muitiplied 
engagements more rapidly than an undiviied regi- 
ment. Moreover, jt will not be denied that Gen. 
Kilpatrick's tireless energy lea him, while at the 
head of the Second New-York. to more frequent 
combats with tne enemy than almost any other 
regimental commander, nor later, at the head of 
the Third Division, that he pushed his old regiment 
to the front, thereby bringing it into collision with 
the enemy oftener than its regular turn of duty. 

1 did not attempt to give the precise number of 
conflicts in whieh the Second New-York, in whole 
or in part, participated, but if all its brushes with 
the enemy were called ‘‘engageménts,”’ there 
would be nothing left of the critielem of the Fifth 
New-York officer.

WHAT THE FIFTH NEW-YORE DID. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

The account by ‘‘Harris Light Cavalry” of 
the capture of Lee's last rations is undoubtedly 
true. They were a spiendia regiment. I feel in- 
adequate to do them justice, for they are deserv 
ing of much honor. They were ledto the gates of 
Richmond several times by Gens. Kilpatrick and 
Sheridan. There was a detachment of the Harris 
Light Cavalry with Col. Ulric Dahlgren’s famous 
“ five hundred” that was made up from different 
regiments. He led them inside the city limits of 
Richmond on that dark and terrible night. March 
1, 1864, and they were the first Union troops that 
entered Richmond, anything to the contrary not 
withstanding, 

As a member of the Fifth New-York Cavalry (Isa 
Harris Guards) I must, in justice to my regiment, 
take exception when he says the Seeond New- 


York Cavalry participated in more engagements 
than apy regiment in the Union army. He viaims 
100 engagements and 3,000 enlistments on its mus- 
ter-rolls, which is a glorious record. But the his- 
toric records of the Fitth New-York Cavalry show 
171 engagements, and during its four years of ser 
vice it had 8,038 enlistments on its muster-rolis. 
The original veterans remaining July 19, 1865, num- 
bered 167. I will quote the late Seeretary of War, 
FE. M. Stanton, in reference to the Fifth New- 
York Cavairy, after the battle of Cedar Creek, Va 
Oct. 19, 1864, that it was the best regiment in the 
United States service, and had captured more 
artillery end battle-flags and participated in 
more engagements than any other regiment in 
the Union service. I may not have written 
the words exactly as he said them, but they are 
correct in the main: “ Harris Light Cavairy"’ will 
pardon me if 1 tell him what the Fifth New-York 
Cavalry did on that day at Clear Creek, Va., 
although the Uarria Light Cavalry did yeoman 
service that day, as did all of Custer's division. 
After turning both flanks of the euemy and driving 
it in confusion across Cedar Creek, on the right, 
the division was left in command of Col. A. C, M. 
Penuington, Jr., when the gallant Custer took the 
First Vermont and the Fifth New-York Cavalry 
and changed front to the Jeft at a gallop. 
There was no cheering. The éreek was forded.

FORRIGN NOTES.

It is said that Sir Moses Montefiore will 
next month cempkete his ninety-ninth year. 
Although physicallyssomewhat weak he is perfect- 
ly free from disease.of any sort. His intellect and 
memory are clear, and he takes an active interest 
in what goes on in the world. He drives out for 
an hour each day when the weather is mild and 
fine. 


A few weeks agoin the Province of Bran- 
denburg, Germany, was shot an eagle that evident- 
ly hasahistory. On his left foot just above the 
claws was aring made of strong/gold plate, on 
which were cut the-Jetters, still quite visible, ‘* H. 
Ks. o. K.,” and underneath these letters was the 
word *‘ Eperjes."” On the other side was the date 
“10, 9, 1827." Eperjes is a town in Upper Hun- 
gary not far from the Northern Carpathians. 


On the evening of Aug. 27 an extraordinary 
disturbanee oecurred in Colombo Harbor. The 
sea subsided unexpectedly about 6 feet. It re- 
ceded from 10%o 15 feet. Owing to the velocity of 
the outward currentsthe stern moorings of severar 
large vessels gave way. The tide continued to 
rise and fall for a.half hour, when the water re- 
sumed its normal state. This disturbance was 
caused, undoubtediy, by the volcanic eruption at 
the Straits of Sunda. 


There are long motices in the Vienna news- 
papers of the distimguished African traveler and 
naturalist, Ernest Marno, the news of whose death 
at Fazogl on Aug. 17 has been confirmed.by the 
Austrian Consul at Khartoum.

During the pastsfew months there has been 
an actual and continued decrease in the number of 
cases, though the figures are still high enough. In 
the month of March the number was 57; in April, 
5; in May, 51; in June, 52; in July, 48, and in Au- 
gust 44,or an average,of 14% a day. There was 
one day, however, on ‘which 6, and six days on 
each of which 8 suicidestoccurred.

I pray you, 
consent to it. It is a misfortune; but I have lost 
your leg by gambling.” 

Mr. J. Scot Henderson, who died several 
days ago, was a well-known English journalist 
and literary man. He was at onetimea banker 
at Paisely, but he abandoned this occupation for a 
literary career. He conducted several newspa- 
pers in Scotland and England, especially the Bul- 
lionist, in London. Not long ago he came to Can- 
ada and the United, States for his health, which 
was never very good. Mr. Henderson was famil- 
iar with most systems‘of German philosophy, and 
wrote upon these and-cognate subjects in leading 
periodicals. He died after a brief iilness. 


There is to be erected at the Hyderabad 
Residency and in the cantonment of Secunderabad 
some memorial of Sir'‘Salar Jung, as a token of his 
friendship for the British Government and hospi- 
tality to Europeans. A speaker ata public meet- 
ing in Hyderabad saia recently: ‘ Himself of 
noble origin, he has set an example to Hyderabad 
which has done much to make society here some- 
thing quite different from what it is anywhere else 
in India. He was emphatieally—and in the best 
sense, and not merely by his official rank—the fore- 
most gentleman in the place.” A Salar Jung 
memorial fund has already been estaplished. 


A French paper, the Journal des Débats, 
gives an account.of the measures which have been 
taken to connect the North Sea and the Baltic by 
means ofacanal. It was not until 1784 that the 
two seas were connected from Tonning to Kiel by 
deepening and reculating the bed of the Eider. In 
1848 the brothers Christendon offered the King of 
Denmark a plan to open.a wide waterway between 
Biittel, on the right bank of the Elbe, and Echen- 
forde Bay, on the Baltic. This came to nothing. 
An American scheme was submitted in 1860, but 
this too was dropped. One echeme or another 
will now be carried out. The work will be done 
under the control of Germany, which, as the pos- 
sessor of Holstein, will be enabied to send German 
men-of war from Wilhelmshafen, and will be toa 
great extent mistress of the Baltic. 


A Punjaubee Baboo ts printing some curious 
information regarding the Anglo-Indian Egyptian 
expedition in a Punjaubee journal. The informa- 
tion is presented in a series of letters. He gives 
these incidents of the review at Kassasin prior<to 
the battle of Tel-el-Kebir: ‘‘ When we reached the 
camp at Kassasin,” he writes, ‘the wise, highly 
skillful, and bravest of Generals, Sir Garnet Wolse- 
ley, was inspeeting the army. The whole of the 
Indian contingent had not yet arrived incamp. A 
dark shadow of anxiety was plainly visible on the 
broad forehead of Sir Garnet now and then, but no 
sooner could you detectit than, with the quickness 
of lightning, it vanished. I do not mean to say 
that the great Wolseley entertained any fear, but 
he was only anxious on account of the entire In- 
dian contingent not arriving in camp up till then. 
Presently, as though fired with some supernatural 
courage, be addressed the troops in burning words 
of encouragement. He foretold the future when 
be said, in the course of his speech: ‘Within the 
15th of this month shal! I vanquish the rebel Arabi, 
and make him bow his proud head before the Eng- 
lish throne. If I fail, the profession in which I 
have whitened my locks I will give up for ever. 
I will cease to utter the sacred name of warriortill 
life is extinct.’ He who saw his animated face, 
covered with a silvered beard, and the lustre of in- 
domitable courage which shone forth from his 
eyes, conld understand that it was no vain brag, 
but the prediction of a true soothsayer of coming 
events. During the speech his proudly erect head 
seemed to become more and more erect, his eyes 
flashed fire, the sternness of his resolution became 
depieted on his face. The troops became very 
much excited. They sang the national anthem, 
which echoed and echoed back through the field. 
Instantly the band struck up sweet, yet madly ex- 
citing, music, the veteran soldiers became restless 
for action. Sir Garnet then 4eclared the inspection 
at an end, and entered his camp with but a few of 


the chief commanders.”’

AN EXPERT IN THE ART TELLS HOW 8Us- 
CErTIBLE YOUNG MEN ARE MADE VIC- 
TIMS UNAWARES. 

A petite woman, richly and tastily dressed 
in modest colors, walked rapidly past the Fifth- 
Avenue Hotel just before noon the other day. A 
TrmEs reporter came out of the hotel and started 
leisurely down the avenue just behind her. There 
was about bim that air of indifference which un- 
consciously attaches itself to all reporters who are 
not now connected with the only paper which cir- 
culates “ exelusively among the very best families.” 
The fact that the brilliant drippings of his pen were 
bot fated to go down to obscurity in its pages 
made him pensive as well as indifferent, and caused 
him to saunter.

The petite woman looked up and, with a some- 
what peculiar smile, said: “ But I didn’t think you 
were a Jolice Gazette reporter.”’

Daintily gioved fingers 
dropped a dime into the hand of the reporter as 
the woman said: ‘Will you step to the news- 
stand in the Fifth-Avenue Hotel and get me a copy 
of the Hote: Aeporter of this morning.

The “‘tip” waseufficient. Might it not be worked 
successfully for a solution of the strange commis- 
sion? The familiar face and voice haunted the re- 
porter as he went down the corridor to the news- 
stand. The picture of a littleschool-house in a busy 
Connecticut town haunted him, and a central figure 
in the picture was the face of the littie woman 
outside. It was younger, fresher, less care-worn. 
Yet it was the same. There was the same music in 
the voice, the same colorin the eye. The cbild, 
developed into the woman, would be like that 
woman on the sidewalk. ‘The name came back too. 
But it was that of an old playmate, the danghter 
of a prominent manufacturer. Could the two be 
identical?

The little woman hadealled the questioner 
by his correct Christian name and surname. The 
identity of both being established and acknowl- 
edged, the little woman said: ‘' Let us walk down 
street; some one might overhear or observe us.” 

‘It is lunch-time. Let us go and get luneheon, 
and then tell me why you wanted a copy of the 
Hotel neporter, if you can gratify my euriosity.” 
The suggestion was the reporter’s. Seated at 
the table in a cozy corner, the waiter having 
been induced to make himself reeable by 
watching the demolition of the meal from a dis- 
tance, the little woman related her story. It was 
a revelation of a phase of life which attaches to 
great cities only. It was the story of an adven- 
turess. Its peculiarities are known to the detec- 
tives, to the victims, to the people of the class 
to which the little woman belonged, but not tothe 
public at large, who are toid in the newspapers 
only of the successes of the male half of this 
class. The preface of her story was the sad one 
which belongs to the life of so many hundred 
women. Itis old, yet always new. Its lesson is 
oiten taught, jis never learned save by experience. 
It was that of a beautiful girl, highly educated. 
There was a Summer flirtation with a chance ac- 
quaintance. ‘True love was an element in one, 
lt has remained ene through many years. Though 
the young man was a graduate of Harvard, con- 
nected with one of Boston’s best families and 
with some little fortune, her parents opposed the 
marriage, which took place clandestinely. He 
became a gambier. Dropping name and associates 
be went West, failed to retrieve his fortunes in 
legitimate business, and became a professional 

ambler, A few years ago he made New-York his 

ome. The wife had been pressed into seryice as 
hi: stant in the West, first as hostess at his es- 
tablishment, where her quiet. lady-iike ways, her 
vivacious conversation and ready wit, served to 
lessen the sting of the losses sustained by victims, 
particularily when she dealt the cards at the faro- 
table or took a hand at pase casino, or cribbage. 
Her 10 years of married life and of the life of a gam- 
bler have not materially lessened the charms of the 
little Connecticut woman, and she counts het vic- 
= with tens where her husband counts his with 
unite. 

“Tne Hotel Peporter serves us in lieu of ‘cap- 
pers,’’’ said the little woman. “There is no di- 
vision of profits. with the publishers. Do you 
never meet gentlemen at the hotels who receive 
mysterious letters from unknown correspondents ? 
They are always written on materials of the finest, 
couched in language not only polite, but sufficiently 
familiar to induee the reaipient to conclude he 
knows the sender, though he is wholly unacquaint- 
ed. They often take the shape of invita- 
tions to dinner, to a_ theatre party, er 
if an inspection of the person. war- 
rants it, to a clandestine meeting. In the last 
named case they are signed by my own or wy as- 
sumed name. These are addressed only to such 
men as 1 think know me by reason of chance meet- 
ings in eities where I bave lived, and who do not 
know my business. Every man is more or less 
susceptible and wicked and is legitimate game to 
such as L.”” 

“You spoke‘ of an inspection warranting ‘a fa- 
miliar style of address. How is that igspeetion 
brought about or obtained ?”’ 

“That is where my husband becomes useful. 
From the list of arrivals published we jointly se- 
lect such names as strike us as being proper ones 
to work on. There is something after one has 
studied lists as I have that teaches us instinctively 
to seleet the right ones. It cannot be explained. 
To those we know the notes are addressed 
without investigation. The others are sought 
out and inspected at their hotels by my 
husband, and our course of action is 
mapped out, The whole thing is done b 
mail. There is‘none of the vulgar ‘bunco’ wor 
done. There is an air of géntility about the whole 
which is especially effective with young men who 
want to see life, and who are over-confident in 
their ability to take care of themselves. At our 
home I always know them when they come to 
dinner, or to join our theatre party. After the one 
or the other there is music; cards are proposed. 
My husband, myself, and my ‘lady friends,’ 
whe usually pose as sisters of wyself 
and my husbaxd, are always willing, and in ninety- 
nine cases in every hundred after we have played 
whist or some other game the victims, sometimes 
numbering three or fourin a single evening, pro- 
poge small stakes. They usually increase when 
our insinuating servant has served wine enough 
and when poker {s suggested by some one. 
The victim is: almost invariably the proposer. 
There is always a -hesitation among g0n- 
tlemen in betting against a lady. This 
makes our gains come easy at times, for we always 
bet reeklessly and lose with poor grace. My hus- 
band eurbs his gambling instinet when at home. 
and is very rarely a winner, never a heavy one, 
until toward the close of the sitting. Our victims 
ge away plucked, but the plucking has been done 
so eleverly, and almost invariably by the ladies, as 
we chat about the possibilities in the way of gleves, 
jewelry, fans, and other feminine luxurice and ne- 
cessities resulting from our wiorings, that they 
leave us with the impression that they have had a 
delightful evening’s entertainment when we bid 
them * good night’ or ‘good-morning.’ They rarely 
think they have been the victims of professional 
gamblers.” 

**But all men are not suseeptible to cards. Are 
such your victions too?” 

“No one knows better than I thet some men are 
not card-pleyers. Young men alwaysare. That 
is. they like to be eonsidered card-players, and 
especially pride themselves on their ability at 
poker. Welike to foster that impression. They 
are the easiest victims. But I pity them some- 
times, for 1 know the poor fellows ean ill afford 
their losings. I’m not so completely hardened but 
that I feei for them sometimes. But my feelings 
never overpower me, They bave brought their 
losses upon themseives. I sometimes think the 
Jesson will be a good one, and teach them to avoid 
cards, and I have repeatedly pointed out this 
lesson tothem. But it has always been after they 
bave been plucked. 

** Now, as to those who fall into my web who do 
not play cards. My pian then is nothing more nor 
less than absolute swindling. I have been desert- 
ed and left without money to reach my home hun- 
dreds of times. Myself and my children have been 
left on the verge of starvation as many more 
times. My pocket has been picked times innu- 
merable while I have been temporarily stopping in 
the City to dosome shopping. I have been founa 
lying ill at a boarding-house, where I have a room 
for the purpose, on hundreds of occasions, aad al- 
ways without friends and unable to eend home for 
assistance, because my family have discarded me. 
I have tears and pitiful stories in stock that rarely 
fail to touch the hearts of the susceptible, and 
thanks that fill to a certain extent the gaps I make 
in pocket-books. Of course, these sehemes can 
only be worked with such persons as myself or 
my husband knowsj are. unacquainted with me or 
know my story and my husband's profession. 
They serve admirably my purpose, and have added 
thousands of dollars to our store, and have actually 
bought us our house and educated our children. 
It is ashameful business to be engaged in, but it 
bas been so successful as to enable me to refute 
the assertion that ‘woman has no mission.’ She 
has if she cares to degrade herself, and exereise 
her faculties as I do at the watering-places in Sum- 
mer, in the City in Winter.”

THE: DUMPING.OF GARBAGE. 


WHY THE BOATS AT PRESENT IN USE WILL 
BE WITHDRAWN. , 


The Barney Dumping Boat Company was 
organized about three years agoto build automatic 
dumping seows for carrying City garbage out to 
8€a,0n a patent of Nathan Barney which was paur- 
chased for that purpose. At this time there was 
considerable agitation of the subject of acheaper 
method of disposing of the City garbage than 
the one then employed. Sixty ordinary scows 
were hired at an expense of from $6 
to $8 a day, loaded witn filth and manned 


with or 80 laborers, each of whom 
me from the City Treasury. These sCOWS 
were low, unwieldy, and bard to manage, es- 
becially inthe Winter months, when they were 
often eblged to lie under the shelter of the various 
harbor points for days together waiting for calmer 
weather. The English Hopper-boat was first in- 
troduced about this year, and attracted the «en- 
eral attention of the City authorities. Mayor 
Cooper sent te London for the plans and specifi- 
eations of the craft, and made numerous inquiries 
among the builders to ascertain what its cost 
would be. He found that it would cost 
all the way from $40,009 to $80,000, and as the City 
would need about 20 of them this plan was aban- 
doned as being too expensive. After the Barney 
Company was organized the manager called on 
Mayor Cooper and exhibited the el of the boat 
with the probable cost of building the same. The 
Mayor expressed himself as pleased with the 
plan, and promised bis co-operation to secure 
ie adoption, provided it worked successfully. 

‘he first boat was not satisfactory, but the 
second one, which was finished in January, 
1882, was a complete suecess. The experi- 
ment had then cost the company $50,000. 
This beat was placed in the hands of Street Com- 
missioner Coleman at the nominal rental of $8 a 
day, the same as was paid for the ordinary scows. 
The new boat was a seaworthy craft, and was ser- 
viceable in all kinds of weather. It carried 500 
tons, or 600 cart-loads, of garbage, whieh were 
dumped into the water automatically in less than 
10 minutes by one man. The boat worked éo sat- 
isfactorily that the company went to work to build 
14 others, 9 of whieh aro eompleted. Manager 
J. H. Wilson now says that he does not receive a 
revenue of over 1 per cent. on the boats. while the 
saving to the City during the month of September 
last was $6,964 41. He says that the old system 
cost the City 22 cents a eubic yard. 

Commissioner Coleman was anxious, in Decem- 
ber, 1882, to let the contract for removing the 
garbage at 1444 centsa yard. The Barney Compa- 
ny now only receive 644 cents. Mr. Wilson says 
that the company has repeatedly offered to sell the 
boats to the City at what they cost, which is about 
$12,000 each, and charge a royalty of $1,200 a 
year on each boat, or to contract for re- 
moving Fr garbage at a better price, which 
would still be far below what the City formerly 

aid. As neither preposition has been accepted, 

6 told a reporter yesterday afternoon that the 
cempany would probably alter the boats into 
dredging and freight beats and devote them to 
other uses. Mr. Coleman informed Mr. Wiison 
that he has no authority te buy boats, and does 
not feel inelined to pay any more for them than he 


is now doing.

WESTERN UNION TELEGRAPH. 


THE INJUNCTION AGAINST PAYMENT OF A 
DIVIDEND VACATED. 


Counsel in the matter of William S. Wiltiams 
against the Western Union Telegrah Company 
appeared before Judge O’Gorman at the Special 
Term of the Superior Court yesterday on an order 
to show cause why the injunction against the pay- 
ing of the dividend of the Western Union Company 
should not be vacated and set aside. Gen. 
Wager Swayne, representing the company, urged 
that there was no longer any neeessity for retain- 


ing the injunction, in view of the recent decision 
of the Court ef Appeals in this case. Mr. Robert 
Sewell, on behalf of the ~/piaintiff, stated 
that he was pot. wi that tke mov- 
ing affidavits, which asserted that the Court of 
Appeals had decided the whole controversy, 
should go on the records of the court uncontra- 
dicted. He filed an affidavit of Mr. Williame’s at- 
torney, setting forth what that side regarded as 
the exact position of the controversy. In the 

al case against the Western Union Company 
and 81 of its Direetorg a judgment was had in fa- 
vor of the validity of the‘issue of the stock. This 
judgment was reversed by the General T of 
the Superior Court and a new trial was ordered; 
from this order of reversal the Western Union 
Company as a corporation appealed to the Court 
of Appeals, but none of the other 81 defendants 
had appealed. 

The plaintiff took the ground that the case yet 
remained to be disposed of on the question of fact 
as regarding the 31 defendants who haa not ap- 
pealed, declaring that it was therefore apparent 
that the controversy was not ended and that the 
question of faet would have to be tried anew, 
either by one of the Judges of this court or py a 
jury, on issues framed for that purpose. Mr. Sewell 
said’ he would withdraw his opposition to the vaca- 
tion of the injunction if Gen. Swayne would strike 
out frem the order which he had prepared the 
clause asserting that “it appeared to the court that 
the Court of Appeals bad finally adjudicated that 
the stock of the Western Union Company in dis- 
pute was legally issued.” Gen. Swayne immedi- 
ately consented to the suggested alteration, and 
the order was entered vacating the injunction. 


A FINE HORSE SHOW EXPECTED. 

Carpenters and decorators are hard at work 
preparing the Madison-Square Garden for tbe first 
exhibition of the National Horse Show Assceia- 
tion, which will begin Oct. 22. Tne numberof en- 
tries is about double what was expected, and it 
has been found necessary to erect a temporary 
building on Twenty-seventh-street in order to ac- 


commodate all of the horses that are offered for 
exhibition. The internal appearance of the Garden 
bas been radically changed. Stalisand boxes havé 
been arranged as conveniently as possible, and 
the managers expect to be able to keep everythiag 
looking bright and olean throughout the exhibi- 
tion. The stalls are built of dressed lumber, and 
decorated with sheaves of straw tied together 
with bright eolored ribbons. The owners of the 
horses are at liberty to make such additional deco- 
rations to the stalls as they may desire. Attendants 
attired in uniforms will look after the horses. Thé 
entries for the special prizes have been closed, and 
they include « large namber of the horses which 
were entered in the general classes. Ths best 
known of the entriesin the trotting class are as 
follows: Goldsmith Maid, General Knox, Smug- 

ler, Thorndale, Kearsage. Independence, Tom 
oore: Sir Walter, Blackwoed, Patchin, Aleentra, 
Projenitor, and Peter Story. In the thoroughbred 
class are Spendathrift, stratford, and Fiddiesticks. 
The displays of running, jumping, driving of tan- 
dem and four-in-hand teams, riding of saddle 
horses, &c., itis eaid, will be unique and attrac- 
tive. The hurdle jumping will be managed by Mr. 
J. D. Cheever. Miss Melhuish and Miss King, two 
professional English lady riders, have been en- 
gaged to give daily exhibitions with the hunters. 
The display ef Shetland ponies will be one of the 
interesting features of the show. About 25 of 
these beautiful little animals have been entered, 
and they will all be stabled together. Several en-

MR. PEABODY'S SEAT IN LITIGATION. 

In June Jast John L. Colby, of Pittsfield, 
Mass., obtained, in the Superior Court, in this City, 
a judgment for $18,689 55 against Augustus S. Pea- 


body, a well-known Wall-street operator. The suit 
was begunin May, 1882, on two promissory notes 
of the defendant and onaclaim for damages on 
account of losses in stock transactions carried on 
for the plaintiff by the defendant. 

Mr. Colby now asserts that immediately after he 
began the suit against him Mr. Peabedy wrong- 
fully transferred his seat tn the Stock Exchange, 
witheut consideration, to his son, Richard A. Pea- 
body. An action has been begun by Mr. Colby in 
the Superior Court against the Messrs. Peabody— 
father and son—and the Stock Exchange. In it 
Mr. Colby asks the court to compel the individual 
defendants to assign the seat or right of member- 
ship to a Receiver, appointed by the court, who 
shall sell jt and apply the proceeds to the liquida- 
tion of his judgment. He also asks the court to 
compel the Stock Exchange to admit to all the 
privileges of membership any purchaser who shall 
prove himeeif properly qualified under its rules for 
the admission of members. To preyent any far- 
ther transfer of the seat or privilege of member 
ship Mr. Stephen B. Brague, attorney for Mr. Colby, 
yesterday procured from Judge O’Gorman an Ip-

MR. BELLOWS PLEADS NOT GUILTY. 

Ira C. Bellows gave bail yesterday in the 
sum of $2,500 each on two additional indictments 
found against him by the Grand Jury on Oct. 10. 
The indictments charge him with embezzlement 
and grand larceny in appropriating, on_Nov. 6, 
1882, as clerk in the bureau of tne Water Register, 
a cheek for $78 80 paid by Emanuel Solari for 
water rent. and on April 7, 1882, a check for $86 90 
fromthe same person. Mr. Bellows, on being ar- 
raigned before Recorder Smyth. pleaded not guilty 
on each indictment, but was given leave to with- 
draw this plea A Oct. 16. His bonasman was 
Christopher T. Wemple, of No 10 Worth-street.

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MR. MATHESIUS’S GIP 70 BE TRIED. 

Col. Paine’s grip is evidently not entirely 
satisfactory to the bridge Trustees. Mr. A, H. 
Mathesius, the engineer who had charge of the 
erection of the machinery on the bridge, is to have 
atrial made of agrip which he invented. Some 


time ago Mr. Mathesius offered to have one of his 
grips built at his own expense it the Trustees 
would try it and adopt it in case it proved superior 
to Col Paine’s. The Trustees refused to make any 
bargain, but asked Col. Paine and Mr. Martin toex- 
amine the grip. They did so and madea fayor- 
able report. A committee of the Trustees made a 
similar report, and one of the ps is now being 
constructed in the same shop where Col, Paine’s 
were made. The principal parts of the grips are 
made of steel forgings and resemble the jaws of a 
vise. Traveling dies accurately fitted to the twist 
of the ‘cable work in the jaws. The sliding sur- 
faee of the dies is fitted into the shaped face of 
the jaws in such a way that when the oar is being 
got under motion the dies wili slip it the ways 
and avoid the wearing on the eable. The parts of 
the grip which come in contact with the cable aro 
made of a hard metal which, it is said, will not in- 
jure the cable any more than a wooden or jeather 
rip. The grip is lowered to the cable instead of 
the cable being raised to the grip.

REPUBLICANS AND TEMPERANCY. 
——— 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

Your comment this morning on the result of 
Tuesday's elections in Ohio and Iowa is so perfeot 
& parallel and reminder of the Whigs of 30 .and 40 
years ago on the course of the snti-siavery voters 
of that time, that I wish to call the attention of 
your readers thereto. You acknowledge there 
were no national issues; that #0 party fairly con- 
sidered any national question; that temperance 
and prohibition were the only live questions at 


issue, and you say: 

“ The opponents of that traffic were numerous 
and active, while the whole tiquor interest in every 
form was enlisted on the aide of the Democrats. It 
is doubtful yet whether the prohibition amend- 
ment was defeated or not; but, if it was, the vote 
for it wus nearly one-half in the largest ever polled 
except ina dential year. With this remark- 

ble demonstration of strength on the part of the 
Prohibitionists, thelr managers have deliberately 
thrown a heavy vote against the Republivan can- 
didates, and have done their best to elect the Dem- 
ocratic candidates, who were opéniy in the inter- 
est of free liquor. The logic which fed to this pe- 
culiar action is not easily understood. There was 
no. possible chance of eleeting the Prohibition State 
ticket or of a Prohibition majority in the Legisla- 
ture. There was 4 chanée, anda very zood one, 
of securing a prohibition ameudment to the Con- 
stitution. Yet the firmest and most zealous ad- 
vocates of prohibitien voted to put the enforce- 
ment of this amendment into the hands of its 
enémies.”

ou not, 
theretore, kindly publish the slavery planks of 
both the Whig and Democratic viatforms of that 
year, 1844, and also the responses of Clay and Polk 
to the letter of Judge Kane, of Philadelphia. ask- 
ing for their views on the tariff? It will prove cu- 
riots and edifying matter for this peculiar junc- 
ture. Clay said he was in tavor of a “tariff for 
protection,” but would have it only high enough 
to raise the revenue for Government expenses, 
while Polk said he was in favor of a, “‘tariff for 
revenue,” but would have it suffici high to 
afford protection to home industry ! 

The only live iesue then was the abolition of 
slavery, as you admit that the enly Jive issue in the 
Ohie and Towa elections was temperance and pre- 
hibition. The Democrats then were the most un- 
fiinching supporters of slavery, as they now are of 
free whisky. They then elected Polk, as they 
now have elected Hoadly. And you charge 
the result on the  Pronibitionists because 
they insisted on running their own party ticket. 
Your words would imply that they voted directly 
for the Democratic candiates, but you doubtless 
do not mean this, but only that their refusal to 
support the Republicans permitted the Democrats 
to win. It was precisely the same in 1844. The 
Yridbune and ali the lesser Whig journals of the 
time charged the anti-slavery voters then with the 
defeat of Clay, just as you now charge the Repub- 
lean defeat in Ohio to the temperance voters. 

The old Liberty Party mergea itself into the 
Free-soil Party. In turn, that party merged itself 
into the Republican Party. And by this time the 
anti-slavery sentiment had become so strong 
that the old Whig organization was wiped out of 
existence, and enough Independent Democrats 
joined the movement to clect Lincoln President. 
This led to the utter extinction of tte fy 

Now, what aceomplished this? Was it done, or 
could it have been done, by anti-slavery voters 
supporting pro-slavery Whig humbugs like Clay? 
Or was it not rather done by the anti-slavery 
voters pursuing a steadfast course of their own 
till the conscientious voters in sufficient numbers 
joined then to win? 

Can temperance reform win by any other course? 
You admit that the Republicans of Ohio were pot 
in sympathy with the temperance voters of that 
State, and did not support their policy. But you 
say in the same breath that the Republicans of 
Iowa were in sympathy with the temperance 
voters, and did support their policy, and, as a con- 
sequence, the Republicans have a larger majority 
than in years past! In your own words: 

“In lowa * * * the Republicans fairly ae- 
cepted the principle of prohibition, and went so 
far as to refuse a nomination to an upright Judge 
who had found himself forced to deciare uncon- 
stitutional a prohibition amendment irregularly 
prsoested bv a previous Legislature.

but by avery large one. Prehibition is, therefore, 
the one question which has hada controiling infiu- 
enee in the October elections this year.” 

Have not the issues which caused the organiza- 
tion of the Republican Party besome extinct? If 
it shall ecntinue to exist musi it not be from the 
momentum of its pastand from new issues on 
which it must take sides? And is not prohibition 
one of them? Ought not the Republican Party to 
be on the side of prohibition? You say itis de- 
feated in Ohio because it refused to take that side 
and is successful in Iowa because i¥ did take that 
side. Will it not be a good thing to have it de- 
feated in Massachusetts till it shall learn to take 
that side’ In general, will 1t not be better to elect 
Butlers and Clevelands and Pattisons and Hoadlys 
tfil Republieans shall learn to support order and 
decenoy and righteousness’ 

It is thought that the Republicans have elected 
Rose to the Lieutenant-Governorship of Ohio, but is 
he not recognized by the better part of citizens as, 
in fact, a * whisky-bloat,’’ and is it not the whisky 
interest which has elected him?’ 

Can Republicanism afford to have such things 
true?

The door opens by the aid of a chain, which springs 
the bolt, and the policy player enters a small room, 
about 6 feet by 4. There he meets the man who 
raunsthe game. He is fine-looking, dark-complex- 
joned, about 325 years old. 5 feet 10 inches bigh, 
with dark hair and a black flowing mustache. At 
the time the reportersaw him he wore a brown 
suit. If you pass his inspection you are ushered 
into asecond room, about three times as large as 
the first, and then the whole affair isin view. The 
entrance door is flanked by a desk, where the 
** spotter” sits, and if the caller is all right ne pulls 
a wire which opens all the doors. A gray-bearded 
old man name4d Pease, well known as an old policy 
map, is employed as the writer. He is stationed 
at the further ond ot the room behind a counter 
with a beok in which tne plays are recorded be- 
fore him. In this room you ean invest any amount 
of money from 1 cent to $100, and if you name 
three numbers you get 200forl. In this place the 
envelope game, as it is called, isaspeciaity. On 
the Jeft-hand side of the blackboard is strung on a 
hook a package of envelopes, numbered from 1 to 
100, each eontaining aslip of 14 numbers. An en-

000 to the same date last vear, and 2,480,000 for the 
game time in 1881. It may be obs rved that the pro- 
duction is large only as compared with last year, and 
is real'y less than the quantity which might be looked 
for on noting the increase for several yéars up to 1881. 

Flour was dull and nominally unchanged, but un- 
derstood to be easier in sympathy with wheat.

such an appeal it is impossible to say. . All 
that can now be safely inferred is that the 
young King has resolved to make a pro- 
nounced effort toward basing his throne on 
the bread foundation of popular opinion, 
and all friends of rutional and orderly and 
free government for the Spauish nation will 
wish him success. 


TH® GiiiZBNS MOVEMENT. 


The Exeoutive Council of the Citizens’ 
Committee of Fifty set forth very clearly 
and fercibly in its report to the committee 
on Friday the reasons for making Independ- 
ent nomiuations for the City and County 
offices to be filled at the coming election. 
The committee will on Tuesday present its 
ticket for Register of the Oounty, two 
Judges of the Supreme Court, and two Judges 
of the City Court. There is every assurance 
that they will select for these positions men 
ef unblemished character and eminent fit- 
mess, without regard to party affiliations, 
men who will be entirely free from pledges 
er obligations and bound only to do their 
duty to the public to the best of their ability. 
‘The Repoblican County Convention has bren 
appointed far to-morrow evening, but there 
is a strong probability that it will post- 
pone making nominations unt!) the Citizens’ 
ticket has been presented, and that it will 
then give its judorsement and ‘support to 
that ticket. There are indications already 
that the respeciable Democrats of the County 
Democracy organization will be disgusted if 
those who call themselves the leaders of that 
organization, and who have been intrusted 
with ils management, shall make a bargain 
with Tammany and Irving Hall for a di- 
vision of the spoils, and many of these men 
may be won to the support of the Citizens’ 
nominations if they are really non-partisan 
and eminently fit to be made. 


No man need give up his party prefer- 
ences in regard to State and national politics 
in order to assist in the cffort to improve the 
City administration. The State contest will 
inevitably be s contest of parties in which 
each will endeavor to overcome the other, 
and City voters are entitled to their full share 
of interest in it. But they should be able to 
separate from that contest and all that it in- 
volves for parties and for public policies the 
struggle in the City against the domination 
of factions ruled by cliques of interested 
politicians. They should cast aside party 
preferences as irrelevant to the cause of mu- 
nicipal reform, and give their votes to the 
candidates who are selected in the interest 
of the whole people and for the better ad- 
ministration of justice and civic affairs in 
this Metropolis. 

Of the ability of the intelligent and re- 
spectable people of this City to control its 
affairs there is no manner of doubt. They 
have demonstrated it more than once. It is 
only neceasary that they should arouse them- 
selves and make an earnest effort. And, 
afterall, there isnotmuch forthem todo, A 
committee which fairly represents their inter- 
ests and purposes will make nominations and 
direct the practical work of the canvass. 
The amount of labor to be performed and 
of expense to be incurred is trifling when 
we consider the resources of activity and 
pecuniary means which the community is 
capable of affording. For the great mass 
of yoters the only task required is to register 
their names in five minutes of one day and 
cast their votes in five minutes of another 
day, If all those who are capable of appre- 
ciating the advantage of good admuinistra- 
tion over the trafficking in offices and spoils 
which is the business of the local factions 
will perform this simple task according to 
their best convictions there can be no doubt 
of the result. 

The prospect of success this year for the 
citizens’ movement will be excellent if only 
the voters can be aroused from their indiffer- 
ence. Last year the committee began its 
action late and ina hesitating manner. It 
had the disadvantage of a somewhat excited 
Biate canvass to contend with. Its cause 
was compromised and embarrassed by the 
bad faith of certain of the Republican man- 
agers Who wrefessediy allied themselves with 
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the citizens’ cause, and the assumed charac- 
‘ter of the principal Tammany nomination 
to an extent paralyzed its efforts. This year 
there isa prospect of freedom from these 
embarrassments and difficulties, Stecess 
will be of double value for the vantage it 
will give for a further advance next year, 
when under ordinary circumstances it would 
be difficult to keep the City contest free from 
the influences of the national canvass. It is 
to be hoped that the citizens’ movement will 
obtain the advantage of success in what 
there is to be achieved now, in order that it 
may carry on its work more effectively here- 
alter. It needs only the hearty co-operation 
of good and independent citizens of all par- 
ties to accomplish this. 


A PROHIBITIONIST ERROR. 


A mistaken assumption in the beginning 
of an argument destroys the whole. Mr. 
James Densmore, whose letter on ‘‘ Tem- 
perance and Republicanism’’ appears in an- 
other column, has fallen into an error of 
this kind. He wishes to convince THE 
Times that in treating the Probibitionists as 
the Whigs treated the anti-slavery men 
thirty years ago it is on the wrong side. 
“ The Tribune and all the lesser Whig jour- 
nals of the time,’’ says he, ‘‘ charged the 
anti-slavery voters then with the defeat of 
Oxay, just as you now charge the Republi- 
can defeat in Ohio to the tempernnce voters. ”’ 

But the Liberty Party, which could mus- 
ter only 62,800 votes for James G. Binney 
in 1644, merged itself in the F'rec-Soil Party, 
and later in the Republican Party, which 
waxed so strong on its inheritance of 
the awakened and powerful anti-slavery 
feeling of the  oguntry that it ob- 
literated * the Whig organization, % and 
in 1860 - overthrow . tho Democrats. 
Will not the Prohibitionists do something 
like this? Ought they not to pursue ‘‘a 
steadfast course of their own till the con- 
scientious voters in sufficient numbers join 
them to win’?.If they do pursue this 
course and wiv, Mr. Dexamone is evidently 
afraid that Republicans who accept Tae 
Trwxs’s view of their course will go to 
join the Whigs in a well-deserved oblivion. 


We presume that a good many sincere and 
conscientious men are looking at the prohi- 
bition movement very much in this way. 
The mistake they make is in assuming that 
two things are alike which are really quite 
unlike, The Prohibitionists do not stand on 
the solid ground the abolitionists occupied. 
There ils room for two opinions about the 
use of wine and spirits. A man may use 
beth in moderation and be quite as worthy 
of respect as his totally abstaining neigh- 
bor. But slavery was utterly abominable. 
and among disinterested and humane men 
there was but one opinion about it. There 
is no such thing as slavery in moderution. 
A man must bea slave or a freeman, and 
when the movement for the abolition of 
slavery Was once under way it had 
no logical: or moral stopping place 
short of the emancipation proclamation. 
The liquor agitation will, because it must, 
stop short of the absolute prohibition of 
the manufacture, sale, and use of spirituous 
and malt liquora The tastes and habits of 
men differ too widely, and the number of 
those who insist on liberty of personal aoc- 
tion is too large, to admit of any other 
issue of the contest. 

Moreover, there can be no sectional divi- 
sion upon this question. . Prohibitionists 
will probably admit that the summary 
method which the South foroed the North 
to employ for the extinction of slavery is 
not applicable to the abuse of intoxicating 
liquors. Mr. Densmonz’s obvious miscon- 
structions and misreadings of Tis Timxs’s 
comments on the Ohio and lows elections 
hardly call for correction. The position of 
this journal in respect to the liquor ques- 
tion is pretty. well known. It does not ap- 
prove of prohibitory laws, because expori- 
ence shows that they cannot be enforced 
and they tend to aggravate some of the 
worst evils of intemperance. But it does 
believe the rigid restriction of the diquor 
traffic to be proper and necessary. ; And it 
is convinced that the legislative action al- 
ready taken by’ the Republican Party in 
Ohio is wiser than the policy of prohibition. 
PRESIDENTIAL ‘* AVAILABILITY.’’ 

The consideration of ‘‘availability’’ in a 
candidate for the Presidency is, of course, 
controlling. Political parties being in theory 
organized to secure the administration of the 
Government in accordance with certain 
principles or policies, they will select the 
man likeliest to be elected, as their man- 
agers will sink the points of doctrine which 
they themselves may consider most im- 
portant, in order to give prominence to the 
points on which they most confidently ex- 
pect a majority of the people to be with 
them, 

Some sort of test of availability there 
must be, and are no other 
offices than the Presidency and the Vice- 
Presidency filled by the votes of the 
people of all the States, the test, except 
with candidates for renomination, must be 
supplied by the vote of some one State, and 
this State must at once be large, so as tocast 
an important vote in the Electoral College, 
and doubtful. The chief large and doubtful 
Statesare New-York and Ohio. The fact that 
@ man has received, or the general belief 
that he will receive, a majority in New-York 
or in Ohio—especially evidence that he has 
carried one or the other of these States in 
the last State election before the meeting of 
the nominating Convention—is a point in his 
favor that cannot be easily overcome, while 
the sop of the Vice-Presidepcy may be 
thrown to the State or to In- 
diana. Thus election of TiL- 
DEN be New-York se- 
cured his nomination to the Presidency, 
and the belief that Hancock could carry 
New-York was decisive in his favor, the 
Vice-Presidency going to secure Indiana, in 
the first case to Henpnricks, in the second 
to EncGiisH. The election of Hayes to be 
Governor of Ohio undoubtedly secured for 
him a nomination for which he would oth- 
erwise never have been thought of, and the 
fact that GARFIELD was the Senator-elect 
from Ohio stampeded the Convention for 
him. 

Judge Hoapty has. scarcely succeeded to 
this inheritance, since his majority has been 
s0 plainly secured by a combination that 
affects only Ohio politics, and since his ma- 
jority is so much less than that which his 
narty received lest. year. If the Democrats 
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should carry this State by a really large 
majority, Gov. CLEVELAND will be the fa- 
vorite for the nomination in his party. 

What is goteworthy in all this is that a 
candidate may really force himself upon a 
convention, which will submit to him as an 
inexorable fate, although his ‘‘availability’’ 
may not include popularity, and he may be 
absolutely unknown to, or absolutely dis- 
liked by, the men who vote for him. Noth- 
ing, for instance, could be more pre- 
posterous than the nomination to the 
Presidency ef Gov. OLEVELAND, who 
& year ago was Mayor of Buffalo, 
whe had never been known even in State 
politics, whose canvass was conducted by a 
single enthusiastic newspaper, and who was 
elected Governor over a man of far higher 
standing as a public man simply because of 
the disgust ef a considerable number of Re- 
publicans with a considerable number of 
things, chiefly with the methods by whieh 
the nomination of the Republican candidate 
was brought about, And yet the nomina- 
tion of this parechial statesman is quite 
‘‘on the cards.’’ 


One mischief with this system, if it can 
be called a system, by which candidates are 
forced on parties is that the most popular 
manina party may have no chance what- 
ever of receiving the nomination of his 
party, For example, at the last two quad- 
rennial elections Senator Epmunps was the 
candidate whom the masses of the Repub- 
lican Party throughout the country would 
have taken most pleasure in voting for. 
Senator Bayarp, who had not then 
fallen a victim tothe . blandishments 
of a» proposed * ptiblic * building in 
Wilntington and of tax for the benefit 
of a Delawarcan match factory, was the cor- 
responding candidate on the Democratic 
side. And yet neither of them had a chance 
at the convention of his party, the Republi- 
can because he lived in a small and securely 
Republican State, the Democrat because he 
lived in a small and securely Democratic 
State. 

It is easy to see that this condition of 
things is greatly favored by the survival of 
that cumbrous and antiquated absurdity, 
the Electoral College. It is not a harmless 
absurdity. A direct popular vote we admit 
would be difficult to arrange for, but among 
its advantages would be that « successful 
candidate would not secure his election by a 
minority of the votes cast, and also that the 
necessity of carrying the whole country 
would force politicians to modify their no- 
tions of availability and to put forward the 
man who was strongest throughcut the 
country, and nota man whose availability 
was a mere accident of local politics. 


OHINESE FROM HONG KONG. 


The latest interpretation of the law pro- 
viding for the exclusion of the Chinese is 
found 1n the decision rendered in San Fran- 
cisco by Judge Fiewp, Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Oourt of the United States, 
sitting as Presiding Judge of the Federal 
Circuit Uourt. In this decision Judge Saw- 
yer, of the Circuit Court, concurred. The 
question seems to have been substantially 
the same as that which came before the 
Federal Circult Court in Massachusetts, but 
Judge Frzip does not agree with Judges 
Loweit and Nexson. In both cases the 
person concerned as defendant was a Obina- 
man who had been born on the Island of 
Hong Kong after that island was ceded to 
Great Britain, and who therefore claimed 
that as a British subject he could not law- 
fully be excluded under the act of May 6, 
1882, 

The decision made by Judge Frexp is 
brief and plain. Having shown that the 
Chinaman, An Lune, who had come to San 
Francisco on the steam-ship Oceanic, was 
Chinese by race, language, and color, that 
he had ‘‘all the peculiarities of the subjects 
of China,’’ and that he was also a laborer, 
the court undertook to discover whether or 
not kis birth on the island and his allegiance 
to Great Britain exempted him from the 
operation of the act. Judge Fisup 
holds. that an act of Congress is 
as binding upon the courts as a 
treaty on tho same subject, and that both 
are binding ‘‘ except as the latter conflicts or 
interferes with the other.’’ It is the duty 
of the courts to give effect to the law, 
although it may seem to conflict with the 
stipulations of a treaty. If the law-makers 
have violated a treaty, the offended nation 
can make complaint to this Government, but 
the question is not a judicial one, and such 
a complaint cannot be heeded by the courts. 

Having in this way disposed of that part 
of the subject relating to a possible violation 
of treaties made between this country and 
Great Britain, Judge Freip proceeded to 
interpret the Restriction act. Did it ex- 
clude laborers of the Chinese race coming 
froma British island on which ,they had 
been born and had lived as British subjects, 
as well as subjects of the Emperor of China, 
coming directly from his dominions? After 
referring the between the 
Chinese and the white of Cali- 
fornia in language that must have ex- 
cited the admiration of his _ politi- 
cal supporters in that State, he 
answered this question in the affirmative. 
It was the purpose of the act, he declared, 
to exclude Chinese laborers coming from 
any part of the world. ‘‘Its framers knew, 
as we all know,”’ said he, “ that the Island 
of Hong Kong would pour Chinese laborers 
into our country every year in unnumbered 
thousands, unless they also were covered 
by the Restriction act.’’ And he then 
pointed out that the coming of Chinese 
laborers was suspended by the act, without 
any limitation as to the country from which 
they might come; that the bringing of ‘‘ any 
Chinese laborer from any foreign port or 
place’’ was made a misdemeanor, and that a 
Chinese person found unlawfully in this 
country is to be removed ‘‘ to the country 
from whence he came,’’ wherever that coun- 
‘*The language in these sec- 
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to 


try may be. 
tions,’’ said the Judge in conclusion, 
sufficiently broad and comprehensive to em- 
brace all Chinese laborers, without regard to 
the country of which they may be sub- 
jects,’ and it was then ordered that Ax 
Lune should be returned to the ship from 
which he had been taken. 

If this decision shall be sustained by the 
Supreme Court of the United States—and we 
know that the vote of at least one of the As- 
sociate Justices will be recorded in support of 
it—it will net be possible to defeat the in- 
tention of the law-makers hy sending Ohi- 
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nese laborers to this country from the Brit- 
ish island where An Lune was born. They 
will not be admitted even if they bring with 
them certificates from officers of the British 
Government establishing their nativity and 
allegiance. If, however, the views of Judges 
LOWELL and Nexson shall be accepted, 
the people of California will probably ask 
for additional legislation providing either 
for the rigid exclusion of Hong Kong Chi- 
nese or for the presentation of such certifi- 
cates. Judge Fimtp does not, apparently, 
expect that the British Government will 
make any complaint if his decision shall be 
confirmed, and in connection with this part 
of the subject he refers to the exclusion 
of Chinese by the English colonies in Aus- 
tralia, 
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WHITE AND BLAOK. 


The quarrel between Mr. Writam FLAN- 
AGAN, & candidate for the Virginia Legis- 
lature, and a chivalrous colored person 
whose name is not yet announced bids fair 
to modify the Virginia code of honor. Mr. 
FLANAGAN, having knocked the colored 
man down for differing with him in political 
opinion, was challenged to fight a duel by 
the aggrieved man and brother. Mr. Fuawa- 
GAN not only refused to fight but appealed 
to the law for protection, and constables are 
now seeking to arrest the colored man for 
breach of the statute against dueling. \ 

Of course, Mr. FLANAGAN bases his re- 
fusal to give the colored man the satisfac- 
tion of a gentleman on the ground that the 
code 1s silent in regard to colored challenges, 
and that hence a challenge sent by a colored 
man can be ignored. But it is always open 
to a colored man whose challenge to fight is 
treated with disdain to “post” his enemy, 
and it is well agreed among Virginia gentle- 
men that to be “‘posted’’ is worse than 
death, Incase Mr. FuANaGan is “ posted’’ 
his only course will be to have a “difficulty” 
with his enemy and shoot him on sight. 
But where is the difference between a “ dif- 
ficulty’”’ and a duel, and how can a man re- 
fuse to fight a duel with an enemy with 
whom he does not disdain to have a ‘‘diffi- 
culty ?”’ 

If the colored challenger of Mr. Fuawa- 
GAN is arrested he should at once begin pro- 
ceedings against Mr. FLAKAGAN under the 
Olvil Rights bill Mr. Fiawacan, in dis- 
criminating against his challenger on the 
ground of color, bas clearly violated the 
principles of the Civil Rights bill, and 
should be prosecuted to the extent of the 
law. His conviction would establish the 
principle that a white man must either ac- 
cept a colored man’s challenge or abandon 
duelling altogether a principle that would 


very s00n render the Virginia duel obsolete. 
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THE ALFONSO INCIDENT. 


We have now the full account of the 
rude and outrageous way in which King 
AL¥onso was treated during his recent visit 
to Paris. It is no wonder that ALronso's 
feelings were hurt and that his friends were 
rendered extremely indignant. 

The young King, as every one knows, had 
been spending a few days with the German 
Emperor, who had kindiy made him a pres- 
ent of a regiment of Uhlans. This is a 
cheap sort of present which the thrifty Em- 
peror is fond of making, for the King or 
Prince to whom a Prussian regiment is given 
cannot take it away with him or do any- 
thing whatever with it. He is merely 
aliowed to buy a Colonel’s uniform and to 
make believe that he is the Colonel of his 
alleged Prussian regiment. 

Atronso accepted the Emperor's gift, 
and went to Paris to enjoy himself for a few 
days before returning to the bosom of his 
family. He knew that President Grevy 
was a growmup man, who could not be ex- 
pected to play with him, but he assumed 
that there would be some gentlemanly boys 
in the President’s palace with whom he 
could pass a pleasant visit. To the great 
disgust of the King, he was met, on arriv- 
ing in Paris, by a mob of men and boys, 
who called him names and demanded to 
know where his Uhlan regiment was. In 
vain did ALFONSO assure them that he had 
not brought his regiment with him and 
never expected to see it again. The mob 
howled at him with increasing uproar, and 
finally began to throw things. A large cab- 
bage struck ALFonso directly on the guitar, 
which was resting on his lap, and irretriev- 
ably smashed it; and a bold rioter snatched 
the King’s hand-bag, which contained 
a dozen cigars, a clean collar, and 
a ticket in the Havana Lottery, and 
ran off with it. As for President Grevy, 
who was expected to send a carriage to the 
railway station to bring ALronso to the 
Presidential palace, he had made not the 
slightest preparation for receiving his guest, 
and AuFonso drove to a hotel in a hired cab, 
and took a bedroom for which he was re- 
quired to pay in advance, as he had no bag- 
gage with him. Naturally the King was 
very angry, and when, in the course of the 
next day, the President called to see him, he 
refused to. be placated, but, informing his 
visitor that after the treatment he had re- 
ceived he should refuse to play, he left the 
hotel by the back door and hurried off to 
Spain. 

The Spaniards, as soon as they learned 
how their King had been treated, de- 
manded that the French Government should 
apologize and pay for the broken guitar. 
President Grevy hastened to apologize by 
assuring the King that he was very sorry 
for what had happened, but he was unwill- 
ing to pay for the guitar, partly because the 
French Treasury had been greatly depleted 
by the Tonquin expedition, and partly be- 
cause he did not know what the guitar was 
really worth. The Spaniards then proposed 
to leave the question of the value of the 
guitar tothe German Emperor, a proposal 
which President Grevy rejected with much 
earnestness, asserting that he was unwilling 
that the aged Emperor should be brought 
into the affair. 

In these circumstances, the Spanish blood, 
which readily boils at a temperature of 
about 80°, boiled with such fierceness that 
the whole nation was ready to see Germany 
go to war with France. It was at once rep- 
resented to the Emperor that in insulting 
Atronso the French had insulted the Ger- 
man Army, of which ALFonso’s Uhlan reg- 
iment is a part, and that Germany ought to 
back Spain in her demand for reparation in 
the matter of the guitar, What Germany 
will do is not yet certain, but the heroic 
readiness of the Spaniards to gee the last 
drop ef German blood noured out in defense 
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of the Spanish King is evidently making a 
strong impression upon France. It is now 
believed that the matter will be compro- 
mised by a fresh apology on the part of Pres- 
ident Grevy and the payment by him pri- 
vately and out of his own pocket of the 
price of a new guitar. 

It is greatly to be hoped that no further 
trouble will come of the insult to King AL- 
Fonse. Of course, the Spaniards will con- 
tinue to think that the insult should have 
been washed out in French and German 
blood, but it is hardly possible that the Ger- 
mans will think of going to war because ill- 
mannered Frenchmen have hooted some un- 


important and casual King.

it, as well as to those whe have been bereaved, and 
who may have had no other shield between them

A VALUABLE RACING HORSE. 

Curcaco, Oct, 13.—The pacer Johnston, 
that made a recerd of 2:10 over the Chieago track 
last Tuesday, was sold to-day to Commodore N. 
W. Kittson, of St. Paul, Minn., for $25,000 cash. 
Johnston is a bay gelding, 7 years old, and was 
bred near Berlin, Wis., his sire being a horse called 
Bashorn Gold Dust, = of Greens Bashorn, 
Even in the days of his colthood Johnston was a 
fast natural pacer, and last season- he was given 
his first regular work on a track, being 
brought to Chicago and kept here the 
greater part of the Summer. During that 
time he paced a mile in  2:15%4, and 
last Spring a half interest in him was purehased 
by E. B. Smith, of Milwaukee, for $5,000, the horse 
having in the meantime been placed in the hands 
of Peter V. Johnson, of this eity, for training. He 
won several races in the Michigan circuit, and 
at the Chicago July meeting astonished everybody 
but the few who were in the secret of his speed by 
pacing a mile in 2:13 in his first race here. A few 
days later he was started against the best pacing 
record, the 2:1134 of Little Brown Jug, and 
equaled it on the first attempt. Soon after that 
he was taken with quinsy, and while still eut 
of form Mr. Smith disposed of his interest to Mr. 
Mather. thus giving that gentleman exclusive 
ownership of the horse. Now that Johnston has 
become the property of Commodore Kittson he 
will be driven by John Splan, and will probably zo 
to California in company With the other horses be- 
lenging to his owner.

That was be- 
eause of the feeling of uncertainty among 

ople as to the future of the road. It 

as since sold at 150. The stock is as 
gcod now as it was then or at any time, and was 
as good then as now. Michigan Central is selling 
$5 per cent. lower than it wasa year ago, but the 
real vaiue is unchanged. Lake Shore is worth as 
mach as it was before the decline. The fall of the 
substantial properties from one and two years age 
has been too much and cannot last. When I put 
money in an enterprise I do not do it to benetit 
myself alone, but every one else as well who is in- 
terested.

One man in the heat of feeling 
might lead a mob to unlawful acts, but people who 
shought it over soberly would gee how ‘ll-advised 
\t was. If public opines has timeto mature it is 
jnfailidle. The press wields a great power, and 
should be used for good which it can accomplish.”

Boston, Oct. 13.—The Harvard foot-ball 


eleven played its second college game of the sea- 
son this afternoon on Jarvis Field, Cambridge, 
with the eleven of the University of Pennsylvania. 
Play was called at 3:05 o’olock, with the Harvara 
men at the east end of the field, bavingthe sun 
full in their faces. The ball was at once rushed 
down to the Pennsylvania's goal, and within 10 
minutes Kendall made a toueh-dewn for Harvard, 


but the attempt to kick’a goal from it wasa failure. 
Soon the ball was worked back toward Har- 
vara’s goal, but was sent up again by Bur- 
gess, who made a fair catch, and took a 
free kick. For some time the ball went back and 
forth in the middle of the field, during which Re- 
mak, for Pennsylvania, made a beautiful fair 
catch, the result of which, however, did not help 
his side. Then the ball was again driven to Penn- 
syivania’s goal, and in a scrimmage that followed 
Adams, a Harvard rusher, was severely injured 
about the head and was carried off the field. His 
place was taken by Houghton, and the game went 
on. Pennsylvania was soon obliged to touch 
down for safety, and the ball went to Harvard's 
goal again. Good runs by Hartley aud Austin 
soon carried it back, but in the rest of the first 
three-quarters of an hour nothing was scored, ex- 
cept another safety by Pennsylvania.

SPENDING HIS MONEY FREELY IN BUYING 
YACHTS AND ON BIS FRIENDS. :

Tire 
officers of the bank were not egatisfied with his 
careless manner of doing business, and were cau- 
tious about honoring nis drafts unless he bad 
something to draw against. Consequently, when 
checks were presented for payment a few weeks 
ago, and it was found on investigation he bad no 
money on deposit they were returned unhonored.

Mr. Coleman, the telegraph operator at the 
Windsor Hotel, who{was very intimate with Mr. 
acters said yesterday that he was the prince of 
good fellows, warm-hearted and bent upon having 
1 good time. He wanted everybody around him 
to havea good time and was very free with his 
mnoney. of which he seemed to have plenty. 
He had no bed . habits. About three 
years ago semebody left him $50,000. Soon 
after this he married and went ona trip to tbe 
Mediterranean. Early this Spring Mr. Griggs 
bought the schoonor yacht Triton, paying about 
$*.000 for her. He had her fitted up at considerable 
expense. He belonged to the Citizens’ Bicyeie 
Clab, and on Jnne 16 he took the members of the 
club down the Bay on his yacht and treated them 
rovally. 

Mr. Griges, Mr. Coleman said, represented to him 
that he owned a two-third interest in the Jnter 
Jeean, and that he was the President of a mining 
eompany. Mr. Coleman didn’t think that Mr. 
Griggs knew anything about bnsinesss, He 
tried, however. to make himself and others 
believe he did. During the yachting ex- 
cursions esround New-York, Mr. Griggs fre- 
quently paid for supplies in checks on the Sixth 
National] Bank of Chicago. Payment of some of 
the checks was refused by the bank, as Mr. Griggs 
had no money on deposit. When the checks came 
back some of Mr. Griggs’s friends here paid them.

TouRGUENIEF.—When a false report of 
Tourguénief’s death gained credence, a good 
many years ago, an English critic wrote a 
biographical notice of him in a musical jour- 
nal, in which he said that the great novelist 
talked admirably, but that his enthusiasms 
were sometimes tiresome. ‘* This is the first 
time [ have ever been told I was tiresome,” 
wrote Tourguénief in one of the many delight- 
ful letters I have received from him. And it 
was, doubtless, the last. A less tiresome 
talker can scarcely bé imagined. He talked 
brilliantly, bringing to bear upon any subject 
that might be brought forward an astonishing 
amount of general knowledge; but he never 
usurped more than his due share in conversa- 


tion, and he possessed to perfection the art of 
listening attentively. It was my privilege 
once to be present while a talk was going on 
between three friends, the voices of two of 
whom are now foreversilent. Oneof the three 
was Tourguénief, another was the late W. G. 
Clark, Vice-Master of Trinity, and the third 
Mr. Tennyson. I distinctly remember how well 
the Russian novelist heid his own, even when 
the conversation turned upon subjects with 
which his two distinguished companions were 
especially well acquainted. On several other 
occasions I have n present when he pro- 
duced a marked impression on —s good 
judges. On one of these he dined at Trinity, 
during a brief visit to Cambridge, and there 
may yet be left some of the Fellows of the 
college who will remember how brilliant a 

uest was that dav entertained at table. 

rightly he talked, however, he was not 
that evening entirely at his ease. It 
happened that a debate was to take place at 
the Union the same evening on the motion of 
an undergraduate by whose energy and abilit 
Tourguénief had been greatly impressed, 
and for whom he predicted a brilliant career 
—career, alas! destined to be cut short 
by a premature death. The motion was to 
the effect that the French Communists de- 
served the sympathy of Englishmen. It had 
been put up before the downfall of the Com- 
mune and the fires in Paris took place, and the 
proposer had refused to withdraw it. Tour- 
guénief was so anxious to hear the debate, and 
so afraid of being too late to witness the stormy 
scene which his Continental experiences sug- 
gested to him, that he kept asking, both in 
Hall and in Combination Room, whether it 
was not time to be starting. After assisting 
at the debate, having observed with what 
calm and respectful attention the young men 
who crowded the hall listened to the proposer’s 
arguments, and then voted all but unanimous- 
ly dead against his motion, Tourguénief turned 
to me and said, ‘‘ Now at last I understand 
why you English are not afraid of a revolu- 
tion.” —The Athenenm. 

Vair.—‘‘ Eyes of vair,’’ praised so often 
in medieval poetry, have exercised many 
minds. For my part, I was years before I 
realized that there was any point in the ex- 
pression. But at last I ‘saw’ it. Vair was 
the name of the fur of the grey squirrel, from 
varié, because the belly of the eqirrel, which 
was white, was mixed with the grey back in 
oval-shaped compartments—variegated, Prob- 


ably the same confusion occurred between 
this word vair and verre, glass, as that in the 
old tale of Cinderella, whose ‘“‘giass slipper” 
was indubitably the shoe of vair fur 
worn py nobles, according to Mr. 
Raiston. This confusion of two similar 
words in a French-speaking country, 
such as England was, is the jess curious, as 
gray was commonly considered the nearest 
color to glass—not then the clear white crystal 
which now rivals the diamond. Glass was 
then just white enough to show y when 
thick enough to have any tint of its own, with 
white and variegated reflections. . Chaucer 
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plainly says the Prioress’s eyes were “‘ gray as 
vines? y as a gooso,” he says of Ab- 
solon’s. Kyes of vair were the soft light gray 
eyes common in England, with or without 
blue in them, and the lashes giving a sort of 
furry softness to the glance, When we see 
how the medizval artist represented vair fur, 
in escallop-shaped compartments on a white 
ground, and how it is still ‘*diversitied with 
argent and azare” in heraldry, (in fact, the 
white and gray squirrel tur commonly used 
now,) we may see at once that there was a 
good deal of point in the expression, and a 
very pretty compliment, seeing that vair was 
the next costliest fur to the white ermine ana 
sacred to the créme de la créme.—Mrs, Ha- 
weis, in the Contemporary Magazine. 


A Conpuctor.—So many pecple fancy that 
to conduct wants only to take a stick and beat 
time. Certainly in very easy instances this 
may be sufficient, but in such cases without 
any conducting at ail the band would go on as 
the German street bands go on without any 
conductor. Thus I have seen Mme. Trebelli 
conduct a chorus in St. James’s Hall, and cer- 
tainly this amiable artist stands too high in 
her profession to try and aspire to what is not 
her business, So the Viscountess Folkestone 
certainly accomplished a more difficult task in 
training a number of young ladies, and form- 
ing a stringed orchestra, which under her able 


guidance perform not very difficult, but very 
pleasing, pieces with a wonderful dgsh. I 
do not think that one member of the whole 
orchestra is as old as 25 years—and a remark- 
able ensemble. But if it came to playing great 
and difficult scores. the reading of which is 
already a great difficulty, the judging of the 
right movement, the entry of instruments that 
have sometimes 50, 60 bars to count, and the 
look at the conductor’s eye to guide them at 
the precise moment of entry—when it comes 
to making the orchestra understand and exe- 
cute the intentions of the composer, then it is 
when the great conductor shows the stuff he is 
made of. How often have I seen Berlioz—and 
this is what I meant when alluding to his 
nerves—jumping down from the conductor’s 
desk, pouncing upon the clarionets and ex- 
claiming: ‘‘ Your two instruments are not 
in tune.” Then each of them gave his 
A, when with unfailing certainty not 
only did he perceive an infinitesimal dif- 
ference, but instantly told them, there and 
then, how to remedy it. it happened in our 
days to one of the greatest conductors living, 
Hans Richter, that the orchestra, when he 
first led it, meant to play him some pranks, 
for, be it known, that is just what orchestras 
in general are mostly inclined to do. The 
moment a new conductor comes before them 
they try any sort of tricks to see how he will 
get out of it. The first thing that happened 
was that the hornist played a passage badly, 
and when Richter remonstrated he very oblig- 
ingly said: ** Perhaps you would not mind 
showing me what Iam to do?” ‘“ With pleas- 
ure,” said Richter, took the horn out of his 
hands, and showed him. After he had done 
so to several other instruments they were sat- 
isfied as to what they wanted to know, anda 
now it is sufficient for him to lift up his hand, 
and they understand and instantly endeavor 
to carry out his instructions.—Temple Bar, 


Pituep.—Half a century ago the opera- 
tion was very uncommon and greatly resented. 
There is story of a certain Irish gentleman, 
Mr. F., who, though destitute of those genial 
qualities for which his nation used to be so 
famous, and, to say the truth, not at all a 
*‘clubbable man,’’ had a great gift with the 
pistol. He proposed himself—that is, he fright- 
ened somebody into proposing him—for some 
aristocratic ciub and was “ pilled.” As he 
felt certain no one would dare do this 


he waited at the door on the day of the 
election, intending to walk im after the 
few minutes consumed in this mere 
matter of form, as a duly elected member. A 
waiter presently came out to him, and ina 
trembling voice broke the terrible news that a 
black ball had been given which excluded him. 
What happened to the t unhappy menial is not 
recorded; he was probably butchered on the 
spot; but in those days no one cared about ac- 
cidents to the lower classes. The Irish gentle- 
man waited on, and as each member of the 
club stepped out he inquired of him, in those 
duicet tones which used to precede the 
thunders of Mr. Chuck the _ boatswain, 
whether it was to his individual ac- 
tion that he was indebted for his exclusion. 
It was taking a considerable liberty with tbe 
principles of the ballot, but that did not enter 
Mr. F.’s mind, which was monopolized with 
the sole idea of entering the club. Hvery one 
answered him with an assuring smile that he 
had not been responsible for the black ball. 
‘“rhen it was evidently dropped in by mis- 
take,” observed Mr. F.; ‘“‘tbere must bea 
new election.” So there was; and that time 
he only got one white ball. Nothing has ever 
happened to me so bad as that. It is not sur- 
‘sheers that the ballot came into vogue in clubs 

fore it was accepted in politics. It would 
be intolerable to enter a social circle in which 
one’s enemies were known to one, and not 
very agreeable to one’s enemies. As a matter 
of fact, however, unless he is a public charac- 
ter and better known than liked, the black 
balls a man gets from private motives are very 
few. Those barbed arrows are really aimed 
through him at his proposer and seconder. It 
is my belief that if an unknown man, how- 
ever offensive, should be proposed by two 
others equally unknown put inoffensive, he 
could get into any clubin London. A man of 
mark, on the other hand, however meritori- 
ous, must needs have his enemies.—7he Corn- 
hill Magazine. 


DIsRaAELI AND Winzes.—‘‘How do you 
manage to keep so healthy ?” he was asked by 
a dyspeptic fop. ‘‘ By dining off a sardine,” 
was the answer, and there was some truth in 
this. To the endof his life Disraeli always ate 
very sparingly when alone, and this enabled 
him to keep a good appetite for public occa- 
sions, thereby rebutting the presumption, 
which his pale face suggested, that he was con- 
sumptive. In this connection some remarks 
of his about wine may be mentioned. Hard 
drinking was in fashion during his youth, 
and at public dinners men who let the bottle 

ass were hardly regarded as gentlemen. 
Jisraeli, who could never stand much wine, 
suffered a good deal from this social usage, 
and heset himself to study the demeanor of 
men who could drink deep without being any 
the worse for it. Lord Melbourne was one of 
these, and he gave Disraeli a wrinkle by say- 
ing: ‘* You can drink if you don’t talk; if you 
talk much you needn’t drink, for peovle wilt 
think you are drunk and let you alone.” Itis 
obvious that the excitement of conversation 
must co-operate powerfully with the fumes of 
wine in making the brain reel. Disraeli, hav- 
ing noted this fact, went further into the sub- 
ject by observing that a man’s convivial pro- 
pensities are always taken for granted if he 
talks in praise of wine and appears to be very 
critical about it. Some of his remarks 
savoring of the most refined epicureanism may 
therefore be ascribed solely to his temperate 
desire to find excuses for not drinking. He 
was not a judge of wines, though he pretended 
to be, and once allowed himself to lay down 
the law about Burgundy against the late Lord 
Sefton. A droll trait in him was that he 
spoke enthusiastically about certain choice 
wines, but he never decried any sort of liquor, 
even gin. A reason he once gave for “saying 
something kind’’ about brandy in the presence 
ef a person addicted to spirits would have had 
a Mephistophelean ring if the subject of the 
observation had not been, humanly speaking, 
irreclaimable: ‘“‘I could not speak ill of his 
only friend.’’ ‘‘I should call brandy his 
enemy,” interposed a lady. ‘‘Ah, well, a man 
hates bis enemy the worse for hearing him 
well spoken of.” as the mild retort.—Zemple 
Bar.

His 
shoes were of as fine leather as that whereof 
gloves are made, and all slashed and cut, not- 
withstanding the cold, and so exactly close 
to his feet, and having no heels, that they 
seemed rather pasted on, In entering he made 
me a reverence after the Spanish fashion, his 
two legs cross one another, and stooping as 
women do when they salute one another; he 
was strongly perfumed, and they are all so.—

Mrs. Opte.—Opie sat at bis ease, paint- 
ing portraits to earn money for his wife’s use 
and comfort, and encouraging her to write, 
for he had faith in work. He himself would 
never intermit his work for a single aay. He 
would have gladly kept her always in his 
sight. “If I would stay at home forever, I be- 
lieve my husband would be merry from morn- 
ing to night—a lover more than a husband,” 
Amelia writes to Mrs, Taylor. He seemed to 
have some feeling that time was not to be long 
—that life was passing quick by for him, almost 
too quickly to give him time to realize 
his new home happiness, to give him strength 
to grasp his work. He was no rapid paint r, 


instinctively feeling his light and color and 
action, and seizing the moment’s suggestion, 
but anxious, laborious, and involved in that 
sad struggle in which some people pass their 
lives, for ever disappointed. Opie’s portraits 
seem to have been superior to his compo- 
sitions, which were well painted, ‘* but unim- 
aginative and commonplace,” says the painter 
of our time, whose own work quickens with 
that mysterious soul which some pictures (as 
indeed some hun.an beings) seem to be en- 
tirely without. ‘‘ During the nine years that 
I was his wife,” says Mrs. Opie, ‘*I never saw 
him satisfled with any one of his productions. 
Often, very often, he has entered my sitting- 
room, and, throwing himself down in 
an agony of despondency upon the sofa, 
exclaimed, ‘Ishail never be a painter!” 
Fle was a wise and feeling critic, however great 
his shortcomings as 2 painter may have been. 
His lectures are admirabie, full of real thought 
and good judgment. Sir James Mackintosh 
places them beyond Reynolds’s in some ways. 
‘If there were no difficulties every one would 
bea painter,” says Opie, and he goes on to 
point out what a painter’s object should be — 
‘the discovery or conception of perfect ideas 
of things; nature in its purest and most essen- 
tial form rising from the species to the genus, 
the highest and ultimate exertion of human 
gevius.” For bim it was. no grievance that 
a painter’s life should be one long and 
serious effort. “Tf you are wanting 
to yourselves, rule may be multiplied 
upon rule and precept upon precept in 
vain.” Some of his remarks might be thought 
still to apply in some cases, no less than they 
did a bundred years ago, when he complained 
of those green-sick lovers of chalk, brick-dust, 
charcoal, and old tapestry, who are so ready 
to decry the merits of coloring and to set it 
down as a kind of superfluity. It is curious to 
contrast ()pie’s style in literature with that of 
his wife, who belongs to the entirely past 
generation which she reflected, whereas he 
wrote from his own original impressions, only 
saying those things which struck him forcibly 
as they strike us now. ‘‘Father and Daugh- 
ter’ was Mrs. Opie’s first acknowledged book. 
It was published in 1801, and the author writes 
mudestly of all her apprehensions, ** Mr. 
Opie has no tience with me; he consoles 
me by averring that fear makes me over- 
rate others and underrate myseilf.’”? The 
book was reviewed in the Edinburgh. We 
hear of one gentleman who lies awake all 
night after reading it; and Mrs. Inchbald 
promises a candid opinion, which, however, 
wedo not get. Besides stories and novels, 
Mrs. Opie was the author of several poems 
and verses which were much admired. There 
was an impromptu to Sir James Mackintosh, 
which brought a long letter in return, and one 
of her songs was quoted by Syaney Smith in 
alecture at the Royal Institute. Mrs. Opie 
was present,and she used to tell in after 
times ‘‘how unexpectedly the compliment 
came upon her, and how she shrank down 
upon her seat in order to screen herself from 
observation.”—The Cornhill Magazine.

But it is childish to calculate a toad’s age by 
buman generations or by centuries A. D. Long 
before the days of Noah’s great-grandfather's 
predecessors, toads, we are told, used to seat 
themselves, for purposes known only to them- 
selves, in the piastic sediment of the antedi- 
luvian past. There, oblivious of the world, 
they remained, while the sediment became 
sandstone, and geological periods came and 
went, each dragging on its endless tale of years. 
Through their stone walls perchance the toads 
speculated upon the lapping and murmuring 
sound of those waters that drowned the earth, 


and the clinking of mailet and chisel upea 
that useless tower of old, and _ listened 
with solemn wonder to the strange outcry 
that followed the confusion of the work- 
men’s tongues. Then a long silence, gilded 
with the distant recollection of the flavor of 
those plump paleozoic mosquitoes that used 
to settle upon the sedimentary deposits into 
which the toad was surely but slowly sinking. 
Once more the silence is broken by the distant 
sound of human tools and voices. Nearer and 
nearer they approach until, at last, the toad’s 
prison is burst open, and, with its blear eyes 
dazzled by a flood of nineteenth century day- 
light, the toad gazes dreamily upon the won- 
dering face of Silas Browne, of Liverpool, 
quarryman. Then he crawls forth la- 
boriously, and “nails” the house-fly of 
civilization with a relish that would almost 
seem to imply a_ previous acquaintance 
with the insect. He is agile, too, cen- 
sidering his age. But the agility of a toad is 
not to be compared with that of a quarry- 
man, who knows a scientific gentleman ‘as 
pays well for fossuls and cur’osities.” Then 
the toad and fragments of his prison are en- 
veloped together ina red handkerchief, and 
subsequently displayed to the.ecstatic eyes of 
the representative of science, who takes down 
Browne’s “ocular evidence’’ with circumstan- 
tial accuracy, though, as he naively remarks, 
‘*corroborative testimony is hardiy neces- 
sary,” for the cavity in the stone could not 
have fitted the toad better, “‘if it had been 
made to measure.”” Whereat Silas Browne 
glances uneasily round the room. Then he 
pockets his money, picks up his fur cap from 
under the chair, and departs. The man of 
science has been to London, reads an address 
to the Royal Society for Scientific Investiga- 
tion of Impossible Phenomena, tlustrated with 
diagrams of a coal mine, sections of geological 
strata, plaster casts of toad-holes, fragments 
of the genuine toad-hole, and the antedeluvian 
toad himself surveying the audience through 
his glass prison, like Solomon in a greenhouse, 
Then the man of science carries out, for the 
good ot mankind, aseries of instractive experi- 
ments. He buries a number of toads, for the 
good of mankind, underground in stone prisons 
with glass fronts: digs them up at the end of 
the year. He finds some of the toads dead, 
others still alive, though ‘‘ much emaciated.” 
He reads another lecture to the R.S. F. 8. LO, 
I. P., and again buries the toads, At the end of 
another year all the toads are dead and shriv- 
eled up, and he reads no more lectures. It 
voult nas be forthe good of mankind to do 
so; but somehow of late years the market price 
of a toad in a coal mine has fallen off consid- 
erably, which is perhaps only one more in- 
stance of the degeneracy of the modern toad. 
—Longman’s Mugazine. 


Spanish Lapries, 1620.—In the matter of 
jewelry Spanish ladies were very extravagant. 
Precious stones, however, were badly set, 
being over-framed in gold. It was not enough, 
as in France, to possess one costly set, Fashion 
demanaed that a Spanish lady should have 
eight or ten sets, some of diamonds, others of 


rubies, - emeralds, pearls, and turquoises. 
‘* The ladies,” as we learn from the Countess 
Danois, ‘“‘ wear at the top of their stays a 
broad knot of diamonds, from whence there 
hangs a chain of pearls, or 10 or 12 knots of 
diamonds which they fasten at the other end 
to their sides. They never wear any necklace, 
but they wear bracelets, rings, and pendants; 
the latter of which are longer than a person's 
hand, and so heavy that I have wondered how 
they could carry them without tearing out the 
lobes of their ears, to which they add what- 
ever they think pretty. I have seen some have 
large watches hanging there; others padlocs of 
recious stones, and even your fine-wrought 
nglish keys and little bells. They also car 
upon their sleeves, their shoulders. and ail 
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be . _ mat their heads stuck full of 
ns, some made of diamonds in the shape 
of a fly, and others like butterflies, wkose col- 


ours are distinguished by various stones,”—

Loveraen.—Considered as a serious pic- 
ture of the fashionable libertine, the thoroughly 
abandoned ‘‘fine gentleman” of his cay, the 
character is, of course, a monstrosity. The truth 
is that Richardson bad as little actual knowl- 
edge of the class whom he thus caricatured as 
the modern lady novelist has of the dear, de- 
lightful, wicked Guardsman, whose prowess in 
the flelds of love and war she similarly exag- 
erates. Men are, of course, aware that no 
flesh-and-blood officer of the Household Bri- 
gade is at once so profligate, so strong, so 
handsome, so daring a rider to hounds, so 
masterly a whist-player, and the wearer of 
such costly dressing-gowns as are the irre- 
sistible heroes of the lady’s novel; and 
many of hichardson’s contemporaries must 
doubtless have felt the same about Love- 
lace. The quiet little book-seiler evident- 
ly took a sort of trembling, delicious pleas- 
ure in the elaboration and contemplation 
of the superhuman wickedness of his fine gen- 
tleman. His heartlessness; his cynicism, his 
brutality and audacity, are individually 
worked up to an almost incredible pitch, and 
are quite incredible in‘combination. We may be 
perfectly assured, and may con bu- 
man nature on the assurance, that no such 
man as Lovelace ever existed. But this is no 
copasee to the story from the i inative 
point of view. It is not less certain, I should 
think, that nosuch man as Iago ever existed; 
considered from the point of view of actuality, 
we cannot accept him as a faithful picture of 
an “‘ancient” in the Venetian army. But Iage, 
though beyond the range of the actual, is a 
masterpiece of imaginative trutb, and so—and 
in a scarcely less degree—is Lovelace. The 
reason why the *‘ monster ;” ** faultless” or the 
reverse, of the inferior artist offends us is, 
not because his vices and viftnes are 
idealized to excess, but because they 
do not seem to be the vices and vir- 
tues of humanity at ail. It is not that 
they shock usin degree, but that we do not 
recognizethem in kind. It is far otherwise, 
however, with Richardson’s Lovelace. Villain 
as he is, we see how he has become so, and we 
perceive that it has been through the morbid 
hypertrophy of very common, and in most 
men very venial, foibles. Hardly an act of 
treachery, however black, or of cruelty, how- 
ever brutal, is wrought by him; hardly a sally 
of diabolical cynicism, or a cry of heartless 
triumph escapes him, which cannot be traced 
to the simple passion of egotism, in one or 
other of its two forms of selfishness and 
vanity. His attractive and repulsive quali- 
ties are all of a piece, and are all woven of the 
stuff of his self-love. His good humor, his 
geyety. his savoir faire, his fascination even 

or the people who disike him, are all horn 
ot his desire to gratify himself; while,on the 
other hand, we see that his egotism is doubly 
the parent of his crimes, in promp' him 
to their commission, and in partially blinding 
hima, cynic though he is, to their full enormity. 
—The Contemporary Review. 


THE GERMAN “ INTENDANTUR.’’—A Gen- 
eral in command of an army has to do much 
more than merely give food to his men. He 
has, besides the ordinary difficulties of sucha 
task, to calculate upon bad roads, weary 
horses, breaking wagons, the attacks of an ene- 
my’s cavalry; he has not only to get food for 
the troops, but in many cases he has to provide 
it in the first place; he has to keep his maga- 
zines constantly stocked, to increase the 
amount of transport in exact proportian as his 
troops advance, to feed not only the fighting 
men but all the men who are employed in 
carrying provisions to the combatants, to find 
hay and corn for the horses of the cavalry, for 
the horses of the infantry, and for the horses 
of the transport wagons, and to arrange 


beforehand so that every man and horse 
shall halt for the — in close proximity toa 
large supply of g water. hen the enemy 
is in front, and any moment may bring on an 
action, a General has little time to turn his 
mind to the organization of asystem of supply. 
Then he must sift intelligence, weigh informa- 
tion, divine his adversary’s intentions almost 
before they are formed, prepare a parry for 
every blow, and speeda thrustinto any openin 

joint of his antagonist’s army. The means o 

supplying troops ougbt to be given readily 
into the hands of a General; they should be 
all arranged and organized beforehand, so 
that he has but to see that they are properly 
administered and made use of. It is done in 
Germany. The Intendantur arranges and 
mobilizes the transport which follows the 
army in the field. This transport is exclusive 
of the wagons of eaeh battalion, the artillery 
and engineer trains, and the field telegraph 
divisions, and is divided under two heads. 
One portion is kept for the use of the com- 
missariat branch, and is retained solely for the 
supply of food to men; the second portion 
carries the medicines and hospital necessaries 
for the sick and wounded, together with the 
means of carrying disabled men, food for 
horses, stores to supply magazines, and all 
articles that have to be transported except 
munitions of war and regimental equip- 
ment. Five provision columns of 30 
wagons each are provided for each 
corps, and carry three days’ provisions for 
every man. As soon as the wagons which 
carry the first day’s supply are emptied they 
are sent off to the magazine in the rear and re- 
plenished, and must be » again to supply the 
fourth day’s food, as in the two days’ interval 
the other wagons will have beem emptied. As 
it is easier to carry flour than bread in these 
wagons, each corpsis accompanied by a field 
bakery. As the army advances the magazine 
to supply these wagons must advance also, and 
means must be provided for keeping the maga- 
zines full. The collection of food in such maga- 
zines entails an enormous amount of transport, 

which is obtained by hiring wagons and carts 
from the country where the war is being car- 
ried on or the countries near it. Wagons hired 
in the country are also used for carrying for- 
age for the horses of the cavalry and artillery 
from the magazines to the front, for the pro- 
vision columns only carry food for the men.— 
Capt. Hozier, in the Nineteenth Century. 


Frenou Lirerary Criticism.—Literary 
criticism in France is afflicted with a peculiar 
malady. There are no critical reviews, as in 
England and America, organs free from all 
political passion and influence, and delivering 
a literery verdict with the absolute impar- 
tialitvy of purely literary criticism. French 
literary criticism, so far as it can be said to 
exist, is enrolled in a journal, and it belongs 
more or less to the eoior and tendencies of that 
journal, and if not toits prejudices, at least to 
its principles. And so it happens that the spirit 
of the book, or the spirit of theauthor, is gener- 


ally considered before the value ot the book 
itself, The critic can with difficulty admire in 
another camp or criticise in his own. Ifa 
novel has a Catholic hero, the critic of the anti- 
clerical journal wil} declare it to be detestible. 
If the hero of a novel be a Voltairean 
the Catholic journal will anathematize both 
the book and the author. Whatever 
Victor Hugo writes will be proclaimed 
sublime by the appel and ignoble by 
the Union, and from one end of France to 
the other you will hardly find a single writer 
who ventures to express a candid and inde- 
pendent opinion. We make an exception of 
one critic, M. Schérer, of Le Temps, who 
has taken up the succession of Sainte-Beuve 
without Sainte-Beuve’s knowledge or bril- 
liancy. M. Schérer is an honest critic, but his 
influenee over the publicissmall, It may be 
said without exaggeration that literary criti- 
cism in France at the present day is dead. The 
literary standard of the press itself as a whole 
is nolonger what it was in the time of the 
Restoration, or even of the Second Empire. 
Indeed, liberty of the press in France would 
appear to be unfavorable to literary excel- 
lence, and doubtless if, under the two régimes 
just mentioned, the press had been left free to 
discuss and to criticise the affairs of the nation 
and of the Government, the littérateurs and 
stylists would not have occupied the place 
they did. The high-class newspapers of 
the Empire were, if one may say it, ele- 
gant salons, where a brilliant talker was 
listened to with delight by a chosen 
circle; in the universal silence the literary 
artieles of Taine or of Sainte-Beuve and the 
fine witticisms of Prdévost-Paradol had at 
least a nine days’ celebrity. Sinee 1789, which 
brought to light ina few months no fewer than 
140 political journals, every successive revolu- 
tion has had the effect of throwing literature 
into the shade. The revolution of 1871 did not 
differ in this respect trom its predecessors, and 
as that revolution was prolonged in an acute 
state until the year 1877, it is not remarkable 
that the French prees of to-day should be still 
absorbed py d mewnp discussions which literary 
men are inclined to consider idle, Literary 
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Ne’er to that silent strand 
Gallant ship sailed;

The good and the bad, the profound and 
the shallow, the earnest and the flippant, were 
_- never jumbled together in more curious inter- 
“mixture than in Mr. Hawthorne’s new novel. 
It opens with a striking picture of the New- 
England forest landscape half a century ago, 
and before it ends another American land- 
seape, that of California, is put in requisition. 
Both aré more fantastic than literal; but New- 
England comes off pest, since it is not peopled, 
as the Californian is, with buffaloes and 
grizzly bears in deadly conflict, and with 
Indians of the Fenimore Cooper kind. 
There are xo anachronisms like the 
description of San Francisco in 1847 as 
a town. When it comes to the characters, 
however, Mr. Hawthorne has a tendency, 
shown before this in ** Dust,” toward throw- 
ing back the manners and conversation of his 


actors about a century. One loses nothing 
by this, except the unimportant consciousness 
of historical harmony, and gains a good deal 
in the way of picturesqueness. The story, or 
at any rate the immediate actions of the ac- 
tors, interest one all the more because one feels 
always uncertain what they will do next, 
Nothing in the way of feats of personal prow- 
sss, of murder, or of suicide is impossible to 
Mr. Hawthorne’s creations. He plays with 
ais reader, if he does not actually laugh in his 
face, ‘and in his recklessness as to plot and 
clearness as to minor parts and passages he 
keeps the attention always alert. It is true 
that one feels that these pages were written 
from day to day and that possibly the author 
did not know, when be was in the middle of 
the story, what he should do with the finale. 
But after all this is more of an injustice to 
himself than to his reader, since the latter, 
after being alternately puzzled, amused, and 
disgusted for the 470 pages, throws the book by 
and never thinks of it again, or if he does, only 
to remember that it was one of many hot- 
bakea novels prepared for an hour’s consum 
tion at an Hour’s notice, which have merit, 
but not enough merit to warranta second read- 
ing. As to the injustice the author does him- 
self when he wastes the real power shown in 
the story by a hasty presentment and a mass 
of un details, few people are likely to 
stop to think of that, What place, they will 
be more disposed to ask, has such an episode 
in a novel of this century as that where Jack 
Vivian goes into a cave in California unarmed 
and seizes hold of a large wolf and makes an 
end of him by tearing open bis throat with his 
teeth? Does it do any good, seeing that a 
stroll away from the ey about to be de- 
stroyed by the enemy would have served the 
same purpose of saving Jack, ana does it 
not throw a ridiculous light on Jack? 
Sensationalism is one thing, burlesque 
another. There is only too much truth in 
such objections, but it must not be forgotten 
that along with these go very unusual quali- 
ties. His main characters—Bryan Sinclair 
and Madeleine Vivian—are bold and interest- 

creations not, indeed, without relation- 
ship with characters of fiction already known, 
bat still fresh and individual enough to estab- 
lish Mr. Hawthorne’s right to authorship. 
Bryan Sirvclair is ea villain such as 
writers of to-day seldom dare to draw, and 
it must be confessed that in some points he is 
overdrawn. He has the two points which 
Mr. Hawthorne cannot refrain from endowing 
his heroes with—a superabundant animal- 
ity, agpounting in his case to a physique like’a 
Her , and a tendency to murder. A Bo- 
hemian temperament and great brain power 
make him a wanderer and speculator. He has 
intrigues with women, and ruins his friends in 
speculations. A rustic whom he has van- 
quished at fisticuiis becomes his slave and 
finally ihis evil genius, and when, after a 
scene in the theatre where sensationalism 
is pushed till it cracks, and Madeleine kills 
herself on the boards as Cleopatra and the 
theatre is set on fire by Bryan’s evil famutus, 
then does this famulus seek Bryan out where 
he lies half dead in the cinders and deliberate- 
ly torture him todeath. What is admirable in 
this novel is not tiie plot, but Nhe vivid concep- 
tion of character—not the Aescriptions of 
places, but the highly suggestive and captivet- 
ing vistas opened again and again during 
rambling talks between the actors on matters 
relating to human life, society, religion, and 
the like, or else shown in discussions 
from the story, moralizations if you will, 
addressed directiv to the reader by the author. 
Jack Vivian, the hero, is a foo! of fortune 
because when he lives almost nameless and 
alone as a boy in the cave behind the Witch's 
Head, or asa ‘*squaw man” in a village of 
Indians, he is comparatively happy ;, but when 
he is proved Baron Castlemere and becomes 
the pet of London dyawing-rooms, bis happi- 
ness is gone. Keturning to comparative isola- 
tion asa sculptor in Paris, he again becomes 
reconciled, but only at the cost of ignoring his 
high worldly nek A queer, disjointed, in- 
consecutive story for the most part, ‘* For- 
tune’s Fool” is by no means a novel to be 
passed by withont a look.

SORIPTURE DOCTRINE. 

THE DOCTRINE OF SACRED SCRIPTURE. A Critt- 
cal, Hietorical, and Dogmatic Inquiry into the 
Origin and Nature of the Old and New Testaments. 
By Groner 1, Lapp, D. D., vrofessor of Mental 
and Moral Pallosophy in Yale College, New-York:

The present volumes are evidently the re- 
sult of much labor and research. They are 
also of special interest to Biblical students at 
this time, as being an earnest as well as vigor- 
ous effort to deal satisfactorily with a subject 
of the highest importance to mankind. Prof. 
Ladd seems to have grasped fairly 
the idea that a large portion of 
matter furnished in past years by writers 
in defense of Christianity and its obli- 
gations will not endure the test of thorough 
critical examination. here has been too much 
of the mere advocate’s plea, too many as- 
sumptions without proof, too common an 
ignoring of the objections and difficulties pre- 
sented by skeptical critics and opponents of 
Christianty. We have now, confessedly, 
reached a period in which such a course will 
no longer avail. Ohristianity and its sacred 
books must now expect to be subjected to the 


same searching tests which are applied to 
scientific topics ; and if the Bible, and its claims 
to obligation and acceptance, cannot endure 
such rigid tests, then they must look to be 
relegated to the region of myths and ground- 
legs pretensions, a place, by the way, to which 
rationalists and unbelievers cf all kinds have 
already relegated them. 

Prof. Ladd, as an honest, conscientious be- 
liever in the truth and power of Christianity, 
is entirely persuaded that it has abundant and 
convincing evidence of its being ali that it 
claims to be, and, while he does not affect to 
undervalue or despise the various and weighty 
objections and difficulties which are urged 
against Christianity, he is confident that it is 
tuily able to meet all these and to prove its 
divine origin, if only the investigation he 
rightiy and fairly conducted and the appro- 
welabe tests be applied. ‘I was led,” he says 
in his preface, ‘* to undertake the difficult task 
of endeavoring to settle the problems relating 
to the origin and nature of sacred Scrip- 
tore both by the outward call of 
circumstances and by inward impulse, 
end J have tried to accomplish it 
with such pxtience, candor, and thoroughness 
that I can conscientiously ask the same qual- 
ities of all my readers.’’ The learned Profess- 
or dees not hold himself obligated to maintain 
what hecalls “the traditional view” on this 
subject. He has no sympathy with the advo- 
cates of *‘ Biblica] infallibility,’’ or of the cor- 
responding infallibility of the church in this 
matter. A second class of readers, that is, 
those who regard the Bible as only a collection 
of ancient writings on religion and morals, 
yet possessing no authority or divine inspfra- 
tion, Dr. Ladd hardly expects to reach, for he 
acknowledges candidly that ‘‘certain funda- 
mental assumptions, which they do not ad- 
mit,” lie at the foundation of his whole 
work. These assumptions, however, he 
claims to be fully and entirely jus- 
tified by the nature of the subject 
in hand. There is yet a third class, to whom 
he dedicates his book, and whem especially he 
aims and expects to help, viz., ‘‘ that great 
number of Christian teachers and thinkers 
who hold the Biblical system of moral and 
religions tri:th, but who are in doubt as to 
what they shall conclude concerning the sacred 
writings in which that system is contained.” 
Hence, the great question before the writer is, 
briefly expressed, ‘‘ What is the Bible ?” 
What does it contain? What does it teach # 
What is its authority and pewer ! 

ln proceeding to answer this question Prof, 

Ladd divides his work inte four parts, as fol- 

lows: Part I. ** Bxegetical, the claims of the 

Bible,” (ix chapters, 220 ;) Part IL 

* Critical, the Phenomena of the Bible,” (elev- 

en 540 pages;) Part IML. * 


Teaching of the Church,” (six chapters, 
aT paces. IV. n areanetie, the Doctrine 
of ord of God,” (fourteen chapters, 440 

Gur liste do not admit of going into any 
detailed examination of the contents of these 
several parts and their necessary subdivisions. 
That can only be done by the student of the 
Bible who has leisure and capability for the 
work, and whose interest in the questions at 
issue will sustain him ina prolonged inguir 
of this sort. All that we need here say, in 
general terms, is, that the first and third parts 
are of special value to the numerous class of 
readers and writers who advocate strongly 
the supremacy and authority of Biblical relig- 
ion, as that has been set forth and held by the 
church in very positive form; for, in these 
portions of his work, Dr. Ladd endeavors to 
show what the Bible really claims for itself, 
and whatis the exact teaching as well as the 
yalue of the teaching of the church on this 

int. In how far his treatment of the sub- 
ject will be acceptable to churchmen and those 
who regard the church as the ultimate arbiter 
in allsuch matters is, of course, open to con- 
siderable doubt, The second and fourth parts 
have the largest share of attention bestowed 
upon them, not less from their intrinsic im- 
portance than from the interest which they 
will excite in the readers of such a work as 
this, 

It is, probably, too much to expect that all 
those into whose hands these volumes fall will 
agree with the writer in his conclusions or his 
mode of dealing with the difficulties and objec- 
tions urged, persistently and vehemently, on 
all hands, against the Bible, No one man is 
competent to treat of the vast range of topics 
which are to be discussed in a work, having in 
view the object which this has, s0 as todo 
equal justice to all, and Dr. Ladd is not una- 
ware of this in his own case. But, as he justly 
pleads, he has brought together, in the vol- 
umes now submitted to the public, a very 
large amount of valuable material, and has 
done his best to use this material rightly and 
truly for the interests of Christianity at 
the present day. We think that he has, in 
great measure, succeeded in carrying out 
his design; and, while we do not pledge our- 
selves to all his conclusions, we can safely, as 
we do»cheerfully, commend his work to our 
readers. He has used very largely authorities 
from all quarters and of all periods, and, so 
far as we have had occasion to test his course 
jn the matter, we believe that he has used 
them fairly and honestly. Two indexes are 
furnished—one of ‘‘ Passages of Scripture,” 
quoted and illustrated, and a second of 
“ Namesand Subjects,””’ Theseadd materially 
to the value of the work, and will greatly 
facilitate its due and proper use among scholars 
and readers in general. 

We give an extract from Dr. Ladd’s book, 
which will serve as a specimen of his styie and 
his mode of expressing his sentiments on a 
point of great moment: 

“It must be confessed that the conclusions con- 
cerning the origin and nature of sacred Scripture 
which can be derived from a study of the text of 
the Old and New Testaments are almost wholly 
of negative character. The strong protest which 
the phenomena of the Biblical text offer to every 
assumption of verbal inspiration and infallibility 
has already been pointed out. These phenomena 
confirm the impression that the written record 
and instrument of revelation has been made 
subject to all the forms of human weak- 
ness and human error which belong to 
other written records. It has not been given or 
paeeeves with diplomatic certainty; it has not 

een providentialiy kept from mistake and corrup- 
tion; itis not now possible to determine. with 
more than a greater or less degree of probability, 
the precise limits of details within whieh those 
mistakes and corruptions from the original writ- 
ings may be confined, We must, then, receive the 
divine and imperishable word, if at all, in the hu- 
man and perishable clothing of words in which it 
has come down tous. Thatthe general style and 
mode of this clothing of words itself bears the im- 
press of the Divine Spirit asa epirit of revelation, 
we have already seen reasons to believe. But it is 
onty within certain limits, and almost w''t a cer- 
tain degree of assurance, that we can rely *:ponthe 

recise text of the Old and New Testaments. These 
imits are happily such as to include a certainty 
concerning ell the truths of religion and morals— 
the Word of God which is the changing words of 
the record—so far as they are dependent upon the 
text. They are sueh as to prevent any reasonable 
doubt concerning the same truths. It may perbaps 
be added that the devout mind will discover in the 
history of the construction and preservation of the 
Biblical text notafew proofs of a certain provi- 
dential care extended to the diplomaties of sacred 
Seripture. This care has been exercised through 
the ordinary instrumentalities of papyrus and 
parchment manuscripts, printed books, industry 
and diligenee of seribes, and aeoeteny the interest 
and uses of the Christian Church. But it cannot be 
forgotten that, by pe much as we piously augment 
in our estimation this element of Providence, by so 
much the more do we also emphasize our confes- 
sion that the spirit in Providence, the spirit of 
revelation, has not freed its sacred record and in- 
strument from the frailties, ehanges, and errors 
whioh belong to all human works.” 


A WOMAN OF HONOR. 


A WOMAN OF HONOR, A Novel, Ry H.C. Bonner, 
Boston: JaMEs R. Oscoop & Co, 1883, 


To write a play and a novel at one and 
the same time, that is the interesting problem 
Mr. Bunner, one of the editors of Puck, and 
an acceptable contributor in prose and yerse 
to the monthly magazines, has tried to solve 
in ‘‘A Woman of Honor.” The Studio 
Building in West Tenth-street gives bim his 
main scene; then there is a comfortable old- 
fashioned house near Washington-square, the 
home of his heroine, for a second change of 
scene; a hotel in the Adirondacks and a lawn 


in Newport are further varieties, He is 
measurably successful in keeping his charac- 
ters separate and individual, and there seems 
no reason why the love story of Jack the artist 
and the blameless but compromised ‘* woman 
of honor” should not be played on the stage. 
With a keen eye to the requisites of the mod- 
ern boards, properties, dresses, background, 
&c., Mr. Bunner has furnished most of the 
requisites of genteel comedy. The story is 
neither so given over to talk that the actors 
can have no chance for action, nor are the 
situations so tame and retined as to demand 
more than the skill which our better actors 
and actresses possess. As a novel the book 
has an inevitable drawback in the suggestion 
of the stage, (which is not saying that it is 
“‘stagey,’’) for Mr. Bunner has had to sacri- 
fice something of naturalness and ease in 
order to give due prominence to the frame- 
work of his ,;plot. Coming so quickly, 
ag it has, ‘after the appearance of 
Mr. Henry James's change of his ‘ Daisy 
Miller” into the dramatic form, it affords an 
interesting comparison with that adaptation. 
Thus we find the comedy of * Daisy Miller” 
much the finer in workmanship, but not so 
well adapted to the boards’ as this novel will 
be after comparatively slight changes have 
been made to prepare it for the actors, The 
difference must arise from difference in origin. 
Mr. James wrote in his excellent style a sketch 
of life among Americans abroad and after- 
ward had the idea of turning it to further use 
asa play. Unless greatly mistaken, Mr. Bunner 
has written a play and then adapted it to the 
novel. ‘This appears from intrinsic evidence. 
and seems to be corroborated by a copyright 
taken out several years ago which appears to 
cover the same story in the shape of drama. 
If the play had any circulation in print it 
passed unnoticed at the time. The scenes that 
pass at Jack Carnegie’s studio have the well- 
worn and never outworn expedients of suc- 
eessive concealments of the principal actors, 
and it is there that the heroine, who is secretly 
engaged to Jack, sacrifices herself for the sake 
of a silly married friend and former school- 
mate, who has come to the studio out of 
jealousy of her husband and is surprised by 
him in that place after dark. The weakest 
point is the reason given for the heroine's visit 
to her lover’s studio. The best situation is 
when the unsuccessful, silently adoring iover 
of the heroine comes to tell her that he has 
made the married friend explain the whole 
matter to her husband, and has thus cleared 
the herome trom the suspicion on her honor. 
She and Jack fall into each other’s arms under 
the nose of the man who has been in love with 
her all the while. In fact, thereis stuff in ‘‘ A 
Woman of Honor” for a play, given good act- 
orsand certain improvements likely to be made 
whenever the plot is remodeled for acting, 
while to our thinking the comedy of “ Daisy 
Miller” is inberently a hopeless venture as an 
actual thing for the boards.

Curious Scotch words are 
uded, some of which are already 
in Scotland, while others are still in 
the mouths of the ple.

It is evident that the work is in 
the hands of scholarly men, and that the au- 
dience addressed by it is composed mainly of 
scholars or of persons who extend their read- 
ing far beyond average limits. 

n certain technical points this dictiona 
(for its claims to be an encyclopedia as well 
might better be ignored) is very thorough, 
The pronunciation of words is attended to with 
particular care and very clearly noted. 
Heavy-faced type makes each principal word 
of importance on the page, and the illustra- 
tions are wood-cuts which in nearly perl case 
are of use. Discretion has been used with quo- 
tations, and the derivations of words are full, 
yet sufficiently concise, Some words do not 
appear in our dictionaries at all, owing to the 
absence here of the thing signified, yet the 
word ‘‘cupola-ship” ought to be, if we are to 
believe that the Monitor and other ships of 
her build were imitations of Capt. Cowper 
Cole’s ‘‘cupola-ship,”’ as this Se 
states, Under ‘Cruiser’ no notice 
taken of the more probable derivation of that 
word from the ships of the Crusaders, which 
were marked with a cross, Under “ Asgard” 
we are told that it meansa Scandinavian deity.

wo volumes, When the work ig finished a 
General Introduction will be forthcoming to 
act as preface. Many volumes are still to come

Magazine of Art, for October. New-York: 
Cassell & Oo,—The leading ‘print, only mod- 
erately well cut on wood, is a copy of Briton 
Reviere’s “ Giants at Play.”” Three huge sons 
of the soil are stretched on the ground, wit- 
nessing the play of a little puppy. The con- 
trast between the strength of the men and the 
funny limpness of the dog is cleverly done. 
A leading article is one on the well-known 


Certosa of Pavia, the cradle of italian art. 
Gian Galeazzo Visconti, in order to become 
master of Milan, having killed or poisoned 
all his friends and enemies, built the Certosa 
as a shrine. The biggest rascals of former 
days propitiated their God in this way—but 
though the cause was bad, the good of it was 
foundinart. Mr, Alfred Parson’s ** Washing 
Day,” exhibited at the water-color show at the 
Royal Institute of Painters, is neatly en- 
grayed, but Mr. Hennessey ‘‘ With the 

irds,” is poor work. ‘‘A Misty Morning,” 
by Henri Leroile, recalls somewhat Millet’s 
manner, only the subdued energy is not ap- 
parent. Perhaps Leroile’s ‘* Potato Diggers” 
did more actual work than those Millet- 
saw. There is an interesting article on the 
country of Millet, with sketches of the way 
of doing things in that very picturesque but 
arriééré portion of France, The best print in 
the number is the “ Kerghiz Falconer,” from 
a picture by Basil Vassilivitch Vereshague. 


The Portjolto. Edited by P. G. Hamerton. 
London; Seeley, Jackson & Haliday; New- 
York; J. W. Bouton.—A fac simile drawing 
of a female head, after Rossetti, recalls in every 
way the mania this artist had for making 
women with necks like swans. Still it isa 
very beautiful face, full of sentiment and 
ideality. The editor continues his paper on 
the architectural consideration of Paris, illus- 
trating the present number with out- 


line drawings ot St. Eustache, St, Etienne du 
Mont, and St. Sulpice. Looking at the 
two churches, Notre Dame and St. Eustache, 
the sight-seer would hardly believe that St. 
Eustache is only three métres less in breadth 
than the cathedral, and that the difference of 
height between the two is not more than an 
English foot. All modern architects will 
agree with the editor in his statement that St. 
Sulpice is a gloomy pile, in the heaviest man- 
ner of the Italian Doric with an Ionic loggia. 
What this church has is bulk, but that 
does not give it either grandeur or 
majesty. In the illustrations to a capital 
paper on Donatello, by Sidney Colvin, may be 
founda very good photogravure of this Italian 
artist's famous work, his bronze equestrian 
statue of Gattamelata. Donatello, in an artistic 
sense, was @ man of all work, and was equally 
skilled in producing statuesque bronze or 
stone, and was a wood-carver and chaser in 
precious metals. The etching in the num- 
ber under review is ‘“*Chagford Bridge,” by 
R. 8. Chattock, Such difficult effects as 
that of a sombre middle ground, with 
clear water in front, and a brightish sky be- 
hind, are most judiciously worked out, The 
big tree, without a leaf on it, is most happily 
drawn and true to nature, The many admir- 
ers’ of Mr. Sidney Colvin in this country will 
learn through the Art Amateur that he will

—Astronomy. By simon Newcomb, LE. 
D., and Edward T, Holden, M. A., New- 
York; Henry Holt & Co,, 1888.—This illus- 
trated duodecimo of 338 pages is a condensa- 


tion of the excellent larger ‘ astronomy” of 
the series called American Science Series, 
published by the Messrs. Holt. Most of the 
mathematical formula have been omitted and 
the editors intend it for persons who have only 
a fair acquaintance with the principles of 
algebra and geometry and a slight knowledge 
of elementary physics. The elementary parts 
have been given a fuller discussion. The sys- 
tem of printing the more important matters 
in large type which is common to many text- 
books has been adhered to, so that the larger 
type contains a course complete in itself. As 
a rule, the passages in finer type are explana- 
tory. The editors advise the use in connection 
with this and the larger work from which it 
is condensed of a set of star maps and a celes- 
tial globe. A good index makes it handy for 
references, 

—Chaucer to Burns. English Verse. Hdit- 
ed by W, J. Linton and R. H, Stoddard. 
New-York ; Charles Scribner's Sons. 1883.— 
The engraver Liaton and the poet Stoddard 
are men to whom a publisher would naturally 
turn as authorities on English verse, the one 
from the fact that he has published excellent 
compilations of rare lyrics from the old 


dramatists and poets and the other because 
of his well-known acguisitijons in this field of 
English literature. The series will consist of 
five small volumes, plainly and tastefully 
issued at a popular price. Greatcare has been 
taker to secure accuracy of text, and the 
field has been thoroughly ransacked for neg- 
lected pieces, while the oid favorites have not 
been omitted. Tbe series, therefore, aims at 
comprehensiveness, and is not in the nature of 
&® supplement to existing anthologiés, Mr. 
Stoddard’s introduction to this, the opening 
volume of the series, isa very clear and sober 
statement, which aims in the limits 
of an essay to give the thread of Eng- 
lish poetical literature from Chaucer to 
Burns, Mr, Stoddard is one of the few 

ersonus who can do this and yet be never dull. 
‘here is no room for discursions or fine writ- 
ing, yetthe dry bones of what might have 
been a skeleton composed of names and dates 
are clothed with life because the subject is one 
dear to the essayist’s heart. Very concise 
notes are appended, and each volume has an 
index of first lines. Only a few pages can be 
allotted to the best. Shakespeare is represent- 
ed by 12 poems, Ben Jonson by 10, Milton by 
12, Marvell by 5, Blake by 5, Burns by 1l. 
There are 9 pieces from Herrick, who is one 
of Mr. Stoddard’s favorites; 3 fromn Spencer, 
4 from Thomas Lodge, 4 from Greene and 
Davies of Hereford and Thomas Watson. 
There are some charming pieces by 
Nicolas Breton, who died in 1626, and 
whose works have only latel been 
resurrected, and 8 by Richard Barnheld, in- 
cluding *‘ As it fell upon a day,” formerly 
attributed to Shakespeare, Some of the great 
early Scottish poets are necessarily included. 
If this first volame is a good sample of the re- 
maining four, the series will form an excellent 
outline of the lyrics and shorter poems which 
are an honor to English literature. They can- 
not fail to whet the taste for longer draughts at 
tha same-river of varam 
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York Company. Thus one road is made to show 
good earnings at the expense of the other, and in 
the case of the Missouri Pacific these earnings are 
the food on whigh the stock is fattened, like a pig, 
for the market.

Meantime, 
the Wabash will be fattened up as much as possible 
by the skinning of Missouri Pacific and another 
whirl in the stock attempted, which may afford 
the present distressed holders a chance to get out, 
Just at present, however, the South-western system 
isina bad way through the disastrous effects of 
dreught, and Wall-street is getting suspicious of 
the whole concern. Yery mauy people have 
made money by following Mr. Gould ashe builds 
up a property, When he has mortgaged it and wa- 
tered it up to the point where he js ready to sell, 
they have been able to keep what they have made 
by following his excellent example and selling also. 
While the capital stock of Missouri Pacific was 
only $3,000,000 in amount and the road was 
earning. from 10 to'12 per cent. on it, it was not list- 
ed on the Exchange, It is Mr, Gould’s custom, be- 
ing a shrewd man, to keep a good thing when he 
has it, so he kept the stock in his own strong box. 
When he had piled up'the bonded debt of the road, 
and jumped the stook from $3,000,000 to $30,000,000, 
he listed it and invited the public to buy. He is 
still inviting them, and selling whenever a buyer 
appears, which is not often in these times. But 
the fact that he is trying to market his holdings of 
Western Union and Missouri Pacific is the best of 
reasons, in view of all past experience, why people 
should not buy them. It would be an exceedingly 
difficult task for Mr. Gould to point out a single 
stock on the list in which people have not lost 
money by buying when he sold it to them. He 
knows the value of things he sells a great deal bet- 
ter than the buyers do, and he has never yet 
brought fruit to the market till it was ripe to rot- 
tenness, 


THE FINANCIAL WORLD. 
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The bull pool in Northern Pacific preferred 
have hada measure ef sucoess with that stock, 
and were it not that the stock market is fatally 
affileted with dry rot, they might have done some- 
thing in the way of sustaining the common stock 
and Oregon Transcontinental, As it was, they have 
had to let them go by the board, The original 
programme of lifting all three stocks and making 
the shorts cover, thereby stimulating the whole 
market, could not be carried out, Had they been 
financial Samsons their strength would have 
proved unequal to the task, There is only one 
way in which the market can be advanced—those 
engaged in the operation must buy stocks. Stock 
operators buy to sell again; and when they dis- 
cover after starting a buying movement that 
there is practically no one buying but themselves, 
while the bears sell them all the stocks they 
want, the movement is apt to come to 
a sudden stop. There is no public pbuy- 
ing in Wall-street now; and more than this, 
none is expeeted for this year, It is universally 
conceded that with trade in the condition it is and 
has been, it is quite hopeless to expect out- 
siders to come in. There must be evidences of 
improvement in affairs outside of Wall-street 
before improvement can be looked for in it, and 
there is no present prospect of such betterment for 
some months. The members of the pool referred 
to had absolute need of the Northern Pacific 
preferred stock, and they found all their resources 
taxed to the uttermost to buy or borrow the amount 
necessary, The price of that stock spurted up as 
a consequence of their operations. though it fell 
back from its highest point when the weaker and 
more frightened shorts covered. The big operators 
who were on the bear side of it merely transferred 
their contracts from sales for immediate delivery 
to sales seller 60, in order to cover the period when 
the transfer-books of the company should 
be closed. Discovering that the pool was also 
selling out their cemmon stock and Oregon 
Transcontinental, they attacked those and helped: 
along the good work of making considerably’ 
lower quotations for both. To authorize the issue 
of the $20,000,000 second mortgage bonds recently 
yoted the affirmative vote of three-fourths of ‘the 
preferred stockholders is necessary, and as a‘fail- 
ure to authorize the issue means, in plain terms, 
the immediate bankruptoy of the company, to get 
control of the requisite amount-of stock was an 
object to which everything else was sacrificed. 
The books close on the Wthinst. The issue will 
be voted, for the three-fourths assent has already 
been secured. The next thing will be to sell the 
bonds. If it turns out eventually that they net 
the company more than 55 or 60 cents on the 
dollar, it will mean that some philanthropic people 
virtually made a present to the company of the 
amount above that figure—but business is not gen- 
erally conducted on philanthropic principles in 
Wall-street—or anywhere else. 

Mesers. Gould and Sage gave the Street a little 
surprise on Tuesday morning last by their published 
statements energetically repudiating any connec- 
tion whatever with the Northern Pacific pool, de- 
nying that they had subssribed for any of the new

One of the consequences of 

the position in which the pool finds itself is the 

persisteney with which the coal companies main- 

tain the price of coal, about which the iron-makers 

are so loudly complaining. The /ron Age, which 

volees thelr complaints, declares that the iron 

trade is actually prostrated by the killing prices 
the coal companies insist on charging for coal; 
but it is useless to talk to men whose money is 
tied up in a desperate Wall-street gamble, and 
who hope almost against hope that by keeping up 
the price of coal people may be induced to believe 
that the coal stocks are a purchase. The end, 
however, cannot be far off. The markets for coal 
are overstocked, and the cutting of rates on each 
other by the companies in the combination has 
already progressed to thestage where disputes and 
disagreements follow. 


The annual report of the Western Union Com- 
pany for the year ending June 80, which was pub- 
lished on Tuesday, did not apparently do the 
stock any good. It wasseen thatthe report was 
ingeniously contrived to give no information. The 
affairs of the company for the year are really dis- 
missed in about six lines, making a bare, unsup- 
ported statement that its gross earnings, net earn- 
ings, and expenses forthe period were so much; 
but when one leoks for the figures to prove this 
there is nothing. The report is blank. Pages are 
filied with irrelevant matter about what the com- 
pany has been doing for 16 years, anda long list 
of so-ealled “ marketable assets” in the company’s 
treasury is set forth. Thereis no Treasurer's re- 
port, or Auditor's report, er balance sheet; noth- 
ing, In fact, by which any ean know what the 
finaneial position of the company is, and the eon- 
clusion is irresistible that the compiler of the re- 
port intended {ft should not be known. But it 
makes little difference. There are people in Wall- 
street outside the Gould circle who certainly do 
know how that company stands, despite the jeal- 
ous care with which its books are guarded, and at 
the proper time the knowledge will be manifested. 
They know, for example, that the eompany is not 
earning the dividend it pays, any more than the 
Wabash earned the dividends it paid. 

It may, however, console the unfortunates who 
bought Wabash at high prices, and still hold on to 
it. to reflect that their turn will come when Mr. 
Gould bas been able to sel] out the twelve or 
thirteen milllions—possibly fifteen millions—of 
Missonri Pacific he is trying to market. The 
Wabash and Missouri Pacific are partially compet- 
ing roads, the Wabash traversing the State of Mis- 
sourl from St. Louis to Kansas City north of the 
Missouri River. and the Missouri Pacifie traversing 
it from the same termini south of it. It is desira- 
bie now to make the Missourl Pacific earn- 
ings look very large: the Wabash, therefore, 
has to be skinned to fatten the other road.

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MPR, LYNN'S LITTLE VACATION. 

The routine of business becoming tiresome 
to Mr. William E. Lynn, a lawyer, ot Rochester, N.

A NEW KIND OF ELECTRIC ENGINE. 

A little two-horse power electric engine was 
revolving rapidly at Freeman & Daly's eleetrical 
supply office, in William-street, yesterday. Its 
pecullarity was that it was a piston movement en- 
gine, and 1t was exhibited by L, M. Sabin, formerly 
of St. Louis, who claims that it is the first of that 
movement which has been manufactured in this 
country. The engine is supplied from a battery and 
consists of four electro-magnets, two on each side, 
with armatures of permanent magnets. While one 
attracts, another repels, giving the piston move- 
ment ofthe common steam locomotive, and the 
little enzine is similar to this in the remainder of 
its mechanism. This engine of twe-horse power, 
Mr, Sabin says, will revolve from 600 to 1,000 times 
aminute. It cost $150, and the electricity of a 
storage battery to run it a day of 12 hours will cost, 
he estimates, 50 cents. It takes up little space, and 
can easily be placed underacar. The engine Is to 
be tested at once on chureh organs, propeiler or 
steam yachts, and prinating-presses. Its inventor 
also hopes to adapt it to road carriages, and be- 
lieves that cabs can be run by it for 50 cents a day,
